“This discrepancy leads a reasonable 
person to believe the reasons for termina- 
tion are pretextual,” the MCAD investiga- 
tors concluded in finding probable cause 
for the agency to conduct a full hearing. 

“There are some inconsistencies,” ad- 
mits Gerard Lydon, spokesman for the 
sheriff's office. “The individual responsible 
for making that entry into the log would 
have been Mr. Soto. These units are side 
by side, and to be perfectly honest, I don’t 
know which section is the so-called psych 
section and which is the medical section. It 
wouldn’t be uncommon for someone to

GREEN 
RIVER 


The psychedelic-green algae that are 
lighting up the Charles River and the red- 
dish-brown bloom in Boston’s inner har- 
bor are good news for marine life — al- 
though environmentalists caution that 
could change quickly. 

According to E. Bruce Berman Jr., di- 
rector of Save the Harbor/Save the Bay’s 
BayWatchers Program, the inner harbor 
has attracted teams of hungry tinker 
mackerel, which may in turn attract larger 
predators. 

“This would confirm the scientists’ 
opinion that even though [the algae layer 
is] too colorful for comfort, the food chain 
still loves it, and I would guess we'll start 
to see bluefish there soon,” Berman says. 

If the blooms grow too massive, though, 
they might consume too much oxygen, 
killing scores of fish. And a few cloudy 
days could deprive the blooms of sun, 
killing them quickly and starting a mas- 
sive, oxygen-depleting decaying process. 

Algae blooms are usually dying by this 
time of year. But Berman says they’re still 
flourishing because of the unusually dry 
summer. The blooms thrive on sunshine 
and prosper longer when rain-driven cur- 
rents don’t wash them away. 

Municipalities and businesses — which 
draw some 40 million gallons of water 
from the Charles every day — may be ex- 
acerbating the low-flow situation. 

The state recently approved permits for 
the Enron co-generation power plant, in 
Milford, to withdraw one million gallons a 
day and for the town of Natick to take an- 
other four million gallons, which led to ru- 
mors that the new drain on the river was

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responsible for the algae. 

But according to Anne Blackburn, of the 
Charles River Watershed Association, En- 
ron hasn’t started operating its plant, and 
Natick won’t be tapping the Charles until 
at least next spring. Both have controls in- 
cluded in their permits that would force 
them to get their water elsewhere if levels 
become too low, she says.

PLEAN AIR 


Now, here’s direct action. 

Customers of Working Assets Long 
Distance, a San Francisco-based utility 
whose profits support a variety of left- 
leaning causes, are helping to reduce air 
pollution by buying sulfur dioxide before it 
can be spewed into the atmosphere.

On July 1, Working Assets began urging 
its customers to round their telephone-bill 
payments up to whole-dollar amounts. 
The extra change is used to buy pollution 
rights directly from the utilities, taking 
those rights off the market forever. A dol- 
lar buys about 10 pounds’ worth of sulfur- 
dioxide credits. By the end of August the 
company should reach its goal of 600,000 
pounds per year, says Working Assets 
president Peter Barnes: “We’re at about 
550,000, so we’re very close.” 

Although 600,000 pounds seems like a 
minuscule amount when compared with 
10 million tons — that’s 20 billion pounds 
— Barnes believes the campaign sends an 
important message. 

“It will not make much of a dent,” he 
concedes. “The purpose, I guess, is more 
symbolic. Never before have citizens, or 
members of the public — us — been able 
to express our desire for clean air in the 
marketplace by literally going out and buy- 
ing clean air.” 

In addition to appealing to its 100,000 
customers, Working Assets has opened up 
its air-pollution campaign to the public. If 
you want to buy some sulfur dioxide of 
your very own, send a check for $25 or 
more, payable to WACAC, to: Working 
Assets Clean Air Campaign, 701 Mont- 
gomery Street, San Francisco, CA 94111.

GETTING THE 
OZONE OUT 


A federally sanctioned regional commis- 
sion charged with controlling ground-level 
ozone may put the pressure on automak- 
ers to offer low-emission vehicles (LEVs) 
for sale in the Northeast and Mid-Atlantic 
States. 

The Ozone Transport Commission, es- 
tablished under the Clean Air Act of 1990, 
will consider a request by Massachusetts, 
Maine, and Maryland that it recommend 
to the US Environmental Protection Agen- 
cy that LEVs be required in this region as | 
a way of improving air quality. 

These states are taking their cue from 
California, which has set LEV standards 
requiring manufacturers to phase in pro- 
duction of cars that are 50 to 84 percent 
cleaner than this year’s models, says Jerry 
Martin, a spokesman for the California Air 
Resources Board. The standards will grow 
progressively more strict between 1994 
and 2003 — when electric cars will be 
mandated — and will gradually apply to

higher percentages of new-car production. 

Five OTC-member states have already 
adopted California’s tougher emission stan- 
dards — Maine, Massachusetts, New York, 
New Jersey, and Maryland, according to 
OTC executive director Bruce Carhart. 

But before the commission votes on 
whether to issue a formal recommendation 
to the EPA, it will hold several public hear- 
ings on the matter during the week of Au- 
gust 30. Carhart expects opposition from 
the auto industry, which he says has not 
been cooperative and has given cost fig- 
ures “not supported by fact.” 

Contrary to auto-industry predictions 
that tougher emission standards would 
cause exorbitant increases in new car 
prices, Martin says the cost of meeting 
1994 emission standards has proved negli- 
gible. For example, he says, Ford predict- 
ed it would cost $100 more for a cleaner 
Escort, but the company has instead ab- 
sorbed the cost, eliminating any price dif- 
ference between the new model and its 
“dirtier” counterpart. 

Though costs will undoubtedly rise as 
emission standards grow progressively 
stricter, Martin expects they will level out 
as the cleaner vehicles are mass-produced.

COURTS ON TRIAL 


In “Courting Justice” (News, Au- 
gust 13), Tim Sandler reports that 
Benjamin La Guer’s lawyer, Peter Et- 
tenberg, pressed his client to accept a 
plea bargain. When La Guer refused, 
he says, Ettenberg was unprepared 
for trial. 

With indigent defendants for sure, 


| and paying defendants perhaps, that 


is the rule rather than the exception. 
In 1990, a Cambridge judge fired six 
court-appointed attorneys and filed 
complaints with the bar association 
against them because of their lack of 
interest in my defense. He then told 
me in open court that I could not ex- 
pect another lawyer to be appointed, 
that the seventh appointee would be 
my last. 

After my insistence on a trial, I was 
counseled to “just tell the truth.” 
When the day of the trial came, the 
seventh appointee told me at the 
courthouse, “They want this settled. 
If you get on the witness stand and 
tell the truth, the judge will stop the 
trial, call out the psychiatrists and 
have you committed.” That is how 
the courts work these days. 

Mr. La Guer’s experiences are not 
unique. The courts are highly dysfunc- 
tional, in a high-crime area (court- 
houses), run by government criminals.

ter Stage Company (“Sexual Harass- 
ment,” News, August 6 and “Act II,” 
News, August 13). 

First, we applaud the women who 
came forth to reporters, albeit anony- 
mously (after all, they still need to 
work, and whistle-blowers are not like- 
ly job candidates) to break the silence 
on their sexual-harassment experi- 
ences. We sympathize and we believe. 

Second, we also believe Mr. Horo- 
vitz when he said he has never 
“knowingly” sexually harassed any 
woman. An employer/employee rela- 
tionship is an unequal power struc- 
ture, with the power heavily weighted 
on the side of the employer. While the 
employer has the privilege of deter- 
mining whether or not to exercise 
that power, the employee cannot es- 
cape the fact that it is there. Behavior 
that is acceptable and friendly be- 
tween equals (one could argue that 
the only true equals would be two 
well-fed white males, but we will not 
delve into that here) becomes unac- 
ceptable, inappropriate, and, yes, be- 
comes sexual harassment when it oc- 
curs between unequals. Those in 
power need to understand that ha- 
rassment can occur whether or not it 
is intended or done “knowingly.” 

Third, we are perplexed and 
amused by a comment made by Barry 
Weiner, a trial lawyer and president 
of the Gloucester Stage Company, in 
responding to the charges: “people 
throw the charge (of sexual harass- 
ment) around like manhole covers.” 
It is a peculiar expression to use, con- 
sidering the situation, and not one 
that we are at all familiar with. What 
is a “manhole”? Is it an anatomical 
part? Is the cover to protect us or it? 
How big is this cover? We would 
have thought that in order to conceal 
a part as ominous sounding as “man- 
hole,” a cover would have to be pretty 
big indeed. Far too big to be easily 
thrown around. 

In this same interview, Mr. Weiner 
said that “one of the gals told him 
about French kissing, but nothing 
more serious than that.” May we be 
the first to suggest to Mr. Weiner that 
if he found Mr. Horovitz’s tongue in 
his mouth, he would find it a very se- 
rious matter indeed?

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Fear strikes out 
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A Chelsea tale of gambling, 
corruption, and survival

ll Anthony Maresco want- 
ed was his money. So 
when he contacted Chelsea 
Police Captain Leo “Bud- 
dy” McHatton in the 
spring of 1991, he didn’t ask him to arrest 
anyone. He just wanted help getting the 
money he’d won when his number had 
come up the previous November. 

Maresco was a gambler, but he was 
strictly a one-game bettor. He didn’t gam- 
ble on the New England Patriots — or the 
New York Stock Exchange, for that mat- 
ter. Maresco played the daily number. But 
rather than play the state-sanctioned lot- 
tery, Maresco used the home-delivery ser- 
vices of a numbers racket. 

“I’ve been a gambler all my life,” says 
Tony Maresco, a short, muscular Italian- 
American who holds court in a storefront 
along Chelsea’s Broadway. “I’m 81 years 
old. I was born and raised in Chelsea. I 
worked, paid my bills, and whatever mon- 
eys was mine, I gambled.” 

Maresco’s book was kept by a convicted 
felon, Samuel Berkowitz, owner of an aptly 
named establishment called the Grub ’n’ 
Pub. Berkowitz was the BMOC — Big 
Man of Chelsea. The 
66-year-old crime 


and most important is fear. 

And those who become the victims of 
these bullies, those who are extorted, 
ripped off, threatened, or brutalized — 
whom can they call for help? If the police 
brass are rumored to be in on the conspir- 
acy? If the mayor is on the pad? If the 
city’s number-one bookie is out on the 
streets again thanks to a pardon from 
President Ronald Reagan? 

This was the Chelsea that Tony Maresco 
knew. A Chelsea where — according to 
investigators — the cops were the crimi- 
nals, and thus there could be no honor 
among thieves. Because when the law en- 
forcers go into partnership with outlaws, 
the outlaws no longer have any incentive 
to deal honorably with each other. 

Berkowitz, who’s been in and out of 
court and jail since 1969 on bookmaking 
and other charges, is the only living book- 
ie in Massachusetts to have been par- 
doned for his crimes by a United States 
president. 

But despite his presidential seal of ap- 
proval, Berkowitz was indicted again last 
September by the US attorney’s office. 
“Berkowitz is charged with delivering pay- 
ments from various individuals involved in 
operating illegal gambling businesses” to 
Chelsea Police officers Michael Ajewski 
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boss collected money 
by the shovelful from 


and brought it home 
to 599 Wethersfield 
Street, in the North 
Shore town of Rowley. 

But in Maresco, 
Berkowitz may have 
met his match. Be- 
cause the Phoenix has 
learned that seven 
months before the US 
attorney’s office began 
its investigation of al- 
leged corruption in 
Chelsea — an investi- 
gation that is continu- 
ing despite a signifi- 
cant setback last week, 
when a US District 
Court jury cleared 
McHatton of racke- 
teering, bribery, and 
gambling charges (he 
was found guilty of tax 
evasion) Tony 
Maresco attempted to 
alert the authorities 
that something was 
very wrong with the 
Chelsea bookmaking 
operation: 

The bookies weren’t 
honoring their bets. 

The feds aren’t say- 
ing whether Maresco’s 
complaints were the 
reason they began 
probing the way busi- 
ness is done in Chelsea, but this much is 
clear: not long after Maresco started 
squawking, the investigators moved in. 
Their work has led to 11 indictments, ad- 
missions of corrupt behavior by four for- 
mer mayors, a police department under 
siege, and charges of bribe-paying directed 
at the city’s state representative. And those 
close to the probe say there’s more to 
come. 








* 
A racketeering enterprise like the one 
alleged by prosecutors in McHatton’s 
federal trial requires the secrecy of its 


| participants. Corrupt political leaders, 
| mobsters, and dirty cops have many tools 
| they use to enforce that secrecy. The first 


FEDERAL prosecutors allege the Chelsea Police 
Department was part of the conspiracy of fear. 
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and Joseph McCrann, according to the US 
attorney’s press release, “and other Chelsea 
police officers and public officials.” 

It is a case that has led to the indict- 
ment of former Chelsea mayors John 
Brennan, Jim Mitchell, and Tom Nolan 
(the latter two have pleaded guilty), each 
of whom lied to the grand jury when they 
denied taking bribes (“Commonwealth of 
Corruption,” News, August 20). A fourth 
ex-mayor, Joel Pressman, has admitted 
taking bribes, but his actions fall outside 
the statute of limitations; he is cooperat- 
ing with federal authorities. And Bob Mc- 
Carthy, of Melrose, resigned his state rep- 
resentative’s seat recently; he was accused

of paying bribes so his company could keep the city of 
Chelsea’s insurance contract. 

According to the US attorney’s press release, Berkowitz 
and others involved in illegal gambling protected their 
franchise by bribing public officials. But in December 
1991, the FBI and the Internal Revenue Service entered 
the picture, beginning an investigation that would result in 
the indictments against Ajewski, McCrann, and 
Berkowitz. (Ajewski and McCrann, who have pleaded 
guilty, testified at McHatton’s trial that they were bagmen 
for Berkowitz, delivering bribes to McHatton and other 
officers.) 

Maresco, like many thousands of Massachusetts bettors, 
believes gambling should be legal. “That’s my bad habit,” 
says Maresco. “I don’t drink. I don’t chase women. I gam- 
ble. Sometimes I win. Sometimes I lose. In this case here I 
lost all the way around.” 

He tells his story: 

“Back in 1990, I was a pretty good gambler. So the 
bookie, Marvin, made it a business to come into my office 
looking for me. When he comes in, I always have a combi- 
nation I play, my daughter’s birthday, seven months, 27 
days. So I play 7-2-7 all the time in a three-way combina- 
tion. Maybe for $2. Maybe for $5. If I got a hunch I play 
for $10.” 

Maresco remembers that in the late 1980s he hit the 
jackpot for $10,300. He gave $1300 to Marvin the bookie 
as a tip, and pocketed the other nine large. 

“That’s why I trusted him,” says Maresco. “So every 
time he came into my office after that, I never asked him 
if the numbers came out. I opened up my drawer and 
ripped up the old slip. I took the new slip and put it in my 
drawer. 

“One day I was in a garage, and they had a calendar on 
the wall. And the calendar had the state number and the 
bookie number written for every day. I noticed that on 
November 14, 1990, my 7-2-7 had come out. I believe it 
was only a two-dollar hit, which was approximately 
$1200.” 

Maresco checked on other dates, and found two more 
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FOUR EX-MAYORS have admitted to cor- 
rupt behavior while they occupied City Hall. 


occasions when his number should have brought him some 
winnings. “The bookie told me that I hadn’t played!” ex- 
claims Maresco. “I got in an argument with him and he 
walked away from me.” 

So Maresco took his case straight to the top. “I went up 
to see his boss, Sam Berkowitz, at the Grub ’n’ Pub where 
he works, or owns. He’s a big bookie and he’s in with the 
USA government. So in order to protect myself I put a 
tape recorder on me and I recorded what he said. 

“He said to me, ‘Look Tony, you don’t pay, you don’t 
play. Marvin said you owe him three or four hundred dol- 
lars.’ I said, ‘Sam, what are ya’ talkin’ about? Don’t give 


can show you that I paid him.’ He said, ‘Don’t bother me.’ 

“Who the hell does he think he is? Because he’s a big 
book or somethin’? That’s why I put him on tape, the 
bookie, the big wheel, the big boy, Sam Berkowitz, who 
owns half the city. 

“Here’s a guy who buys and sells properties. He made a 
negotiation with the United States of America, this great 
man. He sold a property to the government and now they 
have a post office there. He has a parking lot there for 50 
cents to park if you want to go to the post office. This guy 
got a presidential pardon. It looks to me like he’s a partner 
of the United States government. 

“I defended myself by getting a tape on him. I gave the 
tape to a buddy of mine and put in a safe. If anything hap- 
pened to me, the FBI was gonna get that. I may be 81 
years old, but I’m not senile by no means. And I’m not a- 
scared of anybody either. And if Sammy Berkowitz gives 
me any stuff, I'll go after him too.” 

“Now, to double-protect myself, I played the tape for 
Captain McHatton,” says Maresco, referring to the vice- 
squad chief, who on August 20 was found guilty of tax eva- 
sion and faces up to a year in prison — but whose acquit- 
tal on more-serious charges was a blow to federal prosecu- 
tors. “I let him hear there was a tape and I gave him the 
checks so that he could prove to Berkowitz that I didn’t 
owe him no $300. The checks proved it. 

“When I called the police station to get my checks back,

McHatton came over in his car. That’s 
when I played him the tape. He was 
dumbfounded. He didn’t know what to say 
to me.” 

Getting no satisfaction from the local 
authorities, Maresco placed calls to the 
State Police. “A guy named John an- 
swered,” he says. “I told him about hit- 
tin’ the number and all that. He says to 
me, ‘Can you get me some slips from 
him that he’s bookin’?’ I said, “You’re a 
real asshole. You want me to do your 
work. Do it yourself!’ And I hung up on 
him. 

“During the struggle, I took what I call 
automobile dealers’ marking pencils that 
they mark on the windows. I had a van 
with windows all around it. And I put 
down Sammy Berkowitz’s name, the 
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chief of police’s name, the State Police 
officer’s name, the whole lot. 

“I put, ‘Chief Sobolewski, I want my 
money. I don’t want any trouble.’ A couple 
of days later I met the chief, Sobolewski. 
When I told him I had gone to the State 
Police, he said, ‘Hey Maresco, let’s go 
across the street to the district attorney’s 
office. You want to turn me in to the State 
Police?’ 

“In the meantime, the chief goes out 
and picks up Marvin, the bookie. The next 
morning, Marvin was in front of the place 
he books. He’s standin’ on the sidewalk 
with his arms folded, laughin’ at me. And 
that burned me up a little bit. 

“So maybe about a week later, I was 
comin’ out of a store. And who’s comin’ in 
but the bookie, Marvin. I said, ‘Marvin, I 
don’t want no trouble. I want my money.’ 
He says, ‘Whaddarya, threatenin’ me?’ 
And he hit me in the stomach. 

“I was 79 at the time. He was 45 or 
somethin’ like that. So I showed him by 
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givin’ him a left hook and knocked him 
out. He went out, boom, and laid there 
for a few seconds. He got up, shook his 
head, picked up his glasses, and went out 
the door. I never heard another word. 

“I’m gonna tell you one thing and I’ll 
tell it to the whole world. When God made 
man he made me, the president of the 
United States, the pope, every person in 
the world, none of them are better than I 
am. We’re all made of the same stuff. I’m 
just as good and as big as them.”

Tony Maresco sat in the lobby of the US 
attorney’s office on August 5, waiting to 
testify in the ongoing federal probe into 
corruption in Chelsea. Back in 1991, law- 
enforcement authorities didn’t take the old 
man seriously. They looked at his van, 
covered with marking pencil, and his 
spunk, and came to the conclusion that he 
was too hot to handle. 

But by the end of that year, the federal 
probe of McHatton, Berkowitz, the Chelsea

cops, and elected officials had begun. 

Back when the Chelsea bosses believed 
the Suffolk County district attorney’s of- 
fice, the State Police, and the feds were all 
looking the other way, Tony Maresco 
stood alone against Berkowitz. 

Ever since August 15, when the Boston 
Sunday Herald reported that Maresco had 
testified before the grand jury about 
knocking out Marvin the bookie, and 
about his calls to the police chief seeking 
his money, some law-enforcement officials 
have privately worried about Maresco’s 
safety. 

But Tony Maresco, alone among the 
victims of Chelsea’s bookmaker/lawmaker 
axis, stood up to Berkowitz and the boys 
before the feds had even begun their 
probe, and he survived. 

Which is not to say that the bookies and 
corrupt cops might not still attempt to 
harm Tony Maresco. After all, at 81, his 
left hook can’t be as good as it was when 
he was 79. QO

Today, Menino — playing the 
incumbency like a violin — has 
moved from so-called second- 
tier status in the mayor’s race to 
the middle of the leader board. 
Suddenly, the guy the pundits 
initially dismissed looks to be as 
good a bet as anyone to become 
Ray Flynn’s successor. 

“If you could assess his posi- 
tion now, he is the luckiest man 
on the face of the earth,” says 
former city councilor and one-

time mayoral wanna-be Michael 
McCormack, invoking the famous Lou 
Gehrig line. Appropriately, the theme to 
Rocky — whose central character is the 
patron saint of gritty, syntactically chal- 
lenged, Italian underdogs — was played 
when Menino announced at the Annuncia- 
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tion Church Hall, in West Roxbury, that 
he was running for mayor. 

Tom Menino, the “C” student at St. 
Thomas Aquinas High School, in Jamaica 
Plain, the first member of a non-political 
family to be on the public payroll, the be- 
hind-the-scenes guy for former state sena- 
tor and thrice unsuccessful mayoral candi- 
date Joe Timilty, admits he never would 
have run for the city council in 1983 had 
the voters not chosen to replace the at- 
large council with four at-large and nine 
district representatives. During his tenure 
on the council, Menino built a reputation 
as an amiable, hard-working middle-of- 
the-roader with close ties to Flynn and sol- 
id expertise in the city budget.

But as the 1993 elections were ap- 
proaching, Menino says he was thinking 
about hanging it up after 10 years. He cer- 
tainly didn’t seem to have big plans — he 
began the year with a modest $26,000 in 
his campaign account. 

But this past January — with the help of 
council conservatives Jim Byrne, Jimmy 
Kelly, Dapper O’Neil, and Bobby Travagli- 
ni — Menino nipped Maura Hennigan by 
one vote to become council president. 
Seven months later, he was acting mayor. 

“What am I going to do, go back to 
the city council?” says Menino, the son 
of an old semi-pro ballplayer. “It’s like 
being in the major leagues and then step- 
ping back into Triple A ball.” 

JOHN NORDELL As acting mayor, Menino 


about federal dollars with 
Ted Kennedy. He doles out 
city money for street repairs 
and for rehabilitating com- 
munity health centers. In a 
few days, he gets to name a 
new school-committee mem- 
ber. He is introduced at al- 
most every public event as 
“Mayor Menino.” Even his 
green campaign signs — 
shrewdly worded FOR/MAY- 
OR/MENINO — make the 
candidate seem like the in- 
cumbent. 

With his plodding style, a 
plan that attacks macro 
problems on a micro basis, 
and his City Hall ties, Meni- 
no is much more the hands- 
on mechanic than the inno- 
vator. Whether he can trans- 
form a surprisingly success- 
ful first six weeks as acting 
mayor into a victory at the 
polls this fall depends on 
what he calls the “comforta- 
bility” factor. Voters will 
have to feel pretty good 
about both Boston and his 
temporary stewardship of it. 

“I don’t think this city is in 
a crisis situation,” he says,

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most of the other candidates. “It’s a city where you can still 
walk around at night in the downtown area. It’s a manage- 
able city, not like Philly, New York, or Chicago.” 

People “want to feel comfortable with the city,” he 
adds. “That there’s no rancor. You know, they have prob- 
lems in their own lives. They want a comfort level with 
government.” 

Thus far in his new role, Menino has certainly found the 
comfort level. At a recent celebration at Southie’s L Street 
Bathhouse, he is introduced to a crowd of seniors and 
vows to keep city services flowing “as long as I’m mayor of 
Boston.” Then he bumps into the cantankerous Dapper 
O’Neil, who grabs his hand and mutters to his upwardly 
mobile colleague — with more than a hint of envy — “Hey 
Tommy, you talkin’ to me? You talkin’ to the guys?” 

Finally, Menino takes the mike and repays Ray Flynn by 
bestowing upon him — in absentia — the Michael E. 
Glynn award, in honor of the South Boston community ac- 
tivist who was killed in a 1986 Carson Beach boating acci- 
dent. 

“Keep the ball rollin’,” shouts a woman as Menino exits 
the bathhouse for the next event. 

Heading for his car, the acting mayor seems scarcely 
able to believe his own fortune. “It’s amazing,” he reflects, 
“how things have picked up in five weeks.” 


Hizzoner and the glory 

While his old chums on the council bicker about gun 
control before a sparse gallery, Tom Menino is down the 
hall, surrounded by a phalanx of pinstriped suits and jour- 
nalists in the stately Eagle Room, just off the mayor’s of- 
fice. On this occasion, the acting mayor is receiving a re- 


| port titled “The Boston Connection” — a so-called 


blueprint for economic growth — from former Ross Perot 
adviser (and ex-Democratic National Committee chair- 
man) John White and a committee of business leaders. 
There are a few brief speeches, Menino thanks the com- 
mittee for its work, and then he announces his intention to 
open a “business-retention office” to work on helping local 
merchants in the near future. 

When one reporter asks the mayor to “put on your can- 
didate’s hat for a minute” and comment on the campaign, 
he demurs with a smile. “I can’t do it in here,” he says. 
“It’s illegal.” 

During his August 16 announcement speech, Menino 
noted, with obvious pleasure, a typo in the Boston Seniority 
newspaper that identified him as “action,” rather than “act- 
ing,” mayor. 

“While others will talk about the job they would do if 
they were mayor,” he told the cheering crowd. “I have 
proved I can do the job.” 

That, in a nutshell, is the Menino campaign. Turn in a 
solid enough performance to transform the ’93 election 
from a horse race between a group of untested hopefuls 
into a plebiscite on the incumbent. It is a three-cushion 
strategy — Menino makes a mayoral move, the media pick 
it up, and the campaign reinforces the image. 

When Menino, on July 21, ordered a freeze on MWRA 
rates in Boston, the Herald headline read BOLD MENINO 


| KO’S WATER RATE HIKE. When he unveiled a capital fund to 
| invest in neighborhood health centers on July 31, the next 


day’s Herald headline was MENINO COMMITS $41M TO 
HEALTH CARE. The Globe headline trumpeted MENINO 
AGAINST POLICE PAY PLAN when, as acting mayor, he threat- 
ened to veto a bill that would have given big pay raises for 
cops who had earned their degrees. And after he com- 
plained about state aid to Boston, the broadsheet noted 
that MENINO SAYS $371M IN STATE AID TO CITY ISN’T NEARLY 
ENOUGH. 

All of this hammers home that Menino is the man in 
charge. Small wonder, then, that the first campaign ad, 
in which he never says a word, is a collage of friendly 
newspaper clippings. 

Menino’s skillful use, to date, of his newfound office has 
turned him’: into the fulcrum of the campaign. After losing a 
court challenge to preclude the acting mayor from negoti- 
ating a new contract with the Boston Teachers Union 
(BTU), Chris Lydon — campaign manager and daughter 
in tow — must come to Menino’s office as a supplicant 
seeking a debate, only to be told he’s politicizing an impor- 
tant municipal issue. And just like the man he inherited the 
office from, the acting mayor finds himself facing charges 
that he’s stealing his colleagues’ thunder. 

“They're all good ideas and I commend him on his 
judgment,” Councilor Rosaria Salerno told the Globe 
after Menino latched onto some of her initiatives for recy- 


| cling and restructuring the Zoning Board of Appeal to 
| include more neighborhood representatives. And when 
| the council, on August 18, approved a handgun ban for 


those under 21, Menino cheekily referred to the body as 


| “my councilors” and congratulated them “for moving 


quickly.” 
It is hard to overestimate the public-relations advantages 


| of the incumbency. At an event at the Jackson Mann 
| School to announce a grant for the Allston-Brighton 
| Healthy Boston Coalition, all the other mayoral hopefuls 


have to wander around the crowd shaking hands and pa- 
tiently listening to the speakers. Only Menino is allowed to 
address the audience. As Menino is quick to point out, 
Governor William Weld now returns his calls promptly, al- 
though his assertion that “we’re basically the same style, 
basically no-nonsense,” conjures up an odd couple — the 
Harvard-educated Long Island Yankee and the simple 
neighborhood guy from Hyde Park. 

On the way back from his Mission Main appearance 
with the state’s senior senator — this was Menino’s sec- 
ond meeting in a week with Kennedy, prompting the act- 
ing mayor to greet him warmly with, “It’s like a regular

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occurrence now” — Menino makes 
a note to call HUD Secretary Henry 
Cisneros to check on the status of 
the $50 million grant (which was an- 
nounced only this past week). Pretty 
heady stuff for a city councilor. 

When it comes to the candidate 
debates, a venue in which Menino 
does not exactly thrive, he’s even able 
to employ a Rose Garden strategy — 
showing up late or not at all, claiming 
pressing city business. 

“I think they’re a waste of time,” 
he says of the forums. And he’s right. 
Whereas other candidates need those 
opportunities to make headlines, 
Menino only has to show up for work 
to generate news. 

Which is why his complaint about 
the media doesn’t ring true. After 
heading down to a Charlestown in- 
dustrial park to award a $400,000 
city grant to rebuild a pothole-strewn 
road, Menino takes note of 
the missing press corps and 
says, “That’s the problem 
with things I do now. Every- 
body looks at them in a polit- 
ical way. The problem is the § 
media’s made a decision not 
to cover these things.” 

In recent days, Menino has 
endured a few bad stories in 
the Boston Herald for accept- 
ing corporate campaign con- 
tributions and earmarking 
money for the health centers 
from a cupboard that may be 
bare. But even with these few 
negative clips, the press has 
helped turn good old “Tom- 
my” into “Mayor Menino.” 


The nuts-and-bolts guy 
In the seniors’ room at the 
L Street Bathhouse, Menino 
helps pass out Burger King 
meals to the crowd, prompt- 
ing his aide, Howard Lei- 
bowitz, to quip, “And they 
want to know, ‘Where’s the 
beef?’ ” 
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“He was a plugger. He did a lot of 
the grunt work that a lot of people 
didn’t want to do,” the ex-councilor 
says, recalling Menino’s practice of 
listening patiently as city officials 
droned on at length about their bud- 
get requirements. “And he gave the 
impression he was functioning at the 
same level as [Massachusetts House 
Ways and Means chair] Tom Finner- 
an. I think Tommy maxed out all his 
options.” 

Menino’s record on the council 
was, on balance, staunchly moderate, 
seemingly designed not to alienate ei- 
ther end of the political spectrum. 
His strong liberal record supporting 
the arts, for example, was counterbal- 
anced by his votes on housing issues 
that did little to curry favor with ten- 
ants. (In an old Channel 2 film docu- 
menting his initial ’83 council run, 
Menino utters “Thank God” when he 
is told that a poll of his conservative, 
homeowner-dominated district un- 
earthed little pro-tenant sentiment.) 

Red Burrows, the chairman of the 
Boston Tenants Campaign Organiza- 


Driving to one appointment, he no- 
tices the congested downtown traffic 
and muses aloud about stationing po- 
lice cadets to direct traffic at crowded 
intersections. Minutes later, he in- 
structs an aide to figure out what the 
new federal legislation is going to do 
to local cable rates, since he’s con- 
stantly being asked this by senior citi- 
zens. Cruising around the Archdale 
Community Center, in Roslindale, 
Menino proudly points out the graffi- 
ti-free buildings, and as the car pass- 
es a small, weed-infested patch of 
green space, he says, “We want to 
put a soccer field here.” A little while 
later, he’s telling residents of West 
Roxbury’s rural Grove area that the 
city will help with road repair in that 
neighborhood. 

Standing outside at the Forest Hills 
MBTA station at 7 a.m., pressing the 
flesh, Menino brightens upon seeing 
a young man sporting a TOM MENINO 
BASKETBALL T-shirt. Menino sponsors 
22 teams in Readville and another 
Hyde Park league for eight- to 14- 
year-olds.

mental change. “If you believe Bos- 
ton is ready for real, responsible, 
change, stand with me,” he declared 
during the speech announcing his 
candidacy. The introduction to 
“The Boston Connection” economic 
plan — in keeping with the charac- 
ter of the man who requested it — 
states, “Our goal has not been to be 
revolutionary or unique in our pro- 
posals. Rather, it has been to sug- 
gest actions that are practical and 
workable.” 

One City Hall observer character- 
izes Menino as “someone who’s go- 
ing to do the right thing, be respon- 
sible, and have integrity. The only 
‘but’ here is imagination, and the 
real direction in which the city 
should go.” 

“Tommy Menino will probably 
fight very hard to ensure stability and 
very few changes in the way city ser- 
vices will be rendered,” says council 
colleague Charles Yancey. “He’s a 
nuts-and-bolts guy. . . . But you 
won’t see him fighting to change the 
power relationships within this 
town.” 

Menino describes himself as a 
“coalition builder,” and takes partic- 
ular satisfaction in being able, as act- 
ing mayor, to bring together housing 
advocates and health-center support- 
ers who had been quibbling over their 
share of linkage money from devel- 
opers. “Solve the problem,” he says. 
“Let’s not have us against them. It 
doesn’t serve anybody’s purpose.” 

“He wants to find common 
ground,” says one city official, who 
characterizes Menino as risk-averse. 
“That’s great, when there is some.” 

Ask Menino about his proudest 
achievement on the city council and 
he says, “My ability to handle the 
budget.” During his tenure as Ways 
and Means chair, Menino consoli- 
dated budget-review authority and 
projected a sense of fiscal expertise 
for which he deserves both political 
and policy credit, says Michael Mc- 
Cormack. 


tion, says Menino is being considered 
for a mayoral endorsement, given his 
support for extending the rent-con- 
trol ordinance. But he also notes, 
“It’s not his strong point, tenants’ 
rights and rent control.” 

The battle to require the installa- 
tion of condom machines in bars and 
restaurants provides a key insight 
into Menino’s role on the council. By 
many accounts, Menino did all he 
could to delay a vote on the political 
hot potato. The council record shows 
that he voted for the measure, then 
voted against an override of Flynn’s 
veto, and finally for an override of the 
mayor’s veto of a second bill. 

Pointing out that the ordinance 
was eventually ruled unconstitutional 
by the courts, Menino says he fa- 
vored voluntary compliance all along 
and knew the mandatory proposal 
was doomed. “I wanted something 
on the books. I wanted something 
workable,” he says. “The problem in 
politics is sometimes we want to 
make headlines.” 

Menino doesn’t make headlines 
when he goes to Charlestown’s “A 
Street” industrial park to pledge city 
funds to rebuild a battered roadway 
serving such businesses as Interna- 
tional Ice Cream, Hood, B&B Oil, 
Charles River Publishing, and the 
Prins Recycling Center. According to 
the local businesspeople gathered at 
the site, the pockmarked road has 
chased away business and caused 
nasty accidents. 

“Thank you, mayor,” says a female 
worker when Menino finishes his 
presentation. “I can buy a new car 
now, ’cause my old one’s gone be- 
cause of the potholes.” 

“It’s like being Scott Fletcher,” 
says Leibowitz, referring to the un- 
spectacular but pesky Red Sox 
second baseman. “You don’t hit 
30 homers and it may not show up 
in the box score, but people appreci- 
ate it.” 

This is the Menino approach to 
government. Solve problems bit by 
bit, block by block, and it all adds up. 


“You spend money on kids, and 
you don’t have to worry about jail,” 
he asserts. “Kids’ programs usually 
get cut first because they don’t vote.” 
Ask him about what seems to be an 
intractable problem of youth gangs 
and drugs, and he optimistically — if 
not naively — asserts, “Only 200 to 
300 kids” are involved, “not massive 
thousands of kids.” 

Even when it comes to the compli- 
cated megaplex debate — with politi- 
cians and developers fantasizing 
about a combination convention cen- 
ter/domed stadium for a city in 
which it’s proved nearly impossible to 
rebuild the decrepit Boston Garden 
— Menino won’t be distracted. His 
approach, whether viable or not, is 
guided by a few basic principles. 
First, build a much-needed conven- 
tion center. Then worry about the 
field of dreams. And no fancy financ- 
ing schemes either. The state should 
pay Boston for the land. 

“I’m looking for the city’s fair 
share,” he says, resolutely. “I’m not 
going to give anything away. I’m not 
going to be on my hands and knees 
begging for crumbs.” 


Unlikely Renaissance man 

“He’s basically an insecure guy 
who hears the snickers when he 
talks,” says one Boston pol of Meni- 
no. “I’m very concerned about Tom’s 
15 minutes on Nightline.” 

There’s no doubt that Menino — 
who dropped out of Boston College 
night school as a young man and 
who then sucked up his courage and 
went back to get a degree at UMass 
Boston at age 45 — is a little light 
on the erudite. The 1983 Channel 2 
film features a scene in which the 
council candidate botches the word 
“fiscal” while rehearsing his an- 
nouncement speech. “It’s coming out 
‘physical,’ ” his wife, Angela, admon- 
ishes sharply. 

Ten years later, Menino can still 
sound like a Norm Crosby routine, 
whether it’s mispronouncing the

| name of the Genzyme plant (“Gem-zyne”) 
or of State Representative Dianne Wilker- 
son (“Wilkinson”) or misreading his 
speech accepting the “Boston Connection” 
report so that he ends up talking about 
firms looking to move to “Cambridge” in- 
| stead of “Charlestown.” 
| Sometimes his ideas get muddled in the 
| translation. In a discussion about bilingual 
| education with WBZ talk-show host David 
' Brudnoy, he supports the concept, but 
| then adds, mysteriously, “I think some- 
times we have problems of having too 
many languages in the schools.” Earlier in 
| the campaign, Menino generated his share

Menino says it’s all water off a duck’s 
back. “Mumbles,” he says, contemplating 
| the unflattering nickname for a moment. 
| “I'll tell you. For a guy who’s not articu-

People are tired of fancy politicians.” 
Menino is no fancy politician, but he’s a 
| regular guy who might be everyone’s first 
| choice to drink a beer with. The morning 
| after his announcement, he plunges 
gamely into the half-awake commuter 
crowd at the Forest Hills T stop. What’s 
| striking is the number of folks who know 
him personally or thank him for some 
| small favor. 
Discussing the fanfare surrounding the 
| previous evening’s event, he actually 
seems embarrassed. “All that music,” he 
says, shaking his head. But all was not 
| lost. At least he was able to veto the light 
| show that was slated to accompany his 
| speech. 
Although he did toy with running for 
_ Congress last year, Menino is believable 
| when he says he aspires only to the may- 
| or’s office and that if elected, he will gladly 
| retire after eight years. (Of course, we've 
been fooled before.) “Then I’ll go home 
_ and go fishing and or play golf,” he says. 
| He might even take a trip or two to Vegas 
| and indulge his passion for blackjack. 
| Despite Menino’s lack of polish and le- 
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gitimate questions about “the vision 
thing,” few challenge his political moxie 
or his understanding of how the city 
works. 

“I think the biggest misconception is 
I’m only a district city councilor,” he says. 
“I’ve dealt with issues from East Boston to 
Charlestown. I think people are going to 
understand that Tom Menino knows the 


city. . . . I’m not the person who will sell 
them out. I’m the guy who'll be on their 
side.” 


In ways both big and small, Menino has, 
at times, transcended his base. Pointing to 
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hensive report to fight the spread of AIDS 
among intravenous-drug users. 

“I grew up in Hyde Park, with 12 years 
of nuns, very protected,” he says. “I didn’t 
know anything about syringes. . . . At that 
time, AIDS was an issue you didn’t talk 
about.

And though one wouldn’t immediately 
mistake Menino for a culture vulture, he 
has been a good friend to the city’s public 
library, the historical preservationists, and 
the arts community.

a loyal sign-holder at Forest Hills, he 
fondly recalls how he met with him and 
other influential Irish residents in the dis- 
trict prior to his 1983 run. When the 
meeting was over, they told him, “You’re 
the first person whose name ends in a 
vowel we’ll support.” At times, he has tak- 
en heat for opposing the death penalty 
(though he supports it in the case of the 
murder of a police officer). And back in 
1988, Menino — a supporter of a needle- 
exchange program — issued a compre- 


battled to preserve funding for the public 
libraries in the face of calls for serious cut- 
backs, noting at one point that “this ad- 
ministration simply does not understand 
what the library has to offer.” It’s also no 
surprise that a leading business supporter 
and contributor to his “Boston Connec- 
tion” report, computer entrepreneur John 
Cullinane, shares his interest in preserving 
that institution. 

“I’ve known him for six or seven years,” 
says Cullinane of Menino. “Wherever you 
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go, you find Tom. He goes to all these 
meetings.” 

“This was where he really began to un- 
derstand what preservation is — it’s not 
an elitist activity,” says Antonia Pollack, 
director of the Boston Preservation Al- 
liance, referring to Menino’s work to enlist 
the aid of the National Trust for Historic 
Preservation in rehabilitating Roslindale’s 
Adams Park and nearly two dozen com- 
mercial buildings in the neighborhood. 
“He understands how economic develop- 
ment and historic preservation work to- 
gether.” Pollack says the Alliance and the 
councilor didn’t always see eye to eye, but 
lauds his willingness to educate himself on 
preservation issues. 

“His biggest problem is he won’t blow 
his own horn,” says Boston Arts and Hu- 
manities Commissioner Bruce Rossley. 
He cites Menino’s record on the council, 
praising his work on zoning reform, 
which allowed artists to set up studios and 
live in industrial areas, his involvement 
with the Wang Center’s Young at Arts 
programs for Boston school kids, his ef- 
forts to save the Jamaica Plain Arts Cen- 
ter, and his work to secure federal money 
to renovate the Charlestown Working 
Theater. When questioned about the pro- 
liferation of graffiti in the city, he points 
out that “a lot of those graffiti painters, 
they’re artists.” 

“I would honestly say he’s one of the 
top three best advocates for the arts in the 
state,” adds Rossley. 

For his part, Menino likes to talk about 
taking fifth-graders to see plays at the 
Riverside Theater Works, in Hyde Park. 

“Arts, I love the arts,” he says. “I didn’t 
know much about it when I got elected. 
But I got involved in the last 10 years. I re- 
ally appreciate the plays and artists’ works, 
and some of the problems they have.” 

In typical Menino fashion, not very art- 
fully said. But then again, this field isn’t 
exactly crawling with John Lindsays, and 
the debate hasn’t exactly focused on far- 
reaching ideas. All of which, along with his 
generally competent handling of the may- 
or’s duties and clever exploitation of the 
mayor’s powers, may have quieted doubts 
about his stature. 

What lies ahead for the “luckiest man 
on the face of the earth” is the ultimate 
test of his “comfortability” theory. QO 
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he cache of rifles, shotguns, revolvers, and pistols 
splaying out of 20 barrels crowding the Boston Police 
~ Department’s Ballistics Unit is a formidable sight. 

Since Boston Gun Buyback, the city’s first comprehen- 
sive gun-buyback program, got under way in June, nearly 
1100 weapons have been turned in by drug dealers, an- 
guished mothers, gang members, and others. Though the 
arms represent only a small fraction of the legal and illegal 
guns in the area, they offer a glimpse of the arsenal at the 
public’s fingertips, and of the firepower that is a seemingly 
endless source of death, injury, and news copy. 

Among the weapons yielded thus far, handguns predom- 
inate. About 63 percent of all the guns received by the pro- 
gram have been semi-automatic pistols and revolvers. That 
predominance is also found in figures kept by the federal 
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Bureau of Alcohol, Tobacco, and 
Firearms (ATF). Between October 1989 
and June 1992, the bureau reports, 74 
percent of the weapons recovered dur- 
ing criminal investigations in Boston by 
ATF agents and city police were hand- 
guns. More than half of the seized 
handguns came from gang members. 

Whether gang members are willing to 
give up their weapons at that rate is an- 
other matter. Gun Buyback administra- 
tors report that fewer firearms are being 
surrendered in neighborhoods where 
gangs flourish. For instance, though 
more than half of the 2341 guns recov- 
ered by the ATF and the Boston Police 
between 1989 and 1992 came from 
Area B — Roxbury and Mattapan — 
only about 10 percent of the weapons 
turned in to Gun Buyback came from 
that area. 

“We don’t expect that gang members 
will be the first to give up their guns,” 
says Katherine Mainzer, of Citizens for 
Safety, one of the program’s sponsors. 
“But this is one step people can take to 
decrease guns and violence.” 

Still, for all the program’s good inten- 
tions, say some detractors, the results 
reaped are not worth the constitutional 
freedoms sacrificed in the process. The 
Northborough-based Gun Owners’ Ac- 
tion League (GOAL), the Massachusetts 
affiliate of the National Rifle Associa- 
tion, calls the program part of a “con- 
spiracy of anti-gun strategies fed by 
blind emotion.” 

A GOAL spokeswoman, who declined 
to give her name, says that “there is the 
appearance of several laws being broken 
here, and that greatly concerns us.” 

The law, according to GOAL, re- 
quires all gun-ownership transfers to be 
recorded. GOAL charges that in the 
name of anonymity, which is the core of 
Gun Buyback’s success, appropriate 
records are not being kept. 

Also, Buyback guns are dropped off at 
a police station or some other designated 
area; if the gun is deemed operable, the 
person who brought it in receives a 
coupon that can be redeemed for $50 at 
any Bank of Boston branch, no questions

lectively enforcing the laws it chooses,” 
says the GOAL spokeswoman. “And 
that’s anarchy, not government.” 

Mainzer’s retort: the transactions are 
being conducted by the Boston Police, 
not the Bank of Boston. And an incident 
report, including the gun’s serial num- 
ber (when it hasn’t been removed on the 
street), is filled out. The only piece of 
information missing, she says, is the 
person’s name. 

“The Gun Owners’ Action League is 
not offering anything productive from 
this whole process,” Mainzer says. 
“How can they possibly be against a 
voluntary, privately funded program? 
This is not infringing on anybody’s 
rights.” 

Legal arguments aside, Mainzer says 
the overriding justification for the pro- 
gram is simple: “These are mostly used 
guns. You don’t know what accident, 
suicide, or murder they were used for.” 

Other supporters of the program say 
that even if the guns collected are a frac- 
tion of the arms on the street, it’s at the 
very least an attempt to diminish the 
supply of weapons available. The ATF 
study showed that two-thirds of the 
guns recovered during arrests in Boston 
came from out of state, but the origins 
can’t always be traced; one in seven 
guns has had its serial number removed. 

In all, the guns collected in the last 
couple of months run the gamut from 
World War II bolt-action rifles to state- 
of-the-art TEC-9 semi-automatic pis- 
tols. What follows is a sampling (the 
guns in the photographs are not the spe- 
cific weapons used in the incidents that 
are described): > 
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Stallard J$-9mm pistol

n a warm Friday night this past June, 
Oi men wearing black hoods stormed 
out of a stolen red Cadillac at the Brom- 
ley-Heath housing development, in Jamaica 
Plain, and opened fire on a crowd at Walden 
and Minden Streets. At least 15 shots were fired 
from a nine-millimeter pistol and a sawed-off 
shotgun.

Guns using cartridges that are nine millimeters 














in diameter — about the same size as a .357-cal- 

iber (.357-inch) cartridge — are known as “nines.” 
Stallards and other types of nine-millimeter pistols are 
popular and prevalent on the streets for several reasons. 
First, their low quality (many have plastic components) 
often makes them relatively inexpensive. Second, 
they’re easily concealed. 

The size, flat shape, and easy control of nine-mil- 
limeters make them the favorites of robbers, gang 
members, and drug peddlers. Nines also carry more 
ammunition than the typical revolver. 

Says one former Dorchester gang leader of the nine- 
millimeter pistol: “You don’t have to know how to 
shoot and you can still hit someone. They even use it to 
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TEC-9

hit people on bicycles, moving targets. They’ve got 
power without the kick, so they can control it. That’s 
the best one. Even the police use it.” 

The cartridges for semi-automatic pistols generally 
fit in the gun’s grip. When a shot is fired, a slide sur- 
rounding the gun’s barrel automatically recocks the fir- 
ing pin and moves a new cartridge into the firing 
chamber. A semi-automatic enables a shooter to fire as 
quickly as his finger can squeeze the trigger. 

For all these reasons, police say, many carrying nines 
on the street are unwilling to part with them. 

“They say, ‘I’m not going to give up my nine,’ ” says 
Boston Police Sergeant Jerry Manfra, who is oversee-

trious, a 21-year-old former basketball standout 
at Madison Park High School, was walking home 
from a party on Lindsey Street in Dorchester with his 
23-year-old cousin, Kevin Christopher.

Of the Stallard nine-millimeter, Manfra says, “it 
looks like a big bad gun . . . but it’s a piece of shit. But 
the bigger the gun, the badder they [gun carriers] are 
— that’s the way they think,” he says. 

Make no mistake, though, says the ATF’s Frank 
Hart, supervisor of the agency’s Boston office: despite 
the Stallard’s low quality, “it would kill you as well as 
the Glock,” a higher-quality nine-millimeter. 
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both Industrious and Christopher were unconscious and 
bleeding profusely. Doctors at Boston City Hospital pro- 
nounced both dead within a half-hour. Police, who be- 
lieve a TEC-9 was used in the murders, suspect that a 
gold chain worn by Christopher provided a partial mo- 
tive. Police arrested five in connection with the incident.

A semi-automatic pistol, the TEC-9 is one of 
the street’s most sought-after weapons. Before its 
Miami-based manufacturers altered its design, it 
could easily be turned into an automatic. The dif- 
ference between a semi-automatic weapon and 
an automatic weapon is all in the trigger. An au- 
tomatic fires shots continually, as long as the 
trigger is pulled; a semi-automatic requires the 
user to pull the trigger for each shot. 

As an automatic, the TEC-9 is capable of fir- 
ing hundreds of rounds per minute. Conversion 
is still possible with the redesigned weapons, 
but it’s harder. Even as a semi-automatic 
weapon, the TEC-9 can spray a dozen bullets 
in seconds. 

Though the gun’s manufacturer says the 
TEC-9 is ideal for target shooters and those 
who wish to protect their homes, the TEC-9 is 
more commonly the choice of affluent gangs 
and drug dealers. It’s also among the preferred 
weapons of the Colombian cocaine cartels and 
foreign police forces. 

The power behind the TEC-9, which has a 
significant kick to it, sometimes causes inexperi- 
enced users to miss their intended victims. Con- 
sequently, it’s known more for its general de- 
structive potential than its pinpoint accuracy. 
The TEC-9 is not quite as easy to hide as a 
standard nine-millimeter pistol — which, for 
some, may be the point: a cousin to the Uzi au- 
tomatic submachine gun, the TEC-9 looks 
menacing. 

“There’s an intimidation factor with the 
TEC-9s,” says the ATF’s Hart, adding that law- 
enforcement officials rarely recover these 
weapons. > 
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Bridge, police named Stuart as the 
trigger man and speculated that he 
took the revolver involved in the 
case from a safe at the Newbury 
Street fur shop he managed.

Even though revolvers such as 
these, many of which fit into the 
“Saturday-night special” category, 
remain abundant, they’ve fallen out 
of favor as more technically ad- 
vanced handguns, such as the nine- 
millimeter pistol, have made their 
way to the street. Though the Tau- 
rus .38 special is a classic, well- 
made revolver, most Saturday- 
night specials .38-caliber and un- 
der) are cheaply produced. The 
manufacturer’s cost for many mod- 
els is less than $20. As a result, 
Sergeant Manfra says, many small 
revolvers are now used primarily by 
“the financially disadvantaged.” 

Gun owners on the street hold 
revolvers in less esteem these days 
because of the limited number of 
rounds they carry and the time it 
takes to get each round off — par- 
ticularly compared to a nine-mil- 
limeter semi-automatic. With the 
revolver, a cylinder holding the 
rounds rotates each time the trig-

Boston Police from his car phone, saying he

O: October 23, 1990, Charles Stuart called 
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a maniacally waved sawed-off and a wild look is often 
all that’s needed to persuade victims to relinquish their 
valuables. 

Many sawed-offs were standard shotguns stolen 
from hunters’ homes and shortened for street use. 
The strength of the shotgun, typically used for hunt- 
ing small game birds and deer, lies in its ability to 
scatter as many as 200 pellets at the target area. 
With the barrel sawed, the radius of the shot is ex- 
panded. The sawed-off’s scaled-down size makes it 
less obtrusive and easier to conceal in a coat. From a 
street perspective, Manfra says, the sawed-off has a 
practical purpose: “You can kill two people with one 
shot.” 

Not surprisingly, says the former Dorchester gang 


ger is pulled, lining up a bullet un- 
der the gun’s hammer. Since most street shooters are 
poor marksmen, they rely less on the accuracy of 
shots fired and more on the quantity. Revolvers don’t 
lend themselves to that kind of use. 

Perhaps this is why revolvers have been turned in to 
Gun Buyback more than any other style of gun, ac- 
counting for about 45 percent of the firearms given up. 

However, revolvers do have one advantage. Though 
many nine-millimeters require meticulous maintenance 
to ensure that their intricate action will not jam from 
misfired cartridges, a revolver can usually be relied 
upon to get off its shots regardless of whether it has 
been properly maintained. 





leader, it’s the type of gun more likely to be used in a 
drive-by shooting. 

“If you want to hit 10 or 12 guys hanging on the 
block, then you use it,” he says. “I used one in a drive- 
by. We shot somebody in the leg. We were really just 
trying to scare them. We were shooting in the air over 
their heads, but we had to get someone.” 

However, shotguns — even if they are sawed off — 
have a serious drawback on the streets. “They make 
crazy noise,” he says. “If there is police around, 
what’re you going to do?” Their noise, along with their 
bulk, significantly diminish a shotgun’s street value. 

Shotguns account for about 13 percent of both the 
guns yielded by Gun Buyback and those recovered in 
criminal investigations. >

t dusk on a Monday last Decem- 
Ax: residents living near Hyde 

Square, in Jamaica Plain, report- 
ed hearing two or three loud booms.

Sawed-off shotguns, with their stocks 
altered and barrels cut down, are among 
the few “gangster-style” guns regulated 
by federal law. Others include short- 
barreled rifles and machine guns. Pos- 
session of a sawed-off, which is consid- 
ered contraband, violates the National 
Firearms Act. 

Because sawed-off shotguns are limit- 
ed to no more than five shots without 
reloading, and after each shot the spent 
shell must be ejected, their value on the 
street is limited.

n August 4, 16-year-old Joshua Newman, of 
Oitcicoan, was shot in the chest, allegedly by a 
lifelong friend, Scott C. Jones, with a .22-caliber 
rifle. As neighbors watched and emergency workers tried 
to save the youth, this story emerged: the two friends re- 
portedly found the rifle on MBTA commuter-line tracks. 
While alone in the living room of Jones’s Mattapan 
home that Wednesday morning, neighbors said, the two 
were playing with the gun when it accidentally went off. 
Newman was later pronounced dead at Boston City 
Hospital. After a preliminary investigation, police 
charged Jones with murder.

Rifles, like shotguns, have little value on the street 
because of their size and limited ability to fire multiple 
rounds. As with shotguns, the rifle barrels are often 
sawed off so the guns will be less conspicuous. The 
Winchester 69-A is a bolt-action rifle that requires the 
shooter to pause between rounds to set up a fresh car- 


tridge in the gun’s chamber. If the .22-caliber rifle is 
capable of holding a magnum shell, which carries a 
heavier load of powder, its stopping power is consider- 
ably enhanced. 

Relatively inexpensive and easy to obtain, rifles 
are often the first guns of urban youths in their ear- 
ly teens. Designed as hunting weapons, the rifles are 
often stolen from the homes of licensed owners and 
used for “plinking” — that is, shooting rats and 
cans in vacant lots or dumps. Law-enforcement of- 
ficials say human victims are usually shot by acci- 
dent or in the midst of domestic disputes. 

Moreover, the safeties on .22-caliber rifles are 
sometimes flawed, and dropping a .22 or bumping it 
the wrong way is often all that’s needed for an acci- 
dental discharge. 

Each year, hundreds of thousands of rifles are 
seized by the ATF. About 20 percent of all the guns 
retrieved by Gun Buyback are rifles. g

The politics of meaning and 


the rise of the 


religious left

ast April, Hillary Rod- 
ham Clinton flew from 
the bedside of her grave- 
ly ill father to Austin, 
Texas, where she deliv- 
ered the most astonishing speech of 
her career. “We lack at some core lev- 
el meaning in our individual lives and 
meaning collectively — that sense that 
our lives are part of some greater ef- 
fort, that we are connected to one an- 
other,” she declared. “What does it 
mean in today’s world to pursue not 
only vocations, to be part of institu- 
tions, but to be human?” 

Immediately the critics pounced. 
“What on earth [is she] talking 
about?” sneered the New Republic. 
“The meaning . . . is hard to discern 
under the gauzy and gushy wrappings 
of New Age jargon that blanket it,” 
intoned the New York Times Maga- 
zine’s Michael Kelly, in a profile 
headlined SAINT HILLARY. Three weeks 
later, the New Republic again: “If she 
wants to talk about . . . the spiritual 
emptiness she feels, congratulations 
to her for rare candor. But her yuppie 
awakening doesn’t mean everyone 
else is a moral failure.” 

What Clinton was getting at that 
April day was something called the 
“politics of meaning,” a political 
ethos that has long been bandied 
about by such leaders as Jimmy 
Carter and South African archbishop 
Desmond Tutu, but which has only 
crystallized into a buzz-phrase in the 
past five years. Michael Lerner, the 
psychologist-turned-editor who in- 
vented the term, expounds on it in 
nearly every issue of the liberal Jewish 
journal he founded, Tikkun. “The cri- 
sis in America is a crisis in meaning 
and values,” he wrote in a 1988 Los 
Angeles Times editorial. 

Lerner’s thesis: if liberal politics re- 
ally wants to be in the business of 
helping mankind, it needs to address 
the underlying moral, ethical, and 
spiritual deficits of contemporary life. 
Extending rights to new groups of 
disenfranchised and throwing social 
programs at the needy are important 
but ultimately facile steps toward so- 
cial reform. To stick, they need to be 
accompanied by attention to the is- 
sues that are closer to the experience 
of most Americans: the instability 
within families, the frustrations of the 
workplace, the doubts about the ulti- 
mate moral purpose of each life. 

= 





The politics of meaning insists on 
looking at politics in terms of the big 
moral picture. “Our economic crisis 
is at heart a profound failure to love 
our neighbor as ourself,” writes Jim 
Wallis, editor of the liberal religious 
monthly Sojourners, in the Christian 
Science Monitor. “Our lack of satisfy- 
ing relationships is the ethical conse- 
quence of regarding things as more 
important than people.” 

Outrageously touchy-feely? Pre- 
cisely the point. The movement has 
been tagged by a plethora of other 
names — try “prophetic minority” or 
“neo-compassionism” — but what it 
represents is the emergence of a vocal 
religious left. Clinton’s April speech 
will be remembered as extraordinary, 
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Kathryn Robinson is a columnist for

if only for its courage. For in it she 
revealed her own raw spirituality in 
the kind of embarrassingly earnest 
way we haven’t seen since Jimmy 
Carter lusted in his heart. 

Funny that the pundits lobbing 
darts from their armchairs met Clin- 
ton’s political statement of faith with 
such willful obtuseness; surely they, 
more than anyone, had seen this 
coming. For one thing, the politics of 
meaning has lightly coated much of 
the current administration’s rhetoric: 
when Al Gore revealed the spiritual

roots of his environmentalism in his 
book Earth in the Balance; when Bill 
Clinton asked Americans to become a 
part of something that transcended 
their own lives. Turns out Bill had 
also read the aforementioned 1988 
Lerner piece in the LA Times, re- 
sponding with a thank-you note say- 
ing that it had helped him “feel a little 
more convinced to say what I feel.” 
(Or, as was politically safer, to let his 
more forthright wife say it.) 

For another thing, as historian 
Garry Wills argued in his 1990 book 
Under God: Religion and American 
Politics, Americans have a long tradi- 
tion of responding to politics on reli- 
gious grounds. According to Wills, 
it’s no surprise that our last four 
presidents claimed to be “born again” 
(and that one as “religiously tone- 
deaf” as Michael Dukakis was politi- 
cally doomed), just as it’s no surprise 
that two Southern Baptists have now 
ascended into the White House. Spir- 
itual meaning means something to 
most Americans. To quote sociologist 
Peter L. Berger, “America has a pop- 
ulace as religious as India’s ruled by 
an elite as secular as Sweden’s.” 

As it happened, Bill Clinton’s call 
to “transcend your own lives” turned 
out to be code for “sacrifice,” which 
in turn was code for “cough up more 
taxes.” But the fact that Americans 
were still willing to get behind his vi- 
sion reveals how starved Americans 
have been for something, anything, to 
feed their need for belief. Whatever 
the reason for American spiritual list- 
lessness — disillusionment with the 
utopian ideals of the ’60s, disintegra- 
tion of our common communist ene- 
my — the politics of meaning will in- 
crease in importance as Baby Boom- 
ers age, prognosticate Neil Strauss 
and Bill Howe in their sociological 
treatise, Gen X. 

Sneerers notwithstanding, this may 
not be such a bad turn of events. A 
new religious left could strengthen 
the fabric of democracy. 

In a memorable essay in a 1989 is- 
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sue of the Atlantic, University of 
Massachusetts political-science pro- 
fessor Glenn Tinder cogently argued 
that democracy essentially derives 
from and depends on the Judeo- 
Christian tradition. Without a percep- 
tion of God to impart a sense of the 
worth of each individual, a democra- 
cy will stop working in the best inter- 
ests of all its citizens. Others have ex- 
panded the equation beyond Judeo- 
Christian bounds. Thinkers like Plato 
and Aleksandr Solzhenitsyn have ar- 
gued that the republic can only pros- 
per when its citizens are striving for 
something higher than themselves. 

According to the New York Times 
Magazine profile, these very themes 
— the recognition of individual 
worth, the importance of public re- 
sponsibility — are the underpinnings 
of Hillary Clinton’s politics of mean- 
ing. “Somebody says, “You know, I’m 
going to start thanking the woman 
who cleans the restroom in the build- 
ing that I work in. . . . I want to start 
seeing her as a human being,’ ” she 
hypothesizes. “And then maybe the 
next step is I say to myself: ‘How 
much are we paying this woman who 
works the 3 to 11 shift? And who’s 
taking care of her kids while she’s 
here working?’ ” 

A politics of meaning could supply 
a moral context to render politics 
more broadly relevant. Better still, a 
vocal religious left could offer the 
mightiest counterweight to the reli- 
gious right. The religious right, with 
its moral superiority (the religion 
part) and rigidity (the right part), can 
best be challenged not with secular 
contempt, but with 
an ethos equally will- 
ing to probe the 
deeper meanings of 
political acts. 

To those debates, 
the religious left 
would bring humility 
(the religion part) 
and tolerance (the 
left part). Its mouth- 
pieces would respect 
the questions and re- 
alize that they them- 
selves might not 
know all the answers. 
They would sound, 
in fact, remarkably 
like Hillary Clinton 
with her “gushy jargon.” 

* 





To be fair, it’s no wonder liberals 
get cynical when things get transcen- 
dental. The right has done violence to 
so many freedoms in the name of re- 
ligion that liberals often find them- 
selves with no choice but to denounce 
“the opiate of the masses” altogether. 
But it’s only with the moral view that 
the liberal agenda will pack the sub- 
stance it needs to stay relevant. It’s 
high time we stopped surrendering 
morality to the right. 

The liberal worry that the gushy 
jargon could solidify into something 
like government-mandated religion is 
not unfounded. (There are times 
when Michael Lerner sounds so bent 
on transcending self-interest, he’d 
like to trash the whole capitalistic sys- 
tem.) But I’m growing more than a 
little weary of the liberal mantra — 
that there can be no conimon moral 
code, since all values must be tolerat- 
ed — which appears more and more 
specious with each utterance. 

Even Thomas Jefferson, that inven- 
tor of democratic freedoms who him- 
self was bedeviled by his day’s reli- 
gious right, believed in a common 
moral sense ingrained in mankind. 
Today, we liberals have grown so in- 
timidated by the minefield of multi- 
culturalism that we cannot even artic- 
ulate the values that undergird our 
own ideals. Courage. Mercy. Hard 
work. Love. Of course there are 
moral absolutes — our white-knuckle 
grip on the value of tolerance alone 
should have taught us that. 

Touchy-feely? You bet. The bone- 
deep issues before us today require 
that we be touched; that we feel. The 
debates we’re having now necessarily 
occur on a spiritual plane. Abortion, 
euthanasia, genetic tampering — is it 
any wonder that Hillary Clinton, ab- 
sorbed in reflection over these con- 
temporary health-care issues and fresh 
from the deathbed of her father, would 
be obsessed with deeper meaning? We 
should worry if she weren’t. Q

An ode to the Times crossword puzzle

ute story: 

Some years ago, Don Rubin, creator 
of the Boston Phoenix Puzzle, had occa- 
sion to meet Eugene T. Maleska, the 
New York Times crossword-puzzle edi- 
tor, who passed away earlier this month at the age of 77. 

Don introduced himself. 

Eugene T. Maleska looked at him thoughtfully. “Don 
Rubin,” he said. “Hmmmm. That’s consonant-vowel-con- 
sonant; consonant-vowel-consonant-vowel-consonant.” 

Isn’t that great? 

I love that kind of thinking in a man. It’s so obsessive. 

I was greatly saddened by the death of Eugene T. I 
met him once, seven years ago, so I can hardly say I 
knew him. But in some small way, I have considered him 
one of my favorite, most reliable companions, the 
grown-up version of an invisible friend. Over the years, 
Eugene T. has soothed me. He has rescued me from 
boredom and anxiety and stress. He has fed my passion, 
you see — my abiding, nearly obsessive passion — for 
the crossword. 

Are you a crossword fan? Do you feel the way I do 
when you settle in to do one? All those tiny squares beg- 
ging to be filled. The promise of mental gymnastics, of 
engagement, of solitary accomplishment. I find few 
things more consistently satisfying than to pull open the 
puzzle page of the Times, draw out my pen (yes, I do the 
puzzle in ink, and this is one of the few things I actually 








brag about), and begin. It’s a simple pleasure. I do the 
puzzle every day at lunch, hunkered over my. desk with a 
tuna sandwich. If I can’t find a Times, I go berserk. | 
have stolen the paper from my boss so many times that 
he’s threatening to buy me my own subscription. It’s like 
a religion for me, or a drug. 

Does that sound bizarre? Eugene T. would not have 
thought so. 

I met Eugene T. in the summer of 1986, having 
conned my then-boss into believing that a profile of the 
New York Times crossword-puzzle editor would make an 
ideal feature for Boston Business magazine, where | 
worked. (“There’s a local angle,” I told her. “I swear: the 
man lives on Cape Cod.”) This, mind you, was true — 
Eugene T. lived in Wareham, so I conned away, and 
finally, on a sunny day in June, I found myself pulling 
into the driveway of Eugene T. Maleska, notebook in 
hand, heart pounding. 

To me, meeting Eugene T. was a little like getting an 
audience with the pope. I was wholly prepared to feel 
intimidated and shy. This, after all, was a man who actu- 
ally knew the meaning of words like “immunoelec- 
trophoresis” and “oubliette.” I assumed he’d be profes- 
sorial and intellectually larger-than-life, probably a tad 
pretentious. 

Actually, he was larger-than-life only in the physical 
sense: six-foot-five. Otherwise, he was a cream puff. No 
kidding. Big and gentle as a polar bear, nothing preten- 
tious about him. He was rumpled and sweet, wearing a 
baggy blue cardigan, pants belted a little too high at the 





waist, topsiders, and bifocals as thick as jelly glasses. His 
house was small and informa! and decorated modestly. 
He sat at the kitchen table and chain smoked Muriel Air 
Tips cigars; when we talked about: puzzles, he used 
words like “fun.” 

I thought he was great. 

* 

Eugene T., who was raised in Jersey City and became 
the Times crossword editor in 1977, after a 30-year career 
as an English teacher and public-school administrator in 
New York and New Jersey, told great puzzle stories. 

He talked about courting his first wife, Jean, during 
college by constructing original puzzles for her; the first 
one contained her name at 1-Across, with the definition 
“Most beautiful girl on campus.” 

He talked about his legions of puzzle fans: about the 
estimated one million pencil-bearing puzzlers who do 
the puzzle daily; about his ardent followers, who have 
included such luminaries as Greer Garson, Van Johnson, 
Eli Wallach, and Walter Matthau; about Frank Sinatra, 
who began corresponding with Maleska because of his 
love of puzzles and became one of his best friends. 

But mostly, Eugene T. talked about puzzle obsessive- 
ness. About the time he was recovering from hip surgery 
in 1981 and an intern woke him up at 6 a.m. because he 
needed the answer to 17-Down. About the hue and cry 
that would erupt each time a Times puzzle contained an 
error. To his credit, this didn’t occur very often — of the 
approximately 40,000 definitions he edited each year, he 
averaged only about seven mistakes per annum. But 
when it did happen, Eugene T. would hear about it. 
Angry letters. Phone calls at all hours 
of the night. Once, he was chewed out 
by the wife of “Lone Ranger” an- 
nouncer Fred Foy because he’d 
referred to the words in the “Lone 
Ranger” theme song as “Hi Ho Silver 
Away” instead of the correct “Hi Yo.” 
Tsk, tsk. 

All this intensity seemed to perplex 
Eugene T. I remember he shook his 
head and said, “They’re just puzzles. If 
you look at it, it’s not that big a deal.” 

« 

Ah, but it is. 

I could describe why Times puzzles 
are intellectually superior to other puz- 
zles (it has to do with the precision of 
the definitions). I could talk about the 
simple satisfaction that comes from 
finishing one, all those tiny squares 
filled in. I could talk about the cama- 
raderie that develops among puzzle 
aficionados, the way we call each other 
up on Sunday evenings after struggling 
all day with especially tough puzzles, 
the special vocabulary we develop (do 
you know what an anoa is? A ree? An 
Osage?). 

But instead, I will tell another story 

DAVID sipREss (but don’t tell my boss): 

A few months ago, having returned 
to work following the death of my mother, I spent an 
entire day crouched at a corner of my desk doing the 
New York Times Sunday puzzle. An entire day, 9:30 a.m 
until 6 p.m. that night. 

Of course, it’s not hard to spend a whole day on one 
of the Sunday puzzles, which are the biggest and most 
challenging of the week. But that really had nothing to 
do with it. In truth, I was acutely depressed about my 
mom, and the puzzle sat there before me, my sole source 
of solace and escape. An excuse to crouch in my corner. 
And something to occupy my mind while I hid there. 

For a certain sort of person — the sort who is prone 
to long hours of rumination, who has a difficult time 
getting out of his or her head, who finds the business of 
turning to actual human beings for solace and relief a 
difficult task — the crossword is a marvellous tool. It 
allows you to lose yourself, sometimes for hours at a 
time, while your mind drifts off from the troubles at 
hand and fixates instead on the definition of an obscure 
Persian weight or a two-toed sloth. It provides profound 
relief, the chance to struggle with a word problem, rather 
than a work problem, an emotional problem, a relation- 
ship problem. 

Do you see? 

I finished the puzzle that day (well, almost), grateful 
to have made it through another day. As I left the build- 
ing, | thought about Eugene T. I thought about the hours 
of solace he’d helped provide me, that day as on so many 
others. And as if praying to the Lord, I thought, “Thank 
you, Eugene T. Thank you.” Q

Cecil has been banging the gong about the pending 
crisis in decade names (of which your question is merely 
the latest reflection) for nigh on 20 years — so far, I’m 
obliged to say, without noticeable result.

The trouble started in the spring, 
when Bush Brothers decided-to expand 
its baked-bean empire — company

of dry heat, and for sufficient time to completely 
cook before sealing in containers and processing 
for sterilization. 


This regulation provided baked beans with what is 
known as a “standard of identity,” which the federal 
Food and Drug Administration, as well as the DPH, 
uses to establish requirements for certain foods. Al- 
though the FDA has never bothered to impose a 
standard of identity on baked beans, the state DPH 
adopted its regulation in 1965. 

When Bush’s invaded the Massachusetts market, 
Pet filed a complaint with the DPH, arguing that 
Bush’s baked beans weren’t baked — at least not in 
a fashion that complied with the DPH’s standards. 

“They’ve made several baseless allegations that we 
do not prepare our product properly,” says Bush 
Brothers’ Steve Harrison, “but our process is always 
done in compliance with regulations.” 

Bush’s Baked Beans, he explains, are first soaked 
in hot water for four to six hours, depending on how 
young the beans are. Next they’re blanched for eight 
to 15 minutes in water heated to 200 degrees 
Fahrenheit. Next, the beans are poured into the tin 
containers they’ll be sold in, where they’re sealed, 
and baked at temperatures as high as 800 degrees 
Fahrenheit, “for more than an hour,” says Harrison. 

Pet officials claimed that Bush’s technique bas- 
tardizes tradition. In July, the DPH convened a hear- 
ing to review the matter, and one of Pet’s attorneys, 
Mark Hostetler, offered some very frank talk about 
beans. “Ladies and gentlemen,” he said, “it is the 
baked bean — not the steamed, the stewed, the 
boiled, or the half-baked — that meets consumer ex- 
pectations in the state of Massachusetts.” 

Pet’s director of communications, Beatrice Miller, 
adds that there’s nothing inherently wrong with Bush 
Brothers’ cooking method — it’s just that calling the 
end result “baked beans” is needlessly deceptive. “It 
could be called ‘baked-style beans’ or ‘pork and 
beans,’ ” she says. “There are plenty of products on 
sale in New England that have those designations. 
But when you call it baked, it should be baked.” 

The label on any can of B&M Baked Beans assures 
consumers that the product inside has been “slow 
baked in good old-fashioned brick ovens . . . for 
hours.” Labels on both B&M and Friend’s insist that 
their beans are steeped in nothing but a 300-year-old 
tradition. 

But what exactly is that tradition? According to 
Lucille Recht Penner, author of The Colonial Cook- 
book (Hastings House, New York, 1976), the first 
American settlers “probably learned how to make 
baked beans by observing Indian cooks. The Indians 
dug a pit, lined it with stones, and built a fire in it. 
When the stones were thoroughly heated, the fire 
was extinguished and an earthenware pot of beans 
placed on the hot stones. Finally the pit would be 
covered with seaweed and leaves to hold in the heat, 
and the beans would be left to cook for several 
hours.” 

The baked bean became a fixture in early Colonial 
life. To keep cooking to a minimum on the Sabbath 
(the day of rest), the Puritans started their beans on 
either Friday night or Saturday morning and left 
them to cook all day over a very low heat. In fact, 
they were commonly referred to as “Saturday Night 
Beans” because Colonial cooks brought their 
prepped beans to community ovens that were set up 
in local taverns, retrieving them just before Satur- 
day-night supper. 

Tomatoes, prohibited by the DPH regulation, 
weren’t included in the original recipe. They 
weren’t even grown in the United States until after 
1800, and even then were thought to be poi- 
sonous, writes Lila Perl, author of Red-Flannel 
Hash and Shoo-Fly Pie (The World Publishing 
Company, Cleveland and New 
York, 1965). Two of 
the four varieties of 
baked beans Bush 
Brothers sells 
contain 
tomato paste — a 
clear violation of 

both the tradition 
and the DPH’s standard of identi- 


ty. However, Pet chose not to 
focus its challenge to = 
Bush’s recipe on those > 


grounds, probably because 
B&M makes a barbecue-style

Still, Pet insists that its baked beans are 
the only ones on the market in Massachusetts 
that truly comply with both tradition and the 
law. A $2 billion company that also manufac- 
turers specialty lines such as Old El Paso Mexi- 
can products and Progresso Italian foods, Pet ac- 
quired the Portland, Maine-based B&M in 
1982. Both B&M and Friend’s were originally 
based in Massachusetts, but B&M moved its op- 
eration to Portland in the 1920s, and subsequently 
bought out Friend’s. Both brands are still cooked 
and canned at One Bean Pot Circle, in Portland, us- 
ing what Beatrice Miller insists is the true baked- 
bean method. 

“Our beans aren’t cooked in a closed can,” she 
says, in contrast to Bush Brothers’ process. “We 
bake them in huge iron kettles in a brick oven.” Ob- 
viously, however, Pet is as concerned about eco- 
nomics as tradition. Old-fashioned oven baking 
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from start to finish is a more expensive process than 
simmering and then baking; therefore, the cost of 
Pet’s product is substantially higher than that of 
Bush Brothers’. As Pet attorney Hostetler pointed 
out in his testimony, B&M brands sell for 20 to 50 
percent more than competing brands, depending on 
the region. 

But Steve Harrison, of Bush Brothers, counters 
that tradition shouldn’t stand in the way of progress. 
“Our competitor’s process was established in 1921 
or ’22,” he said. “Ours was established in 1975. You 
can imagine that in 52 years there have been numer- 
ous changes in technology.” 


a 

Stuck in the middle of this bean feud was the De- 
partment of Public Health. The problem is, no one at 
the DPH knows why baked beans were assigned a 
standard of identity in the first place. “We don’t have 
any records that indicate why this was done,” says 
deputy general counsel Peter Harrington. 

And as far as any one at the DPH can tell, there’s 
no reason why baked beans should have a standard 
of identity: after all, relatively few foods do. Most 
standards of identity are established to safeguard 
against the use of unhealthful ingredients or to pre- 
vent fraud. For example, the standard for clams and 
products containing clams limits the ammonia-nitro- 
gen ratio allowable; the set of standards for jams and 
preserves mandates that the product contain a mini- 
mum amount of fruit. 

But there was nothing about the standard of iden- 
tity for baked beans that protected consumers from 
unsafe ingredients (that is, unless you happen to be 
allergic to tomatoes). It was clear that the standard 
was protecting a cooking process — essentially, one 
that favored a Northern-style preparation over one 
with its roots in Southern cooking. Ultimately, DPH 
officials decided they had no business regulating 
recipes. 

Boston chefs and restaurateurs agree that the 
DPH shouldn’t be in charge of deciding what can be 
called a baked bean. Stan Frankenthaler, former chef 
at the Blue Room, in Cambridge, who’s currently in 
lease negotiations to open a new restaurant, Sala- 
mander, is an advocate of the long, slow cooking 
process — but doesn’t “think the DPH should have 
legislation regarding how to make food. It’s a matter 
of taste, not health, and the customer will decide. If 
they don’t like it, they’ll move on.” 

Chef Paul Sussman, of Daddy O’s, in Cambridge, 
questions the wisdom of rigidly defining a recipe. 
Can pesto be made with cilantro?, he asks. Can 
carpaccio be made with fish? Must steak tartare be 
made with beef? 

Another bean expert, Phil Teverow, of the 
gourmet grocer Dean and Deluca, in New York 
City, concurs that the government should stay out 
of the kitchen. Teverow, who is writing a book on 
beans, says, “The term ‘baked bean’ describes the 
end result and not the technique. When you go to 
the supermarket and buy 
baked beans, you want 
something 
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baked bean that has a tomato-based 3" ‘3 Me, 
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that tastes like baked beans. You are not thinking 
about the cooking method.” 


* 

All sides would probably agree that regulation 105 
CMR 510.160 was protecting tradition. Ironically, 
there’s little that’s traditional about Beantowners’ 
current bean-eating habits. According to Harry Balz- 
er, vice-president of the NPD Group, a Chicago- 
based consumer-marketing research group, the typi- 
cal Boston-area household consumes a scant 1.7 
percent more baked beans than the average Ameri- 
can household. “You’re about as full of beans as the 
rest of the country,” quips Balzer. 

The regulation was also protecting Pet, Inc.’s 
near-exclusive use of the phrase “baked beans” on its 
labels (an informal survey of local grocers’ shelves 
turned up only one other brand, Stewart’s, that calls 
its beans “baked”). In the end, however, the DPH 
decided that Bush Brothers did, indeed, bake its 
beans, even though it didn’t use the traditional 
method. 

On Tuesday, the DPH’s director of environmental 
monitoring, Nancy Ridley, submitted a memoran- 
dum to public health commissioner David H. Mulli- 
gan and the state’s Public Health Council that ar- 
gued that the standard of identity for baked beans 
should be deleted. Mulligan and the council agreed 
and regulation 105 CMR 510.160 became a bizarre 
footnote in Massachusetts’ culinary history. 

“Bush Brothers did not initiate the repeal of the 
standard of identity,” said Steve Harrison — adding, 
to no one’s surprise, “but we do support the DPH’s 
decision.” Bush Brothers can continue to call its 
beans “baked.” Furthermore, it will be interesting to 
see if other bean manufacturers, such as Campbell 
and Pillsbury (which markets Green Giant products) 
will adopt the name “baked beans” for their legumes 
cooked with pork in a sweet sauce. 

The rea! winner in this battle at the bean counters, 
however, is the consumer. Framingham State Col- 
lege nutritionist Janet Schwartz, who testified in fa- 
vor of deleting the baked-bean standard at the 
DPH’s hearing in July, surveyed supermarkets 
throughout Massachusetts and found that Bush’s 
Baked Beans cost from 30 to 69 cents less per 16- 
ounce can than B&M Oven Baked Beans. The avail- 
ability of a cheaper variety of an already cheap food 
— that also happens to be a good source of protein 
and fiber — is welcome news, particularly for low- 
income families. 

But what about the true baked-bean devotees? 
Will hard-core Beantowners remain committed to 
the B&M and Friend’s beans they’ve munched for 
years? Or will they switch to the cheaper, less-tradi- 
tional legume from Tennessee? Steve Harrison says 
Bush’s is off to a great start in New England, but the 
baked-bean wars may have just begun heating up.

» Boston baked beans from The Colo- 
nial Cookbook (by Lucille Recht Penner, 
Hastings House, 1976) 


Ingredients 

2 cups dried pea beans or navy beans 
“% pound salt pork 

1 teaspoon dry mustard 

4% teaspoon salt 

% teaspoon black pepper 

4 cup molasses 


Instructions 

1) Wash the beans. Put them in a six- 
quart pot with a tightly fitting lid. Pour 
enough cold water over them so they 
are covered with two inches of water. 
Soak overnight. 

2) In the morning, preheat the oven 
to 250 degrees. On the stove, bring the 
pot of beans to a boil. Turn the heat to 
low. Simmer the beans, covered, until 
they are tender, about 30 minutes. 
While the beans are cooking, chop the 
salt pork. 

3) Drain the beans, saving the bean 
water. Mix the beans with the cubed 
pork. Put the pork and beans in a two- 
quart casserole dish with a tightly fitting 
lid. 

4) Mix the mustard, salt, black pep- 
per, molasses, and one cup of the bean 
water. Pour over the beans, add more 
bean water if necessary to cover the 
beans. 

5) Cover the casserole dish. Put it in 
the oven. Bake the beans for eight 
hours. Check occasionally to see if the 
water has boiled away. If it has, add 
more of the bean water. 

6) One hour before the beans are 
done, remove the cover and let the top 
brown. Serve with Boston brown bread. 

Serves four. 


» Jasper White’s Boston baked beans 
(from Jasper White’s Cooking from New 
England, Harper and Row, 1989) 


Ingredients 

1 pound navy beans, pea beans, or other 
small, dried white beans 

% pound salt pork 

1 medium onion, cut in 4-inch cubes 

4 cloves garlic, finely chopped 

1 cup tomato concasse 

1 teaspoon salt 

2 teaspoons freshly ground black pepper 

4 tablespoons Colman’s dry mustard 

4 cup maple sugar 

% cup molasses 

2 bay leaves 

3 tablespoons cider vinegar 


Instructions 

1) Place the beans in a pot or bowl 
and cover with cold water. Let stand 
overnight. The following morning, pick 
through the beans and discard off-color 
or broken ones. Drain the beans. 

2) Remove the rind from half of the 
salt pork and cut into 4-inch squares; 


cut the other half into %- to 1-inch-thick 
strips (four to five strips), leaving the 
rind attached. Set aside. 

3) Preheat the oven to 250 degrees. 
Line the bottom of an earthenware 
crock or bean pot with the squares of 
salt pork and the onion. Place the beans 
on top. 

4) Bring one quart of water to a boil 
on a saucepan and add the remaining 
ingredients, except the strips of salt 
pork. Simmer for one minute. Mix well 
and pour over the beans. 

5) Score the strips of salt pork cross- 
wise, about every inch, without cutting 
through it. This will prevent the strips 
form curling while cooking. Place the 
strips on top of the beans and liquid, 
cover the pot and place in the preheated 
oven. 

6) Bake for five hours, checking oc- 
casionally (first after two hours, then 
every hour) to be sure the liquid is just 
barely covering the beans. Add more 
water as needed. After five hours, re- 
move the cover of the bean pot, and 
cook for one hour more. Remove the 
strips of salt pork and stir the pot before 
serving. 

Serves six to eight as an entree. 


» Chris Schlesinger’s Grandma Wet- 
zer’s baked beans (from The Thrill of 
the Grill, Morrow, 1990) 


Ingredients 

% pound bacon, diced 

1 yellow onion, diced small 

1 gallon water 

4 cup molasses

Ho Jo’s with (no kidding) 


a Northern Italian twist

emember when the Royal 
Sonesta first turned over 
its dining room and 
catering operations to 
Davio’s, and no one knew 
how it would turn out? And it turned out 
that the hotel and the district both got a 
distinctive restaurant? Pranzare, at the 
Fenway Ho-Jo, is that kind of deal writ 
small. At times, such as when you realize 
that the herbs macerating in the cruet of 
olive oil on every table are dried basil and 
red pepper, Pranzare is like a satire of 
Davio’s. At other moments, such as your 
first taste of the superb grilled portabello- 
mushroom appetizer, Pranzare seems as 
good as any of the top North Italian 
restaurants — and notably cheaper. 

Pranzare in Italian means, “to eat,” but 
the hotel location means that this is also a 
bar-lounge, and the Fenway 
address gives the owners an 
appetite for game-day busi- 
ness as well. So far, the 
only commercial compro- 
mises are good ones: a chil- 
dren’s menu and some 
home-stand specials. 

The motel space does 
surprisingly well as a dining 





lems. We had to change ta- 
bles to avoid a high hum 
from an air-conditioner 
pump. The various fabrics 
and colors clash if you look 
closely. We endured a 
pounding rock soundtrack 
of deliberate non-distinc- 
tion. I knew that serious 
anti-thought had gone into 
a program in which I could 
recognize only one voice — 
Van Morrison — and then 
couldn’t recall the song. 

What will be a lot harder to fix is the 
wall art, masks, and castings of disembod- 
ied arms that seem embedded in or emerg- 
ing from the plaster. Oh, the arms hold 
plaster loaves of bread, and the decor must 
be intended to be jolly and Italian, but the 
suggestion, especially when mirrors or 
windows reflect the masks, is of ghosts 
and skeletons. Don’t miss Halloween din- 
ner here; but in Italian terms, all I can get 
is Pompeii and the Catacombs. 

Food starts with appropriately dense 
and salty focaccia, served with that funny 
olive oil. Actually, I like dried basil, and 
the oil is tasty enough once you get past 
the expectation of fresh basil, or fresh 
thyme, or the other fresh herbs used by 
“real” North Italian restaurants. 

Now that portabello mushroom ($5.95). 
It’s a brown agaric the size of a small steak, 
and cunningly marinated and cooked to 
have the initial tang of a charcoal-broiled 
steak. It’s sliced in the kitchen, and about 
as great a piece of vegetarian “meat” as 
I’ve ever tasted in any cuisine. There’s a 
nice pinkish sauce, maybe even a beurre 
blanc, but I think they should go all the 
way, and serve the mushroom with A-1 
sauce, as an entree with a baked potato. 

I was also impressed with the shrimp 
scampi ($5.95), as much for the wedges 
of grilled polenta and the tart garlic sauce 
as for the eight medium shrimp. The 
house salad, which comes with most en- 
trees, is also an upgrade on the average. It 
has a mix of lettuces, a balsamic dressing, 
and are those shredded leeks on top? Yes 
they are. Not quite tomatoes, though. The 
same tomatoes are the weak link in a buf- 
falo mozzarella appetizer ($4.75) featur- 
ing an excellent pesto and a smooth,

creamy grade of imported cheese. But the 
only pedestrian appetizer we tasted was 
the soup of the day ($2.50) on a chicken- 
noodle day. It tasted canned, and the noo- 
dles had the overcooked texture of 
canned-noodle-soup noodles. My children 
fought over it, so perhaps it belongs just 
on the children’s menu at half the price. 

Of course, one can also appetize or 
graze on pizzas, which is why they form 
such a large part of this menu, both as 
pizza and pizzetta. The pizza, judging by 
the simplest ($5.25, $6.25) has a thin 
crust and is typical enough, except for the 
shreds of fresh basil. Various mix-ins are 
offered, and you might do well with the 
pesto ones, at least until frost. 

For pizzettas, we again went with com- 
bination I ($7.95), and where else would 
Roman numerals make more sense than 
at an Italian restaurant? Despite the 
name, a pizzetta is a size larger than a 
small pizza. But it’s grilled, or at least the 
same thin crust is branded 
with grill marks. I don’t get 
much taste of the fire from 
this, except in the most 
charred parts. I think the 
problem is that you need 
some oil to catch the smoky 
taste in a grilled pizza. The 
toppings on our pizzettas 
were the basics plus. The 
plusses being fresh salad 
tomatoes, sun-dried toma- 
toes, and goat cheese. Not 
the tastiest types of any of 
the three, but we'll fall into 
the local atmosphere and 
call it a promising, rookie- 
gourmet pizza. 

The most amazing thing 
about entrees here is that 
Pranzare is risking divine 
retribution by serving fla- 
vorful grating cheese out- 
side the North-End. I don’t 
know how it works, but this 
had always been an unwritten law: if the 
waiter comes around offering grated 
cheese, west of the Expressway, just say 
no. The second most amazing thing is the 
garnish of buttery orzo (rice-shaped pas- 
ta) and sautéed vegetables. 

Other than that, our grilled chicken 
breast ($8.95) was both overcooked and 
underflavored at the grill despite more of 
those pretty grill marks. And it came with 
underdone broccoli. But great orzo. 

My rigatoni bolognese ($8.95) was or- 
dinary pasta, but a very fine sauce of 
minced veal, mushrooms, onion, a hint of 
sage, tomato, and a dollop of uncooked 
wine. We were among the first diners that 
evening, so the wine had surely cooked 
out of later servings of what was other- 
wise an excellent and authentic ragu. 

Pranzare has eight wines by the glass, 
which ought to be enough, but one of 
them is Chardonnay “libaio” from Ruffi- 
no, which tastes like press wine and is 
wildly overpriced at $4 for a small pour. 

Desserts, however, are remarkable. A 
bacio ($4.25) is chocolate-hazelnut ice 
cream encased in a perfect buttercream 
eggshell the size of a baseball and served 
up on strawberry sauce. It has even more 
appeal than the Perugina Baci hazelnut- 
chocolate candies it imitates. And they 
make a fine chocolate-espresso mousse 
($3.75), even finer when one blends in the 
accompanying whipped cream. And ser- 
viceable cannoli ($2.50). Well, what is the 
singular of cannoli, anyway? 

Howard Johnson’s restaurants are 
gone, and the hotels are taking on some 
unusual partners. What would Mr. John- 
son think if he wandered into Pranzare 
and found carpaccio on the menu? Q

heartiest of appetites will find the portions ample. The menu also in- 
cludes hot or cold subs, brick-oven pizza, and various Italian and Ameri- 
can entrees. To embrace the complete Gerlando’s experience, share a 
pitcher of cold beer with friends and join the karaoke fest each Thursday 
night. 

Gerlando’s Bar & Grill, located at 116 Brighton Avenue, in All- 


ston, is open daily from 10 a.m. to 2 a.m. Call 782-3252.

Mythic restoration 


NEW YORK — It’s not the first film that comes to 
mind when you think of what’s in urgent need for 
restoration. The 1961 Anthony Mann film El Cid is an 
exquisitely produced, hammily acted epic about the 
12th-century Spanish hero who united Christians and 
Muslims against a fanatic Moorish invasion. At three 
hours plus, it’s a rambling history lesson, with dated di- 
alogue and romantic clinches between Charlton Heston 
and Sophia Loren that bring giggles to contemporary 
audiences. So what compelled that hippest of filmmak- 
ers, Martin Scorsese, to take this old warhorse out of 
mothballs? 

“This genre is the most maligned in the history of 
movies,” Scorsese explains, “and yet, it was one of the 
first genres to appear. I admired the big epic films like 


this, it’s really a pilgrimage. But though I’ve been pre- 
disposed to these epics, when I go about making my 
own movies, they’re all close-ups.” 

The restoration’s more likely champion is Heston, 
who sees the film’s ideas as important for today’s audi- 
ences. “Politically, the theme of reconciliation between 
Christian and Muslim is far more relevant today than in 
1961. The constantly reiterated point of the film is that 
these people have to learn to come together. I think 
that’s a very modern issue.” 

Scorsese, whose films are noted for their messianic 
imagery, was taken by the film’s themes of sacrifice and 
redemption. “From the first images of El Cid, with the 
hero placing the cross on his shoulder, the film works 
on the subtext of the ordinary man becoming a hero 
and then becoming a myth.” 

Still, isn’t he concerned that when today’s filmgoers 

























see the classic scene of a dead rider mounted on a 
horse leading an army to victory, they'll be reminded 
more of Weekend at Bernie’s II than anything mythic? 

“I think it’s a pure image. When the body was on the 
horse, I was shocked. It works because what they did 
was create a myth, and it has to look like a myth. Today’s 
audiences may think it’s naive, but it’s still moving.” 

El Cid opens this Friday, August 27, at the Charles.

Faceless wonder 


Mel Gibson: Handsome is as handsome does 


nently bankable good looks. In The Man 
Without a Face, Gibson plays Justin 
McLeod, a man hideously disfigured by 
fire who tutors a troubled adolescent boy; 
since the hunky star is so hard to look at, 
we can recognize once again that he’s a 
terrific actor — a skilled technician with a 
brooding core of dark energy and a bright 
surface of impeccable comic timing. 

Remarkably, these are qualities that 
translate well into his directorial style; in a 
story that’s fraught with the dangers of 
sentimentality and simplemindedness, 
Gibson has escaped with integrity and 
genuine humanity. Restrained, passionate, 
meticulously detailed and wryly comic, 
The Man Without a Face is one of the 
most auspicious directorial debuts in a 
long time and one of the most distin- 
guished films of the summer.

Gibson’s skills as a director extend to 
the crucial task of casting; without the un- 
nervingly authentic performance of Nick 
Stahl as Gibson’s ward Chuck Norstadt, 
the film would fall flat on its face. Chuck 
is a moody wisp of a 12-year-old on sum- 
mer vacation in Cranesport, Maine, in 
1968. He’s also that all too familiar Holly- 
wood movie kid, the victim of a single 
mother. 

Indeed, he’s surrounded by arrogant, 
talented, harping females. His mother 
(Margaret Whitton) is a boozy liberal 
working on husband number five, a beard- 
ed Yale professor played hilariously by 
Richard Masur, whom Chuck nicknames 
the “Hairball.” His older half-sister (Fay 
Masterson) is a sarcastic beauty whose 
scholarly and social prodigiousness are a 
constant rebuff to Chuck. And his younger 





sister (Gaby Hoffmann) is a precocious 
10-year-old whose haughty disdain for 
Chuck alternates with wheedling demands 
for his attention. 

Chuck’s response to this high concen- 
tration of estrogen is to retreat into a 
doltish stupor or to muse about his late fa- 
ther, a Navy pilot whose death is a mys- 
tery. He hopes to enter a military school, 
but he’s flunked the entrance exam once 
already. So his efforts to study drift off 
into idle expeditions with the bratty local 
kids. 

One such adventure takes him to the 
isolated home of Justin McLeod, a Bates 
Motel—-like heap on an island where the 
recluse lives with his horse, his dog, and 
his paintings, a mysterious Boo Radley fig- 
ure to the local populace affectionately 
known as “Hamburger Head.” Chased off 
by the approach of McLeod and his dog, 
the pranksters flee, leaving Chuck’s books 
behind. He returns later to retrieve them; 
finding them gone, he sinks into silent 
catatonia in the rain. That’s the state 
McLeod finds Chuck in later that night 
when he comes upon him like one of the 
four horsemen of the Apocalypse and, 
grudgingly, takes him home. 

As Chuck learns, McLeod once was a 
brilliant teacher whose career ended after 
an auto accident in which one of his stu- 
dents was killed. Seeing a chance to pass 
his exam, and also drawn by the mystery 
and virile strength behind his mentor’s 
scars, Chuck begs McLeod to tutor him. 
After much resistance, McLeod agrees. 

The resultant exchange is a halting, 
awkward male-bonding ritual of suspicion 
and candor, hostility and compassion that 
makes similar relationships in the likes of 
Searching for Bobby Fischer look trite and 
treacly. McLeod taps into his long sup- 
pressed need to teach, and though his idea 
of.a great poem might be John Gillespie 
Magee Jr.’s “High Flight,” his enthusiasm 
wins over the viewer as well as his student. 

As Chuck, Nick Stahl captures the 
snideness, melancholy, and idealism of 
adolescence — after Leonardo DiCaprio 
in This Boy’s Life, he’s the best of this 
year’s slew of kid actors. As directed by 
Gibson, his scenes with his peers and sib- 
lings are fresh and irreverent and without 
condescension. And his scenes with Gib- 
son are the same; as the two break down 
their mutual antipathy, their tutorial rela- 
tionship grows richer and closer. 

Too close for the comfort of Chuck’s 
mother and the good people of Cranes- 
port. Ghosts from both Chuck’s past and 
McLeod’s are exhumed, and the movie’s 
brief idyll into optimism curdles into an 
unexpected and admirable moral ambigui- 
ty. This is a film with a lot more to it than 
meets the eye; the seeming sexism of 
Chuck’s hag-ridden family situation takes 
a 180-degree turn with a shocking revela- 
tion halfway through the movie, and the 
common Hollywood panacea of male- 
bonding looks pretty shaky by the end. As 
he enters the ranks of serious filmmakers, 
Mel Gibson can no longer be seen as just 
another pretty face. Q 











A scar is born 


Mel puts his best face on 


AR HARBOR — After 18 years in films, Mel 
BS: thought he had found the perfect pro- 

ject for his directorial debut. The Man Without 
a Face seemed dramatic, comic, poignant, and, at the 
time, original. But the story of a badly damaged adult 
— a man hideously scarred by fire, played by Gibson 
himself — who finds new life helping a kid and letting 
the kid help him isn’t exactly a breath of fresh air in a 
year offering Free Willy, Sleepless in Seattle, Searching 
for Bobby Fischer, The Secret Garden, and many more. 
Why is 1993 turning out to be the year of the kid, and 
did Gibson fear that his new movie might be dismissed 
as just another new kid on the block? 

“I have no idea,” the new director says. “Is it the col- 
lective unconscious? Is it industrial espionage? I don’t 
know. Things come to fill a gap, and there wasn’t 
thing like that for a long time. I read this script three 
years ago, and I decided right then, I’m going to make 
this, and then you get the chess champion and other 
kids’ movies. But I didn’t see this as a kid movie. It’s a 
person movie, the person just happens to be a kid.” 

Still, if people insist on referring to The Man Without 
a Face as a kid movie, Gibson feels he’s got the best kid 
around. Playing Chuck Norstadt, the 12-year-old from 
an unhappy home whom Gibson tutors for a school en- 


me. 





trance exam, is newcomer Nick Stahl. 

“He’s someone of rare talent, I think,” Gibson points 
out. “Not just a kid actor — though he is that — but 
just a good actor. You believe him and you like him. 
He’s a very affable guy. He’s the one that has to carry 
the picture on his little shoulders. He’s got to take the 
audience by the hand and lead them through this story, 
which is potentially pretty dull if you don’t get a few 
things right.” 

Working with Stahl not only brought out a lot of Gib- 
son’s paternal feelings — he’s the father of six children 
— but recalled to mind his own adolescence. “Adoles- 
cence is a killer, isn’t it? We all think we’re the only one. 
It’s awful — it’s egotistical, it’s self-pitying, and it takes 
a long time.” 

That’s certainly been the case for Gibson, who as one 
of cinema’s hunkiest stars has endured the self-con- 
sciousness and narcissism endemic to adolescence pro- 
longed by celebrity. As a man with an all too recogniz- 
able face, he found that the role of Justin McLeod oddly 
paralleled his own life. Both he and the character he 
plays are hounded by notoriety and gossip because of 
their looks. 

“I certainly know what it’s like to walk down the 
street and have people do double takes and stare like I 


have an extra head, or like I do have a disfigurement or 
something. So I know what it’s like to want to leave that 
atmosphere and shut it all out, and I have done it, for a 
couple days in a row.” 

Gibson also felt drawn to the role of McLeod — a 
disgraced teacher who returns to his old vocation in or- 
der to tutor the troubled Norstadt — because he himself 
had been helped by teachers when he was growing up. 

“There were three or four teachers in my school life 
who could really light the fire under me. I think there’s 
an aspect in us all that makes us need to teach young 
people, because we’re going to kick the bucket and 
there’s another generation to hand it down to. I find 
myself doing it now.” 

Gibson certainly found himself taking on the teaching 
role during the making of the film. As he coached Stahl, 
the two found their on-screen and off-screen relation- 
ships paralleling one another. 

“They did so perfectly. I was taking a lot of care to 
make him do a good job, and there was a lot of talking 
going on. I think the poster for this film is interesting, 
because the image is not from the movie. It was taken in 
between takes — they had to brush out the headphones 
and stuff. He’s reading a poem and I’m in the middle of 
directing him. So that’s a real thing.” 

Has his helping hand to Stahl extended beyond the 
making of the movie? 

“I always want to keep in touch with him. I gave him 
the phone number and said i you ever need anything 
just call me, because I know that this can be a bit 
much for a young fella. I mean, God, I was in my 20s 
and it was a bit much. He’s not going tc 
tricks I did because he’s too young weli, 
knows? It can certainly get to your head a little bit if 
you’re not careful.”

How Tinseltown’s Dream Factory 
feeds off its own nightmares

s long as there is a Holly- 
wood, America will always 
have a scapegoat for its 
moral quandaries. Since its 
inception, the Dream Fac- 
tory has indulged our illicit desires and 
served as a whipping boy for them. It pro- 
vides a fantasy world for the masses and a 
red herring by means of which the oppor- 
tunistic can further their ambitions or con- 
ceal their guilt. And of course the media are 
always more than willing to accommodate. 

Heidi Fleiss and her little black book 
represent the recurrence of a 70-year-old 
pattern: anyone with an agenda need look 
no further than the entertainment industry 
for immoral support. It doesn’t always 
work — Dan Quayle’s denunciation of the 
cultural elite and his call for family values 
didn’t save the Bush campaign, though it 
did fill this summer’s screens with count- 
less kid movies. 

But the LAPD vice squad scored a ma- 
jor coup by unearthing a scandal implicat- 
ing untold celebrities and at least one 
Japanese-owned corporation — Columbia 
Pictures. What better way to draw atten- 
tion from a racially and economically be- 
leaguered city still smoking from the riots 
of two years ago than with sordid tales of 
the rich and famous? 

The same tactic worked back in the ear- 
ly ’20s when Warren G. Harding’s post- 
master-general, Will H. Hays, capitalized 
on a series of scandals to take charge of 
the censorship office that would bear his 
name. In a society racked by mobsters get- 
ting rich off Prohibition and politicians 
making hay from one of the most corrupt 
administrations in history, these gaudy, 
sordid tragedies proved a welcome diver- 
sion. They certainly did for Hays, who 
would elude implication in the Teapot 
Dome scandal and slide into a $100,000- 
a-year job as moral “tsar” for the movies. 

The first shocker was the 1920 suicide 
of Olive Thomas, a rising star for Selznick 
Pictures and the wife of Jack Pickford, 
Mary’s brother. As Kenneth Anger re- 
counts in Hollywood Babylon, what 
seemed at first an isolated tragedy became 
something more when another black book 
was discovered — that of a drug dealer. 
Jack Pickford’s was among the names list- 
ed. Thomas had apparently sought to sup- 
ply her husband’s heroin habit and, failing 
that, had killed herself in despair. 

A year later the death of another actress 
rocked Hollywood. Virginia Rappe, bit 
player and party girl, died of internal in- 
juries following an all-night bash in 
Roscoe “Fatty” Arbuckle’s San Francisco 
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hotel suite. The popular 370-pound come- 
dian was charged with manslaughter — 
rumors spread that he had raped the wom- 
an with a champagne bottle. Arbuckle was 


acquitted, but the nervous studios would 
have nothing more to do with him. Even 
adapting the pseudonym “Will B. Goode” 
didn’t help; his career was over. 

So was that of Paramount director 
William Desmond Taylor in 1922, after he 
was found dead in his bedroom with two 
bullets in his heart. The murderer was nev- 
er identified, though suspects included ac- 
tresses Mabel Normand and Mary Miles 
Minter and Minter’s mother, Charlotte Sel- 
by — all of whom Taylor was having af- 
fairs with. Paramount flacks rushed to 
Taylor’s apartment to clear it of incriminat- 
ing evidence; yet they failed to remove 
books on Satanism and an extensive collec- 
tion of women’s underwear. True to form, 
the public was delighted and outraged. 

To meet the crisis, the studios founded 
a watchdog organization with Hays as 
head. He established a morals code for all 
studio-contracted players, enforcing it 
with a policy of espionage and a “Doom 
List” for violators. 

Hays’s provisos had no effect on the 
films themselves, however — sex still sold, 
and audiences flocked to see Joan Craw- 
ford dropping her skirt in Our Dancing 
Daughters (1928), or the fin de siécle 
fetishism of Erich von Stroheim’s The 
Merry Widow (1925). Neither was his 
control over the stars’ private lives airtight 
— the tabloids were treated to a series of 
drug overdoses in the ’20s, including that 
of popular matinee idol Wallace Reid. 

Unplacated by Hays, the forces of moral 
righteousness and political opportunism 
rose again, this time championed by the 
Catholic Legion of Decency and publishing 
magnate William Randolph Hearst. Their 
ultimate triumph would be the establish- 
ment of the draconian Production Code in 
1934, but in the meantime Hearst himself 
had a close call with scandal in 1924. 
Something killed director William Ince on 
Hearst’s yacht the Oneida. Hearst’s story 
was that it was indigestion; suppressed 
eyewitness accounts suggested that it was a 
bullet from Hearst’s .38. Apparently, 
Hearst’s target was Charles Chaplin, who 
had been making moves on his paramour, 
Marion Davies. Needless to say, Hearst’s 
story is the one that got printed. 

Hearst wasn’t the only one taking pot- 
shots at Chaplin. The same year that Ince 
got blotted out, Chaplin was in the midst 
of a highly publicized divorce from Lita 
Grey. The Woody Allen of his day, the Lit- 
tle Tramp had an eye for little girls. Grey 
had piqued his interest as a precocious 
seven-year-old. Her golddigging mother, 
Nana McMurray, was quick to take note, 
and after a decade of careful pandering, 
her daughter had a studio contract and 
Chaplin’s baby. 

Forced to marry, Chaplin was heard to 
say that it was better than the penitentiary, 
but it wouldn’t last. It didn’t. Lita stated 
her case in a tell-all pamphlet that was an 
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DOUBLE JEOPARDY: first Roman Polanski’s wife, Sharon Tate, 
was murdered; then he was charged with raping a 13-year-old girl. 


instant bestseller; few had sympathy for 
Chaplin, what with his taste for fellatio and 
his disrespect for sacred institutions. Least 
of all Hearst, who must have been pleased 
to see his rival’s headlined woes erasing all 
rumors of his own scandal. 

Fifteen years later, Chaplin’s sexual — 
and political — indiscretions earned him 
headlines again. Joan Barry, a former 
Chaplin protégée, claimed her mentor to 
be the father of her child. Although blood 
tests proved her wrong, Chaplin was or- 
dered to pay child support anyway, largely 
thanks to the vicious screeds penned by 
columnist Louella Parsons. 

Parsons’s beef was Chaplin’s lack of pa- 
triotism. A defense of Chaplin in the Sovi- 
et press — a retrospective of his films was 
then playing in Moscow — didn’t warm 
her to his cause. Most likely she also felt 
she still owed a debt to Hearst. She had 
been on the Oneida when Ince had been 
shot, after which she received a lifetime 
contract with the newspaper chain, pre- 
sumably to buy her silence. 

Flush with box-office earnings in the 
’40s and early ’50s, the studios could pro- 
tect those whom they chose from the rav- 
ages of scandal. In 1942, Los Angeles 
politicos tried to shake down Warner Bros. 
by framing its star Erroll Flynn with a 
statutory rape charge. The studio un- 
leashed its legal and media might and got 
him acquitted. 

Not so lucky were those who did not 
play the game, such as Frances Farmer. 
She was a pain to the studios because of 
her independence and instability, and they 
let her twist in the wind when she was ar- 
rested in 1943 for a traffic violation, a mis- 
demeanor that exploded into a complete 
breakdown for Farmer, who would end up 
drugged, raped, and lobotomized in a 
mental institution. When Ingrid Bergman 
bore the son of the politically pink and very

married Roberto Rossellini in 1950, the 
studios, press, and public condemned her, 
and she moved to Europe. On the other 
hand, when the LAPD busted Billy Ben- 
nett, a Heidi Fleiss-like madam with a 
clientele that included a number of Oscar 
winners, a few phone calls from the studios 
ensured their stars’ safety and anonymity. 
As the Chaplin paternity case demon- 
strated, politics, not sex or drugs, would 
be the scandale célébre of the ’40s and 
early 50s. In 1947, the House Un-Ameri- 
can Activities Committee summoned the 
“Hollywood Ten” — directors, screen- 
writers, and actors suspected of left-wing 
leanings — to testify about “the extent of 
Communist infiltration in the Hollywood 
motion-picture industry.” Hundreds more 
would be implicated. The studios collabo- 
rated with enthusiasm, blacklisting Holly- 
wood’s most creative talent and ending 
their careers — in some cases, their lives. 
The Faustian bargain with the powers 
that be backfired. The sacrifice of its best 
and brightest didn’t spare Hollywood the 
onset of television and the breakdown of the 
studio system. By the late 50s and ’60s, 
even the scandals reflected the moribund 
state of the industry — tales of victimized 
starlets, doomed embodiments of glamor 
days gone by. Lana Turner, testifying in 
1957 at the trial of her daughter Cheryl, 
who had stabbed to death her mother’s 
abusive boyfriend Johnny Stompanato. 
Marilyn Monroe, dead of an overdose in 
1962, her corpse to be worried over by gen- 


erations of cultists and conspiracy theorists. | 

















And Sharon Tate, wife of maverick director | 
Roman Polanski, butchered in 1969 to ful- | 


fill the family values of Charles Manson. 
One of the leading directors of the New 
Hollywood, Polanski’s misfortunes would 


not end with the murder of his young wife. | 


His taste for young girls, like Chaplin be- 
fore and Woody Allen afterward, would 
make him one of the first casualties of the 
generation of young filmmakers that 
would transform the ’70s into an Ameri- 
can film renaissance. In 1977, he was ar- 
rested for drugging and raping a 13-year- 
old girl. He jumped bail, fleeing to perma- 
nent exile in Europe. 

For other filmmakers and performers, 
cocaine and big budgets were the ’70s and

Luchino Visconti’s The Leopard 


remains in a class by itself

reat films often announce 
themselves in their first 
few minutes, and that’s 
certainly true of Luchino 
Visconii’s The Leopard. 
It opens without pretension: Palermo in 
May of 1860, the year of Garibaldi. We’re 
in the palazzo of Fabrizio, prince of Sali- 
na, the family dutifully reciting the rosary 
as a bit of breeze ruffles the curtains and 
dispels the heat. Outside, there’s a mount- 
ing commotion, shouts and servants run- 
ning everywhere; the family members look 
at one another anxiously, but the priest 
goes on until, at last, Don Fabrizio stands 
up and closes the book. Even the aristoc- 
racy can ignore only so much of what’s 
happening in the real world. 

The Leopard is celebrating its 30th 
birthday with a special showing at the 
Brattle Theatre next Thursday. But suc- 
cess hasn’t come easily to Visconti’s mas- 
terpiece. The poignant novel on which it’s 
based, by Sicilian nobleman Giuseppe 
Tomasi di Lampedusa, couldn’t find a 
publisher until 1958, two years after his 
death, and then in an edition of a mere 
3000 copies; it went on to be a bestseller 
here as well as in Italy. Visconti got Twen- 
tieth Century Fox to back the film on con- 
dition he use a big-name American actor

Toward the end of the documentary Passin’ 
It On, a young man says, “I don’t want to 
be a Clarence Thomas; I don’t want to be a 
Michael Jordan or a Michael Jackson. I 
want to be a Dhoruba Bin Wahad.” It’s a 
noble, hopeful sentiment; it’s also some- 
what of a death wish, to judge from the fate 
of the two other anti-establishment black 
leaders profiled in films at the MFA, Mal- 
colm X and Peter Tosh. 

Wahad is the focus of the 50-minute 
Passin’ It On. A Black Panther, he was 


| jailed in 1971 after being convicted in New 


York City for the murder of a policeman. 
Nineteen years later, he was released when 


| the conviction was overturned; the film 


makes a convincing case that it was the 


| FBI’s ColntelPro anti-Panther program 


that locked him up. After scrutinizing Wa- 
had’s history, the film excerpts many of his 
recent speeches about the suppression of 
African-Americans and the need for unity 
to break up the systematic scam of which 
his case is a microcosm. With Wahad alive 
and well and “passin’ it on,” this is a stir- 
ring, energizing document. 

Showing with Passin’ It On is the bleaker

| interviews — with, among others, Wilfred 


(who turned out to be Burt Lancaster, as 
the prince). According to one report, Fox 
executives didn’t even understand the 
movie was being made in Italian; in any 
case, they cut the 205-minute original by 
40 minutes. In 1983, a new print was 
made and 20 minutes were restored. The 
result wouldn’t look out of place on any- 
one’s all-time list of 10 greatest films. 

It’s a mark of Visconti’s genius that he 
reaches this pinnacle by . . . not doing very 
much. He barely explains the politics of the 
Risorgimento; his non-partisan approach to 
the fighting between Garibaldi’s redshirts 
and Francis II’s soldiers, the horrifying arbi- 
trariness of who lives or dies, suggests that 
this film is beyond politics. Don Fabrizio 
understands that it’s not the royalists who 
will emerge victorious, or the revolutionar- 
ies, but the rising bourgeoisie. “Everything 
has to change,” he tells the family priest, “if 
we want everything to remain as it is.” 

And so, though his daughter Concetta 
(Lucilla Morlacchi) is in love with his 
nephew Tancredi (Alain Delon), he ar- 
ranges for Tancredi, who’s ambitious for a 
career in the new government of Victor 
Emmanuel II, to marry Angelica (Claudia 
Cardinale), the beautiful and only daugh- 
ter of a wealthy, social-climbing local may- 
or. “We were the Leopards, the Lions,” 
the prince muses. (The Salina crest is a 
leopard; the Leopard of the title is obvi- 
ously Don Fabrizio himself.) “Those who 
replace us will be the jackals, the hyenas.” 
These words are prophetic; Italy in 1993 
could use a few Leopards to save her from 
the jackals that have brought her to her 
present sorry state. 

Yet Visconti, like Tomasi di Lampedusa, 
knows that change was inevitable. Don 
Fabrizio’s sons are polite but without drive; 
the pious, tight-lipped Concetta takes after 
her mother, who crosses herself when her 
husband kisses her and, after seven chil-

dren, still hasn’t let him see her navel. The 
film turns on the moment of Angelica’s 
first appearance, at a Salina dinner party to 
which her father has been invited. Concetta 
and Tancredi are talking pleasantly when, 
in an instant, Concetta’s face freezes in 
dismay and Tancredi’s lights up in delight. 
Only then does Visconti show us Angelica 
entering the room, sharing the screen with 
an enormous arrangement of flowers. It’s 
not just money that Concetta lacks (the 
Salina fortune will have to be divided 
among all his children). It’s bloom. 

Of course, the future is bound to look 
good when it’s acted so superbly. Playing a 
character not very different from his stock- 
broker in Michelangelo Antonioni’s 1962 
L’eclisse, Alain Delon is so goodhearted 
and enthusiastic that it’s easy to overlook 
his easy switches of allegiance, from red- 
shirt to regular army, or from Concetta to 
Angelica. Cardinale is as radiant here as in 
Fellini’s 8-1/2 (also 1963), an earth god- 
dess who can laugh at a tasteless joke one 


moment and mazurka magnificently the 
next. (The sublime 45-minute ball scene 
that closes the film suggests Gone with the 
Wind directed by John Ford.) 

As for Lancaster, his lines are dubbed by 
an Italian actor, so he has to do everything 
with his body — and he’s sensational, bal- 
ancing the prince’s weary desire for sleep 
with the directness and energy of his roles 
in From Here to Eternity and Gunfight at 
the O.K. Corral. He’s always played a man 
of action; here, in his greatest part, he’s a 
man of thought, a man of principle, the em- 
bodiment of Hemingway’s definition of 
courage. And, like Mies van der Rohe, an 
artist who believes that God is in the details. 

It’s those details — Visconti’s, Tomasi 
di Lampedusa’s, everyone’s — that make 
this the shortest 185-minute movie you'll 
ever see. Some great films, like Persona or 
Red Desert, make disorienting demands on 
you. The Leopard, on the other hand, is a 
great film in the mode of Casablanca or 
Rio Bravo. It’s a pleasure to watch. Q 





Little (Malcolm’s brother), Betty Shabazz 
(his wife), Spike Lee, and Malcolm 
“Shorty” Jarvis (whom Lee played in Mal- 
colm X) — and combines them with virtu- 
ally still frames of actors staging symbolic 
art-installation-like pictures from Mal- 
colm’s life. There’s also a lot of live footage 
of Malcolm himself. One emphasis is on his 
assassination, and the sense that, back from 
his enlightening journey to Mecca, he was 
on the brink of helping the civil-rights 
movement take its greatest strides. Scholar 
Patricia Williams makes the depressing 
case that Malcolm remains a strong force 
because life for blacks in America is even 
tougher now than it was in his time, and 
because people need a messiah. 

One of the messages of Stepping Razor 
— Red X, a feature-length bio of reggae 
hero Peter Tosh, is that to some extent 
Tosh set himself up as a messiah. But it’s 
hard to tell whether he was successful be- 
cause the film does a poor job of conveying 
his popularity or any influence he might 
have had. What’s more, it offers nothing 
but positive viewpoints on Tosh, and folks 
unfamiliar with Jamaican accents (like me) 
will have trouble understanding some of the 
interviews. 

But it’s easy to understand Tosh, espe- 
cially during concert footage as he articu- 
lates on marijuana, imperialism, apartheid, 
and, during a Saturday Night Live appear- 
ance with Mick Jagger, love. The film’s rai- 
son d’étre is its collection of excerpts from 
the “Red X” tapes, autobiographical audio- 
cassettes that Tosh recorded secretly over 
the last few years of his life. 

Overall, it’s a sad story. Tosh’s people 
are shown to have achieved little in the way 
of civil rights during his time. And, among 
other similarities with Malcolm X, he was 


gunned down in bloodthirsty fashion well 
before his time.

SURF NINJAS 
When it comes to over-the-top slapstick 
parodies like Surf Ninjas, there are some 
basic rules of thumb. The first is that there 
is no “thin line” between stupid and clever 
— the film should be relentlessly stupid. 
The second is that the narrative is never 
more important than the gags. In fact, the 
plot should be dictated by the gags, even if 
that creates massive inconsistencies. 
Director Neal Israel ignores both pre- 
cepts in Surf Ninjas, thereby making a 
mockery of the entire genre-parody genre. 
For starters, the film’s young hero, Ernie 
Reyes Jr. (a former Teenage Mutant Ninja 
Turtle), does way too much serious ninja- 
ing and not nearly enough surfing or jok- 
ing. The kid who plays his younger brother 
Adam (Nicolas Cowan) puts him to shame 
by mispronouncing the name of the ficti- 
tious island Patu San as Port-A-San and 
keeping the karate chops to a minimum. 


> Saturday Night Live’s Rob Schneider is be- 


lievable and rather funny as their 16-year- 
old surfer-dude friend. But even he can’t 
save the unimaginative script, which rele- 
gates Leslie Nielsen (as the evil Colonel 
Chi) to a mere supporting role and fails to 
provide the kind of rapid-fire one-liners 
that made the Airplane and Naked Gun 
movies such a joy. 

That leaves Israel stuck with a disin- 
genuous plot about two kids battling to 


save their native land from an evil dicta- 
tor. Which brings us to rule number three 
— if you can’t be stupid or clever, mak- 
ing a movie is just plain dumb. At the

NEEDFUL THINGS 
Needful Things is surely the boldest vision 
d’horreur ever made — only a deconstruc- 
tive coup de cinéma would dare to adapt a 
Stephen King novel to the screen without 
including any scary moments! The first 
mort subite doesn’t even arrive till an hour 
into the film. An ear trained in théorie can 
look at this subversive parodie and laugh 
deeply: Max von Sydow plays le Diable, 
who sows chaos and terreur in a Maine vil- 
lage by opening an antiques store (Sacré 
bleu!) and encouraging the villageois to 
play nasty practical jokes on one another 
(Ho ho!). The sheriff (Ed Harris), who 
moved to Maine to avoid urban violence, 
soon finds his town exploding in a Los An- 
geleslike riot (Quelle ironie!): The depic- 
tion of the seething sauvagerie just beneath 
the town’s surface, and of the truly diaboli- 
cal nature of the commercial exchanges 
when the customers pay Sydow for their 
tchotchkés, forms the most transgressive 
critique of the truly bankrupt nature of our 
société américaine, which obviates a need 
in Needful Things for standard hobgoblins. 
As the renowned Spanish theorist Gilberto 
Charriez has noted elsewhere, “Tengo bas- 
tante miedo del capitalismo diario” — “Ev- 
eryday capitalism is terrifying enough.” At 
the Cheri, the Fresh Pond, and the Circle 
and in the suburbs.

The Wedding Banquet is a feast 
of tolerance and goodwill

ng Lee’s The Wedding 
Banquet is a gay-friendly 
film even Michael Medved 
can love. Here’s a comedy 
that gently explores a vari- 
ety of tensions and conflicts — between 
tradition and modernity, Asian and Ameri- 
can, gay and straight, mainland Chinese 
and Taiwanese — without villainizing any- 
one or making anyone feel bad. Lee imagi- 
natively expands the definition of family 
values in a way that should scandalize no 
one. 

The film is as much a valentine to Man- 
hattan as any Woody Allen movie, though 
the Taiwanese-born Lee’s New York is a 
different world altogether. It’s the home of 
Wai-Tung (Winston Chao), a yuppie land- 
lord with a handsome Anglo lover, Simon 
(Mitchell Lichtenstein). But Wai-Tung’s 
tradition-bound parents are pressuring 
him, from their home in Taiwan, to marry 
and produce a son, even to the point of 
paying to send a likely prospect to New 
York for a blind date. 

Wai-Tung is afraid to tell his parents 
about himself and Simon, so he arranges a 
marriage of convenience with Wei Wei 
(May Chin), a tenant of his who’s a penni- 
less artist from mainland China in need of 
a green card. But instead of getting them 
off his back, this ploy only prompts his 
parents to come to New York to plan tra- 







ditional nuptials for their only son. What 
was to have been a shabby little travesty of 
a wedding at City Hall becomes a grand, 
lavish, excessive travesty at a fancy Chi- 
nese restaurant. 

Lee’s twists on the well-worn false- 
marriage premise make for an ideal farce, 
in which the comedy comes less from 
jokes and gags than from the New York- 
ers’ attempt to carry off the deception. 
The screenplay (by Lee, Neil Peng, and 
James Schamus) exploits tensions con- 
stantly on the verge of erupting, since all 
five characters spend most of the film 
crowding together in Wai-Tung’s house. 
Simon passes himself off to Mr. and Mrs. 
Gao (Sihung Lung and Ah-Lea Gua) as 
their son’s landlord and helps transform 
the house from a cosmopolitan pad to an 
austere shrine papered with Chinese 
brush art. Mrs. Gao admires Wei Wei’s 
expert Chinese cooking, unaware that she 
can barely fry an egg and that the real 
chef is Simon. 

The clash between expectation and reali- 
ty comes to a hilarious head at the banquet, 
which is the Boisterous Ethnic Movie Wed- 
ding to end all such weddings. The frat- 
party atmosphere and the bawdy games ex- 
tend even to the honeymoon suite, which is 
invaded by younger guests, who continue 
to gamble and drink and who refuse to 
leave until the bride and groom get into 
bed and toss out all their clothes from un- 
der the covers. Even the reluctant Wai- 
Tung can’t help but be stirred by the radi- 
ance of his lovely bride and the deluge of 
alcohol that’s been forced down his gullet. 

The resulting complication drives the 
plot toward its resolution, not through far- 
cical unraveling of the deception, but 
through melodramatic upending of expec- 
tations. Mr. Gao, a retired general, proves 
to be in frail health. Simon starts to resent 
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the lack of attention from Wai-Tung. The 
sharp-tongued Wei Wei grows to appreci- 
ate the meaning behind Mrs. Gao’s rituals 
and begins to feel guilty for deceiving the 
mother-in-law who has treated her so gen- 
erously. 

This part of the film works ploddingly 
and sentimentally toward the inevitable, 
though it does give the actors a chance to 
display their chops. Chin takes Wei Wei 
from rebel to dutiful daughter-in-law with- 
out losing her willful independence. Licht- 
enstein makes clear Simon’s awareness 
that for all his Chinese cooking and lan- 
guage skills, he’s still an outsider. Sihung 
Lung (who also plays the father in Lee’s 
Pushing Hands) shows the pain a man

used to having his way feels when he’s 
threatened with a loss of control. Ah-Lea 
Gua delicately makes her Mrs. Gao the 
real source of family strength. Only Chao 
disappoints, his Wai-Tung coming off as 
pretty but blank. 

Lee has one surprise left up his sleeve, a 
conclusion that proves the parents cooler, 
craftier, and wiser than the kids give them 
credit for. If the happily-ever-after ending 
seems unlikely, that’s only because it re- 
flects a generosity toward the characters 
that’s beyond the scope of most of today’s 
mean-spirited movies. The Wedding Ban- 
quet’s respect for all sides of its cross-cul- 
tural dilemmas should leave any viewer 
feeling comfortably sated.

won a predictable Oscar for acting the shit 
out of the suicidal blind colonel who men- 
tors prep student Chris O’Donnell in the 
most unlikely pairing in the current child- 
father bonding trend. 

Alive (1993). This is supposed to be an 
uplifting, spiritual film about the survival 
of a rugby team whose plane went down in 
the Andes, but it’s just another exploitation 
flick about cannibalism. Featuring the 
most horrifying plane-crash sequence ever 
filmed. 

Army of Darkness (1993). The third 
installment in Sam Raimi’s Evil Dead hor- 
ror/comedy series sends chainsaw-wield- 
ing hero Bruce Campbell to the Middle 
Ages to fight off legions of skeletons. 

Bad Lieutenant (1992). Cult filmmak- 
er Abel (King of New York) Ferrara’s mag- 
num opus explores extremes of profanity 
and redemption that would make even 
struggling Catholic Martin Scorsese’s jaw 
drop. Harvey Keitel (in the year’s most 
fearless performance) is a supremely cor- 
rupt cop who’s shattered by an inexplica- 
ble act of mercy. Not for the squeamish. 

Sniper (1993). Marine Tom Berenger 
relives George Bush’s misadventures in 
Panama. 

Death Becomes Her (1992). Robert 
Zemeckis’s clever, FX-heavy black comedy 
satirizes rich women’s obsession with stay- 


ing young-looking, though it never ad- 
dresses the cultural reasons for it. With 
Meryl Streep, Bruce Willis, Goldie Hawn, 
and Isabella Rossellini. 

The Vanishing (1993). George Sluiz- 
er’s watered-down remake of his supreme- 
ly creepy Dutch thriller, with Kiefer 
Sutherland, Nancy Travis, a mysteriously 
accented Jeff Bridges, and a Hollywood 
happy ending. Rent the original instead. 

Swing Kids (1993). Kids in 1939 Ham- 
burg defy the Nazis by dancing to Benny 
Goodman, Django Reinhardt, Count 
Basie, and other non-Aryan jazz artists 
whose music the authorities found subver- 
sive, as indeed it was. Although the story is 
based in fact, it’s spectacularly wrong- 
headed to make a musical whose heroes 
confront the ultimate horror by jitterbug- 
ging. With Robert Sean Leonard, Barbara 
Hershey, and Kenneth Branagh (who 
wisely refused billing). 

Hear No Evil (1993). A deaf version of 
Wait Until Dark, with Marlee Matlin as 
the menaced heroine, D.B. Sweeney, and 
Martin Sheen.

orget Six Flags and Disney- 
land — “The Other Side: A 
Virtual Reality Arena” is a 
traveling theme park for 
those who find roller-coast- 
ers primitive and think Whac-a-Mole isn’t 
enough of a challenge. The idea behind the 
park, which has taken up residence at the 
World Trade Center through October 20, 
| is to provide a glimpse into the future of 
| electronic entertainment. And, of course, 
| with a $7 admission plus ride coupons, to 
| make money. 








| “When we started [planning] last year, 
| virtual reality hadn’t caught on as much, 
| but you could see people trying on the 
headsets and things like that, and that was 
| new,” explains John Drew, CEO of the 
World Trade Center. “So we started down 
| that avenue.” 
| For thrillseekers, the show’s concept of 
| virtual reality (VR) is simple: by donning a 
| headset fitted with a small video screen, 
| you become immersed in a three-dimen- 
sional environment, where you can inter- 
act with the images on the screen. 

“It allows you to put yourself inside the 
| machine,” says Hugh Darley, co-founder 
| of Entertainment Properties, the Florida- 

based corporation producing “The Other 
Side” with the World Trade Center. “Vir- 
tual reality is different from sitting outside 
a video screen. You actually feel you’re 
playing a part of the game.” 

Merely walking into the darkened hall 
that hosts “The Other Side” can be a VR- 
like experience. Laser patterns dance 
across walls and Michael Jackson videos 
play on omnipresent video monitors. Civi- 
lized conversation is next to impossible, 
what with pop music blaring from speak- 
ers nestled high in the domed ceiling, sim- 
ulated explosions and gunfire issuing from 





the video games, and excited shrieks es- 
caping from the motion-simulation the- 
aters. It’s loud, it’s weird, and — appar- 
ently — it’s the future. 

The most intriguing VR experience is 
Dactyl Nightmare, where players stand on 
an enclosed platform and are surrounded, 
with the help of a clunky video headset, by 
a series of checkerboard-like squares float- 
ing in space. A computerized version of 
your hand holding a blue gun (rather than 
the joystick that’s actually there) appears 
on screen, and you’ve got to shoot the 
player on the adjacent platform — who 
appears as a block-shaped blond guy — or 
be shot. It’s a 3D world, so you can turn 
in all directions, which you have to do to 
find the green pterodactyl that swoops 
down from time to time, looking to snatch 
unwary players. 

It’s not easy; when I played, neither I 
nor my opponent scored hits. I think I 
may have run into him — he shattered. 
And maybe I got a prehistoric airlift. This 
brave new world was pretty disorienting. 
But it was also amazing, and when the ma- 
chinery works, it’s easy to see what all the 
hype is about. 

The other VR game using a headset is 
less impressive. Virtual Racing allows a 
seated player to drive a race car or hang- 
glide over computer-simulated oceans and 
hills. Here, fuzzy graphics and a head- 
ache-inducing buzzing detracted from the 
experience. And the computer ignored my 
mistakes, like the way I’d crash into power 
lines. 

For the truly daring there’s Chameleon, 
a podlike centrifuge that gives the experi- 
ence of driving in the Indy 500. The mo- 
tion of the capsule enhances the illusion of 
whipping around the track, but unless 
you're a master of Pole Position, you'll 
probably spend the entire minute (as I did) 
colliding with the wall and exploding. 
Mandala isn’t quite as taxing: players 


stand in front of a blue screen and see 
themselves on a monitor as soccer goal- 
keepers blocking shots. This requires 
hand-eye coordination and the ability to 
flail your arms in public without feeling 
foolish. Adults “in many cases area little 
embarrassed” by this, admits Drew. 

The other big attractions at “The Other 
Side” are the motion-simulation theaters: 
Omni Film’s Freedom 6 and the Iwerks’ 
Reactor. Strapped into bucket seats and 
facing a wrap-around screen, viewers are 
jolted and jerked as they career down a 
mountain or chase a renegade spaceship. 
Although the film is not as fast as the Mil- 
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lennium Falcon scenes in Star Wars, the il- 
lusion of speed is intensified by the 
voiceover of a frenzied pilot, and the expe- 
rience offers most of the thrills of a roller- 
coaster ride without the imminent possibil- 
ity of death. 

Virtual reality may not be as lifelike as 
its name suggests, but it has captured the 
public imagination. So much so that “The 
Other Side” has had trouble handling cu- 
rious throngs. A thousand people were ex- 
pected on opening day; 2500 showed up. 

“I think people believe that it’s coming, 
and the first opportunity they can get to 
participate in it, they really want to,” says 
Darley. “I think these games give them a 
way to be entertained and also to partici- 
pate a little bit in the future.” 

In Drew’s opinion, “one of the things 
driving it, really driving it, is the fact that 
you have a fledgling industry that’s look- 
ing forward. Entertainment is clearly one 
avenue, but the business and educational 
side is clearly another.” He adds that in 





the future virtual reality could be used to | 


teach people to drive (in which case I'll | 


stop), or to allow medical students to per- | 
form simulated surgery (a la Operation, | 


“the goofy game for dopey doctors”). 

Although virtual reality may ultimately 
be put to these nobler uses, current tech- 
nology seems to be one more step in the 
brain-to-mush trend-of electronic enter- 
tainment born when Atari introduced 
Pong. Darley, however, insists that what 
might be seen as an empty and guilt-in- 
ducing pastime in a society obsessed with 
action won’t turn people into vidiots. 

“I think it’s actually an extension of the 
senses, because as some of these rides and 
attractions go, we can introduce a lot of 
other information such as smell, feel, 
touch, temperature, and it’s a way of cre- 
ating an experience as an entertainment 
venue,” he stumps. “People are enter- 
tained to have fun. They’re not entertained 
to become more intellectual.” 

Drew contends that virtual-reality 
games, like video games before them, may 
actually help children become more tech- 
nology-literate in a computer-saturated 
society. “Kids that play Nintendo and kids 
that play those games generally have no 
qualms about picking up and getting’into a 
computer. I think if you can excite people 
to learn through entertainment, it’s great. 
I’m not fearful of it. It’s not going to hurt 
you.” 

Well, it may not hurt you, but attempting 
to buy a virtual-reality set could seriously 
injure your bank account. Darley says the 
public will have to wait a few years before 
equipment is available at a realistic price. 
“Right now you can buy some of the video 
systems that we’re using in the show’ for 
the $7000 range, which allows you to have 
three-dimensional glasses and a. view 
screen and the software.” He estimates that 
the technology will hit the consumer mar- 
ket “where VCRs used to come in, around 
the thousand-dollar range.”, 

Until then, those searching for a virtual 
experience can find it at the World Trade 
Center. From there, “The Other Side” 
moves to another as-yet-undetermined 
major city. And from there? Maybe virtual 
theme parks will drive Tilt-a-Whirls and 
ferris wheels into obscurity. a)

spects of Art in West Ger- 
many, 1965-1985” is a 
footnote of an exhibition. 
It’s the second in a series 
of three shows focusing on 
the art of postwar Germany, and it fea- 
tures drawings and prints donated to the 
Busch-Reisinger last year by the German 
Art Dealers’ Association, fleshed out by 
photographs and prints from the muse- 
um’s own collection. The exhibit highlights 
lesser-known artists in hopes of supple- 
menting our understanding of a communi- 
ty that spawned the likes of Joseph Beuys, 
Anselm Kiefer, and George Baselitz. The 
result is a tight, small overview of the last 
25 years of German art. 

The prints are by and large gestural 
works. Walter Dahn’s lush, moody Trans- 
portpapier series of silkscreens is printed 
on glassine envelopes and cardboard. One 
of the glassine-envelope works has the 
harsh quality of tree bark; it’s printed in 
black vertical waves over a block of flaming 
orange. The result could be a tree, or the 
back of someone’s head, or a conflagra- 
tion. Dahn’s prints have an abstract quali-

ty, in the way the marks relate to one an- 
other rather than cohere into a whole pic- 
ture, but in fact they are representational. 
One of the untitled prints bears the inscrip- 
tion “A 100 Mile High Portrait of Earth,” 
and lo and behold, the mess of blue blotch- 
es and lines on a burnt-umber ground 
transforms into the tilting arc of the planet, 
busy with the cartography of sea and land. 

Around the corner, Antonius Héckel- 
mann’s ink drawings of Judith are horrif- 
ic portraits. Swift, anxious lines scramble 
over the paper, capturing the woman in 
various stages of angst. In the first, her 
face appears from a forest of heavy black 
lines splashed on with a brush; in the 
next, the lines are finer but more plenti- 
ful, delineating her cheekbones, narrow 
nose, and large eyes. In the third draw- 
ing, Judith’s eyes are vast, nearly popping 
off the page. These portraits are pro- 
foundly unsettling. The woman is unmis- 
takably human, but a human who’s gone 
over the edge. 

Otto Piene’s drawings are treated with 
smoke and flame. Hurricane sports a 
burned hole in the lower right corner of the 
composition board on which it’s drawn. 
The edges of the hole are brown and al- 
most curling; it looks as if there’d been an 
explosion. The charring on the surface and 
the dabs of black paint swirl around the 
hole like a hurricane around its eye. Piene’s 
use of fire as a medium is both dramatic 
and smooth; it’s a splendid drawing. 
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OVER THE EDGE: Antonius Héckelmann’s ink- 
drawing portraits of Judith are profoundly unsettling. 
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Piene’s work is featured on a wall of ab- 
stract drawings and prints that also high- 
lights Rupprecht Geiger’s GR 4/87, a 
charcoal drawing that explores geometric 
juxtapositions with a dusky romanticism. 
Charcoal is a generous medium, and 
Geiger exploits its softer qualities, black- 
ening the borders of what looks like a 
massive moon rising over the horizon 
against a dark sky, behind a thin film of 
clouds. A pale white line cuts across the 
page, shimmery against the gray charcoal; 
beneath it, all is black. Although GR 4/87 
evokes a moonlit walk on the beach, its 
power lies in the precision and interrela- 
tionship of all the shapes and lines on the 
page, the way they work together toward a 
calm, perfect balance. 

Franz Erhard Walther works with a dif- 
ferent, but equally rigorous, structure: lan- 
guage. His Untitled (born works) is 
marked by intersecting lines drawn over a 
manuscript page that’s typewritten in En-

device that re- 
sembles a giant accordion on wheels 
squats on railroad tracks, a misfit left 
over from the great age of the steam en- 
gine. Beneath, the artists have placed 
photos of a grain elevator, with a metal 
shed positioned over two huge flanks of a 
silo, from which a phallic, angled tread- 
mill projects. The photos here are quirky 
and humorous, but also upsetting be- 
cause they seem outdated, heavy with the 
bleak soot of dying industries. 

German art has changed since 1985, 
and specifically since 1989, when the 
Berlin Wall fell. Having laid the ground- 
work of contemporary West German art 
with this series of exhibitions, the museum 
ought to mount a similar show focussing 
on East German art, and then one on the 
more recent art of a reunited Germany. 
These artists are living in a time of pro- 
found change. “Aspects of German Art, 
1985-1993” would document history in 
the making. Q

ideo is the common visual 
language of our time. We 
have VCRs and camcorders; 
we spend our weekends tap- 
ing the big barbecue or our 
kids chasing the dog around the yard. If 
we’re lucky, someone falls into the pool 
and we can send the tape off to America’s 
Funniest Home Videos, cashing in our 15 
minutes of fame. 

As George Fifield, video curator at the 
Space, points out, video has become the 
most democratic art form. So video art has 
to compete with these other uses, fighting 
for recognition against the background 
static of commercial and amateur products. 
How does an artist compete for our atten- 
tion with images of the Rodney King beat- 
ing flickering at the back of our conscious- 
ness? 

In “New Video: Selections from ‘Video 
at the Space,’ ” now at the DeCordova Mu- 
seum, artists have adopted two very differ- 
ent strategies for making art from a medi- 
um that is so pervasive it’s become invisi- 
ble. Peter Celli and Sarah Smiley, both 
graduates of the video program at the Mas- 
sachusetts College of Art, use video tech- 
nology and studio manipulations to create 
images whose visual complexity runs

counter to the narrative clarity associated 
with mainstream television. In their work, 
the camera is not simply a passive record- 
ing device but a tool for evoking the 
strangeness of subjective experience. 
Celli’s “Cranial Invasive Reproductive 
Procedure” could never be mistaken for 
commercial television — it’s just too weird. 
Using dolls and bizarre mechanical devices, 
he plunges us into a surreal world of sci- 
ence gone mad. The figures, at once hu- 
man and alien, seem to undergo some fear- 
ful if unspecified operation. Celli tapes his 
horrific contraptions close-up, employing 
disorienting viewpoints to suck us into his 
vision of a present or future techno-hell. In 
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“Hello, How Are You,” Smiley superim- 
poses multiple images, creating a poetic 
synchrony of disparate elements. 

Other artists use television, via video, to 
comment on television, borrowing images 
and techniques from commercial networks 
as a means of elucidating their hidden mes- 
sage. Jane Hudson, a member of the Muse- 
um School faculty, intersperses footage 
from various news shows dealing with the 
controversy of government funding of “ob- 
scene” art with an autobiographical narra- 
tive. “Canary in a Mine” explores the diffi- 
culties of artistic expression by juxtaposing 
the intolerant words of politicians with her 
own more nuanced self-presentation. Al- 
though she frequently cuts back and forth 
from news clips to her own monologue, she 
never strays far from the objective look of 
the documentary. 

Hudson employs simple means to focus 
attention on the content of the words 
rather than on the images. Noah Gross 
narrates his experience as an Israeli soldier 
policing the Gaza Strip in “Nightclubbing 
on the Strip,” a work that comes close to 
true documentary. Like Hudson, he min- 
gles autobiography with larger political 
themes as he tells his own story over grainy 
black and white images that seems to come

straight from news services. In “Nightfall” 
it is the rhythmic drumbeat of Amatul Han- 
nan’s gritty poetry, rather than the images, 
that’ll hold your attention. 

Steven Davis’s “Plywood Windows” is a 
portrait of a man traumatized by a trivial 
instance of urban blight. This is a com- 
pelling piece that invites you to share the 
narrator’s obsessive fixation on a building 
whose windows have been vandalized, but 
for all its oddness, the piece maintains a 
traditional narrative structure. 

The slickest entry in the show is “Video 
Clips from the Emergency Broadcast Net- 
work,” the work of Rhode Island artists 
Josh Pearson and Gardner Post, who make 
up the electro-modernist multi-media band 
EBN. An electronic soundtrack provides 
the beat for a rhythmic montage that 
moves from bucolic scenes of rainforest 
and wetland to publicity films for smart 
bombs and other high-tech tools of mass 
destruction. Rapid cutting back and forth 
has Bush, Clinton, and Perot mouthing the 
terrifying mantra “electronic-behavior- 
control-system.” 

Their video mimics the slick packaging 
of MTV to deliver a frightening message 
about the mass media and the commercial 
viability of violence, exploiting the pack- 
aged look of mainstream television to sub- 
vert its mechanisms of control. By fast cut- 
ting and arbitrary juxtapositions, EBN 
draw your attention to the way meaning 
can be distorted by medium. It used to be 
that you couldn’t believe everything you 
read in the paper; as EBN make clear, that 
warning is even more imperative for what 
you see on your television screen. 

“New Video: Selections from ‘Video at 
the Space’ ” is a collaborative effort of the 
Space Gallery and the DeCordova Muse- 
um. For the past three years the Space — 
which is essentially a roving gallery — has 
been putting on a show of video art on the 
last Wednesday of every month, and it’s 
from this program that the current exhibi- 
tion was selected. In a region where there 
are many video artists but few venues for 
exhibiting their work, the commitment of 
the Space and the DeCordova Museum to 
the medium fills a significant void. Q

Despite Elaine May and Gene 
Saks, Forplay’s in trouble

fter two hours of Forplay, 
at the Williamstown The- 
atre Festival, I was ready to 
plead a headache. I wasn’t 
lying either — though I’d 
have pled a brain tumor to get out of bed 
with this bad-dream team of sex-farce 
snippets from obscure works by well- 
known authors. 

Notable primarily for the presence on 
stage of the legendary Elaine May and 
crack comic director Gene Saks, Forplay is 
being billed as both a world premiere and a 
work in progress. The performance I saw 
was a preview (from which, inexplicably, 
one of the three announced works on the 
program, a scene from George S. Kaufman 
and Ring Lardner’s 1929 satire of Tin Pan 
Alley, June Moon, was omitted). Still, it’s 
difficult to fathom what the combination 
platter of “Dinner on the Patio,” from Alan 
Ayckbourn’s Intimate Exchanges, and 
Serenity, by the Hungarian playwright Fer- 
enc Molnar, is meant to convey — except 
that, since the turn of the century, funny 
things have happened to men and women 
on the way to the boudoir. 






Actually, the bill (which was originally to 
have included A Sunny Morning, by the 
Spanish brothers Serafin and Joaquin Al- 
varez Quintero) is being blurbed as “a hilar- 
ious and delightful exploration of lovers past 
and present, of opportunities lost and taken. 
It is being molded through the collaborative 
efforts of May, Saks, and the play’s direc- 
tor, David Saint.” Perhaps the director is 
taking a Saintly approach by whittling away 
at the material, thus saving us from more of 
a bad thing. But certainly the theme of the 
evening — that romantic decisions can be 
made in a moment, changing everything — 
becomes muted as the examples diminish. 

“Dinner on the Patio” throws together 
the male half of one troubled couple with 
the female half of another, whereupon an 
English suburban dinner party becomes a 
slightly rueful sex farce. Serenity, set in 
Austria in the early part of this century, 
gives us dueling egoists, an actor and an 
actress, trying to outdo each other at 
lovers’ suffering but looking into the mir- 
ror all the while. In both playlets, the char- 
acters appear to be riding their sex drives 
— and their senses of propriety — by the 
seats of their pants, though, once the beds 
are made, they will have to lie (one way or 
the other) in them. 

“Dinner on the Patio” being Ayckbourn, 
there is, of course, a gimmick — one sug- 
gestive of Pinter’s The Lover, wherein a 
married woman spends the afternoon enter- 
taining an ostensible lover who turns out to 
be her husband. In this case, Saks plays 
both Miles, a blue-blazered manufacturing 
exec with a crush on soon-to-be-divorced 
Celia, and Celia’s blustery, in-his-cups 
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‘DINNER ON THE PATIO’: Miles and Celia find that their evening 


keeps taking odd, alcohol-oiled turns in the direction of an affair. 


headmaster husband, Toby. But they are 
not meant to be the same person. More ab- 
surdly (since it involves off-stage conversa- 
tion using little Muppet voices), May plays 
both Celia and her snoopy mom, Josephine. 

Most of the piece is in the form of an un- 
intended dinner 4 deux for Miles and Celia 
that keeps taking odd, alcohol-oiled turns in 
the direction of an affair. (“A very small de- 
gree of hope,” says Miles, quoting Stendahl, 
“is sufficient to cause the birth of love.”) 
Some of the dialogue and developments are 
funny, and Ayckbourn is adept at capturing 
the awkwardness of the couple’s pratfalling 
journey toward the tip of adultery. Like 
much West End sex farce, though, it’s all 
too arbitrary and silly: Miles sprains his an- 
kle on virtually nothing, and there’s a back- 
yard shed that swallows people up (amid 
much tripped-over-lawn-tool clanking) like 
Audrey II in Little Shop of Horrors. May, as 
the increasingly sotted if not besotted Celia, 
certainly has her moments; she combines a 
winsome addledness with waspish hysteria 
and a great, barking toughness. And her 
lisp-brushed croak of a voice makes the 
most of situation and one-liners alike. But, 
really, it’s like casting pearls, if not before 
swine, at least into swill. 


The Molnar, for which I had higher 
hopes, is worse, in part because the actors 
seem shakier, more corseted, in it (though 
here again May has her moments — most 
notably when scarfing a phallic repast, with 
all the daintiness of a Brooklyn fishwife, 
while Saks’s smitten suitor whines her 
praises). To begin with, this is no Liliom 
(the Molnar drama that became the musical 
Carousel) or The Guardsman (which 
Williamstown produced to acclaim last 
year). It’s just a creaky comic vignette in 
which two prima donnas — Saks, in a wig 
and moustache that make him look like 
Gene Shalit, brandishing words, tears, and 
weaponry as a lover who offers not mar- 
riage but melodrama-ever-after; May, in 
cinched brocade and lots of frizzled hair, as 
his petulant inamorata — tease, abuse, and 
coddle each other toward a rapprochement 
that acknowledges both care more about 
their stage images than their relationship. 

The logo for Forplay — which has been 
rather more lavishly turned out here than it 
deserves — is a partially plucked daisy. 
“Love me or love me not,” Serenity would 
seem to say, “but don’t upstage me.” Saks 
and May might add, if indeed the play’s the 
thing, “Please send us a whole one.” Q

believing is more than seeing

scar Wilde believed that 
“a good circus is an oasis 
of Hellenism in a world 
that reads too much to be 
wise and thinks too much 
to be beautiful.” If the savvy aesthete had 
lived to sit through Le Cirque Invisible, he 
might have said that a good circus could 
be a waterhole of surrealism as well. 

First presented here by the American 
Repertory Theatre in 1991, Le Cirque In- 
visible is the Big Top reduced to dada-es- 
que abstraction: the sawdust, smells, and 
tawdriness of the real thing are gone, re- 
placed by zany japes and balletic acrobat- 
ics reminiscent of old vaudeville routines, 
silent movies, and bad magic routines. The 
show’s animals are mainly its performers, 
transforming themselves into a bestiary 
made up of fabric and machine parts. Still, 
like the Barnum & Bailey extravaganza, 
but without its glittery vulgarity, Le Cirque 
Invisible proves a rejuvenating rest stop for 





desiccated modern minds. 

Le Cirque Invisible’s dependence on 
vaudeville, mime, and prestidigitation 
proves that the show’s family act — Victo- 
ria Chaplin (Charlie’s daughter), Jean 
Baptiste Thierrée (Victoria’s husband), 
and James Spencer Thierrée (their son) — 
isn’t coming entirely out of left field. One 
local reviewer called the trio “inspired 
weirdos,” but, in fact, Le Cirque Invisible 
is about what theater has always been 
about — metamorphosis. The show filters 
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AN OASIS: like the Barnum & Bailey extravaganza, Le Cirque 


circus conventions through a century of 
surrealistic art and popular entertainment, 
at its best coming up with magically inven- 
tive twists on familiar themes and tech- 
niques. At its worse, Le Cirque Invisible 
slows to a crawl and its exquisiteness de- 
cays into artsy-fartsy preciousness, part of 
the danger of doing away with the gami- 
ness of the conventional circus. 

Jean Baptiste Thierrée is in charge of 
the low humor, and he’s a living laugh. His 
hair a mop of wilted white tangles, Thier- 
rée looks like an aged Harpo Marx ogling 
a blonde who’s scampering away some- 
where in the distance. His comedy rou- 
tines alternate between silly and sophisti- 
cated exercises in faking the audience out, 
hilariously defeating our conventional ex- 
pectations. He eats a lit candle, then mis- 
chievously shows us his lit tummy; he 
drops a ball while juggling and gently puts 
it into a little Red Cross baggie; he locates 
someone in the balcony by pulling out a 
Jurassic-sized pair of binoculars. As the 
circus’s magician, Thierrée levitates his 
wife, makes ducks appear and disappear, 
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Invisible proves a rejuvenating rest stop for desiccated minds. 





and pulls flowers out of a stick. He’s one 
part magus, one part gag man. 

A little of this presto-chango (as well as of 
the ancient jokes) goes a long way — you 
come to expect the unexpected. But Thier- 
rée usually finds something funny enough to 
keep you either wondering or chuckling. 
(My favorite non-human performers in Le 
Cirque are his kneecap puppets, who sing 
opera.) And he has the good fortune to ap- 
pear in an array of colorful costumes de- 
signed by his wife, who’s responsible for all 
of Le Cirque Invisible’s fabulous threads. 
Even the oldest jokes look new when 
dressed up in garb this wonderfully quirky. 
The downside is that the complexity of the 
costumes needed for Chaplin’s own ambi- 
tious transformations slows the show down. 

Victoria and son James are in charge of 
the graceful physical stuff, which ranges 
from death-defying bungee-cord jumping 
to slo-mo undulations and belly flops 
across the floor. Chaplin has some dazzling 
scenes of animal metamorphosis: she’s a 
giant beanbag with legs, an 18th-century 
aristocrat who turns into a horse, a crea- 
ture seemingly made out of chairs, and, in 
the show’s highlight, a round-up of alien 
creatures who could swagger up to the bar 
in Star Wars without being carded. James 
has some terrific stunts on bi- and unicycle 
and shines in a long skit in which all three 
performers play fantastic combinations of 
flesh and bicycle parts. Here Le Cirque In- 
visible creates a charmingly playful world 
that answers only to the imagination of the 
performers and the delight of the audience. 

Moreover, the dazzling bits more than 
counterbalance the trio’s problems with 
timing, the routines that just don’t work 
(such as the nonexistent mirror gag taken 
from the Marx Brothers film Duck Soup), 
and the strained attempts at comic anar- 
chy involving live rabbits, ducks, and an 
accordion. Le Cirque Invisible’s flaws 
aren’t exactly invisible, yet there’s enough 
genuine magic to keep them pretty much 
out of the ring. Q

The Breeders release 
their giddy second album

ow do you explain your 
fondness for a band who 
can barely play their in- 
struments, who sing 
proudly off-key when the 
mood strikes, whose albums sport zero 
production values, and who appear to be 
making their songs up as they go along? 
Especially when they’re a pop group, not 
some avant-rock or garage combo who 
make a virtue out of such things? 

Beats the hell out of me. But I’m con- 
vinced that the Breeders are a good band 
because a lot of the intangibles happen to 
fall into place — the way their ultra-simple 
guitar lines are exactly the right ones, the 
way Kim Deal’s off-key vocals are more 
appealing than a lot of people’s on-key vo- 
cals. Their initial album, Pod, was made 
when co-leaders Deal and Tanya Donelly 
were busy in other bands (the Pixies and 





| Throwing Muses, respectively), and it 


seemed at first like a fun throwaway. 
Songs would trail off after two minutes or 
less, and Steve Albini’s anti-production 
made it sound as if the whole thing had 
happened by accident. But something in 
those half-finished tunes kept you coming 
back, wanting to explore the corners to see 
where they would’ve gone. 

A lot has happened to the band since. 
The Pixies are kaput, Donelly went off to 
form Belly, and Deal’s twin sister, Kelley, 


who admits she’d never played a lick of 
guitar in her life, is the new lead guitarist. 
Last year the Breeders got their own semi- 
hit with “Do You Love Me Now?” (from 
the Safari EP), the closest thing to a 
fleshed-out pop song they’d written. 

That song reappears on the 
new sophomore album, Last 
Splash (4AD/Elektra), but the 
rest is a giddy return to Pod ter- 
ritory. Once again, the songs 
whiz by in a hurry, and Deal’s 
vocals are perfect in their imper- 
fection (she can mix a come- 
hither voice with a bratty sneer 
as well as anyone). The tunes 
may get pummeled into submis- 
sion, but they really are tunes. 
“Divine Hammer” is about as 
catchy as a noise band can get. 
And sure enough, Kelley Deal 
comes up with appropriate 
touches that a technically better 
guitarist wouldn’t hit on, like the 
cool/cheesy Hawaiian lick on 
“No Aloha.” The whirs and 
hums toward the end of the surf 
instrumental “Flipside” are the 
sound of a happily drained am- 
plifier. 

Reached by phone at home in 
Ohio, Kim Deal proves to be one 
entertaining interview. Does she 
hear a difference in the two ver- 
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“Yeah, this one is way too slow. Playing 
it on tour got to be like, ‘Fuck me! You 
guys are killing me! It’s supposed to be 
faster!’ I wanted that to be the song where 
I’m not real bitchy and sarcastic, like I 
usually am. So many songs are like, 
‘AARGH! FUCK YOU!’ Then I heard that 
Teenage Fanclub song, you know the one? 
[starts singing TFC’s “The Concept”]. 
Yeah, that one. I heard it and I thought, 
‘Oooh, that’s pretty. It makes me want to 
be the girl in the song.’ So that’s how I 
wrote it. I try to write pop songs, but I 
can’t do it because I sing in a natural 
sneer. ‘Divine Hammer’ is supposed to be 
nice and I put these sarcastic words on top 
of it. I can’t be sincere to save my life. 

“After Tanya left the band, we thought 
we'd be a three-piece. I thought, ‘That’s 
cool, Nirvana did it, so can we.’ Then Kel- 
ley said she wanted to be the lead guitarist, 
and I said, ‘But Kelley, you can’t play gui- 
tar. You really want to do it? Okay, Okay. 
Poof! You’re the lead guitarist.’ 

“She did all the leads on this album. 
She’s fast, she picks things up. The only 
thing she can’t do is move her fingers on 
the fretboard, and she’s getting better at 
that. It’s like Josephine [bassist Josephine 
Wiggs] says — and I’m imitating 
Josephine now, this is my English accent 
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— ‘Just because you can play good 
doesn’t mean you’re any good.’ You know 
that Kelley almost played drums in the 
Pixies? Charles and I paid to fly her out to 
Boston to audition, but it didn’t work 
out.” 

Surprising to hear Deal bring up the 
Pixies, who are rumored to be a sore sub- 
ject. They’re not mentioned at all in the 
press bio, and her publicist warned me in 
advance that I should avoid the topic. 
“That’s just because everyone wants to 
know [imitates Irish journalist] ‘Tell me, 
Kim, how is this album in relation to a Pix- 
ies album?’ And I’m like, ‘God, I don’t | 
know. Why don’t you ask how it sounds in 
relation to Black Sabbath?’ ” 

Oh. I thought it was because everyone 
assumes the Pixies all hated one another | 
when they broke up. | 

“Does everybody think that? Nooo, it | 
wasn’t that way,” she says, slipping into a 
motherly voice. “We had a good time on 
tour. In fact, I talked to David [drummer 
David Lovering] not long ago, we’re shar- 
ing a rehearsal space and it’s working out 
fine. But he better not try to touch my 
equipment or anything.” Q

Little big band 


For Gigolo Aunts, pop purism 
is starting to pay off

igolo Aunts are in a 
strange position: small 
enough to fit into the 
Causeway and big enough 
to muscle in on the Read- 
ing Festival and autumn tours with Brit-pop 
sensations Suede and the Wonder Stuff. 

Over beverages at the Other Side last 
week, Gigolo Aunts Dave Gibbs and Steve 
Hurley were just as excited about the 
Causeway gig as they were about Reading, 
England’s annual three-day gathering of 
the alternative rock elite. And they were in- 
tent on piugging the hand-picked openers 
for their September shows at the North 
Station neighborhood club, fellow Boston- 
area bands Scarce, Hot Rod, Apollo Land- 
ing, the Flying Nuns, and Green Factory. 

Like the Pixies and Throwing Muses be- 
fore them, Gigolo Aunts have found suc- 
cess overseas faster than in America. Last 
year they inked a deal with Fire, the British 
label that launched Teenage Fanclub; and 
two four-song Gigolo Aunts CD singles 
(“Cope” and “Gun”) are already available 
in England. The full-length album, Flippin’ 
Out, is due in October. Negotiations are 
currently under way for a deal with an 
American major label that’ll release the disc 
domestically after Christmas. 

The band got an unexpected rock-star 
welcome when they made their debut in 
Japan earlier this summer. As singer/gui- 
tarist Gibbs tells it: “We got off this plane 








ride that took a whole day and they drove 
us straight from the airport to a stage at 
this record store where we played an 
acoustic set and there were tons of girls 
there with flowers and presents for us. We 
were totally jet-lagged and had no idea 
what was going on. Japan is the only place 
where power pop is the cool thing. I mean, 
their favorite two bands in the history of 
the world are Cheap Trick and the Beatles, 
and we fit somewhere in between.” 

In the meantime, the stateside label Alias 
has just released Full-On Bloom, a six-song 
EP that’s a perfect Gigolo Aunts primer for 
anyone who missed last year’s flawless 
“Bloom/Cope” single on the local Somer- 
ville label and doesn’t relish the task of root- 
ing through import-CD bins for the Fire 
discs. Halfway through the EP’s opening 
“Bloom,” you’ll know what all the overseas 
fuss is about. Hooks abound while dreamy, 
bittersweet vocal harmonies collide with 
warm & gritty overdriven guitars, and a few 
clever arrangement twists keep you on your 
toes until the soaring, lyrical guitar solo 
pushes you over the edge. “Walk Among 
Us,” about a quirky close encounter of the 
third kind, also delivers a swift, power-pop 
knockout punch with ringing, edgy guitars 
and a driving backbeat. “Serious Drugs” 
provides a more relaxed, humorous look at 
romantic confusion that places Gigolo 
Aunts somewhere between the dense 
melodicism of the Cavedogs and the eccen- 
tric charm of Big Dipper. 

Gibbs gives the band’s bio and route to 
Boston: “We all grew up together in a really 





small upstate New York college town called 
Potsdam (Gibbs, bassist Steve Hurley and 
his guitarist brother Phil, and drummer Paul 
Brouwer). We started playing in goof- 
around bands around 1979, when we were 
little kids. Then, on September 11, 1986, we 
became Gigolo Aunts, played for a year in 
Potsdam, and moved to Boston because we 
loved all these bands from in and around 
Boston — Dumptruck, Mission of Burma, 
Miracle Legion, and O-Positive’s first 
record. We used to go see Big Dipper at 
their height and think that they were just 
flawless. They played the thing that we 
wanted to do, which was really powerful pop 
songs with a slight element of weirdness.” 

Gibbs continues, “We were determined 
not to play hard rock, so we stuck to this 
ideal of making a really soft kind of music 
and it took us a while to realize that it just 
wasn’t going to work.” Then, as Hurley re- 
calls, “on our first tour we started to learn 
that when we turned our amps up, people 
liked it more and we got into it more.” 

“It’s nice to be soft, but it’s fun as hell to 
play loud,” admits Gibbs. “But one charac- 
teristic that’s dominated this band since

day one is we do things at our own speed. | 
If someone had said to us back then that if | 

we just turned on our distortion pedals | | 
people would love us, we would have ig- 
nored them, but once we discovered it for 
ourselves it was like, this is great, why 
didn’t we think of this before?” 

The combination of a comfortably gradu- 
al ascent and their small-town roots may 
give Gigolo Aunts the strength to survive in 
the major-label jungle. As Gibbs points out, 
“None of us is going to flip out and change 
personalities drastically or have on-the-road 
affairs or anything like that because we’ve 
all known each other too long, and we 
know each other’s girlfriends.” 

“We had a feeling from the very begin- 
ning that this band is special,” Hurley con- 
cludes. “Maybe it’s only special for the four 
of us, but one thing that’s kept us going is 
that we never felt we got a complete shot. 
Now we're getting to the level where we’re 
beginning to get wider exposure, and what- 
ever happens after that happens.” Q

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SHAGGY: 
JAMAICA VIA BROOKLYN 


If you haven’t heard Shaggy’s debut 
single “Oh Carolina” on the radio, you 
haven’t got ears. WJMN has it in pow- 
er rotation, and Shaggy just did a live 
WFNX Hatch Shell show on August 
22. The song (the lead-off single from 
the new Pure Pleasure, on Virgin) is 
loud, nasty, rough and hoarse, and 
just now there’s nothing like it in 
dancehall that a US listener can hear. 

“Oh Carolina” is an old Jamaican 
song, first recorded by the Folkes 
Brothers sometime around 1959 and 
later restated by Prince Buster (in 
whose ska band singers Dennis 
Brown and Big Youth got their start), 
and it sounds old, like the kind of 
early-’60s New Orleans R&B Allen 
Toussaint used to concoct, roughly 
handled by a voice as hoarse and 
prickly as any dancehaller you’ve ever 
heard. Shaggy’s singsong chant re- 
calls the Rivingtons’ throaty “Papa- 
Oom-Mow-Mow,” a 1962 slice of 
doo-wop flogged silly by four of the 
cruellest, hoarsest bass throats ever 
applied to a melody. 

Shaggy makes a convincing Riv- 
ington indeed. Pumped up by a 
rhythm section featuring prickly hi- 
hat drumming and furious staccato 
bass licks, his bottom talk rubs 
wimpy toasters like Snow and Maxi 
Priest away as if they were the soft 
stuff on a lottery scratch ticket; he 
snarls louder than Shabba Ranks and 
lustier than Super Cat. This is the 
dancehall style that rules Jamaican 
radio today, and it’s about time the 
US got to hear it. 

The rest of the album is just as 
scratchy and growling. Punishingly 
slow tempos, low octave rhythms, a 
chorus of voices chanting sourly be- 
hind the man at the mike, and Shag- 
gy’s even lower rasps all pressure the 
music down to floor level; it’s get- 
down music with a vengeance. 

Which doesn’t mean Shaggy’s 
songs lack melody or meaning. His 
themes run the gamut, from sweet 
talk and satire directed at possible gal 
pals, to displays of toasting technique

advice directed to everyone; it’s al- 
ways witty, occasionally relaxing (“It 
Bun Me”), sometimes gloriously 
foolish (“Bedroom Bounty Hunter,” 
“Ah-E-A-Oh”), and usually non- 
judgmental (“Big Up,” “All Virgins”). 
Whenever Shaggy needs to get 
slapped by the beat (and that’s a lot 
of the time), an echo-enhanced 
catchy snare shot hits him. Once in a 
while his rap invites a vocal response, 
and there’s a toaster partner on hand 
to mimic his rasp and volley his rap 
rhythm back at him — dependable, 
fun, and right on time. 

And surprise! Shaggy doesn’t live 
in Kingston but in Brooklyn. Trans- 
planted there from Jamaica as a 
teenager, he even soldiered in 
the Gulf in 1991 as a US 
Marine. Actually, there’s 
nothing startling at all 
about where he comes 
from. Brooklyn has 
been a center for Ja- 
maican pop since the 
reggae ‘70s, and 
Shaggy’s harsh, 
grunge-rock-ish 
rasp accurately 
reflects the rock- 
and-roll, US 
sound that 
Brooklyn-based 
Jamaican per- 
formers 


very first. To- 
day, Jamaica 
boasts plenty of 
toasters (Admi- 
ral Bailey and 
Admiral Tibet 
especially) who 
use the trashy 
loud Brooklyn 
style Shaggy 


revels in. But none do it funkier or 
more comically than Shaggy, who 
somehow seems muscular, clown-

MYRA MELFORD: 
IMPROV CORNUCOPIA 


At a time when so many tradition- 
conscious jazz musicians play at a 
timid canter, it’s wonderful to hear 
one unafraid to saddle her wild joy 
and race off at a gallop. New York- 
based pianist Myra Melford and her 
trio fairly leapt out of the gate in their 
first set at the Regattabar a week ago 
Tuesday. Melford’s bright, affirming 
music resounds with the echoes of 
historical forms, but her writing and 
improvising come at them from new 
angles. It’s an approachable avant- 
garde, in which energy music is as 
good as modal is as good as bop, and 
gospel and the blues can turn up at 
any time. 

In juxtaposing several styles, her 
compositions recall the AACM com- 
posers she admires (Muhal Richard 
Abrams, et al.), but they might also 
focus on just one idea. And like all 
good jazz composition, the tunes rely 
on the improvising imagination of 
the musicians. Live, the fluid interac- 
tion of bassist Lindsay Horner and 
drummer Reggie Nicholson (Mel- 
ford’s rhythm partners for the past 
three years) helped keep the music 
just off-center enough, avoiding the 
triteness of explicit beats or obvious 
vamps. Nicholson proved a conver- 
sational time-keeper on “Jump,” his 
thick bass and tom sound and darkly 
shining cymbals a source of multi- 
hued energy during the freer mo- 
ments; and he never crowded bal- 
lads. Horner was the perfect pivot 
man, synched into Nicholson’s 
rhythm drive and elaborating 
Melford’s melodic inventions. 
His long introduction to “An- 
cient Airs” was lyrical with- 
out giving in to New Age 
blandness. 

Melford’s composing 
steers the trio with a 
steady hand and her 
soloing displays 
similar expert pac- 
ing, focused intelli- 
gence, and height- 
ened emotions. She 
opened her solo on 
“Ancient Airs” 
with a series of 
quiet, low-reg- 
ister varia- 
tions that 
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clung fairly close to the germinal 
theme. But as the music grew more 
confident, the improvised themes 
lengthened and ranged wider, creat- 
ing a sense of a growing freedom. 
Even the dissonant chords that punc- 
tuated the solo seemed exultant 
rather than troubled. 

In Melford’s quieter moments, you 
can hear gospel music and the har- 
monies of the Romantic composers. 
Spacious, pared-down lyricism sur- 
faced on “And Silence,” but when the 
trio kicked into a groove, a boisterous 
urgency took over. Clanging blocks 
of sound burst into the sparkling 
post-bop lines that ran through 
“Jump.” And the first part of “Frank 
Lloyd Wright Goes West To Rest” 
bubbled over into atonal energy, not 
from frustration or hostility, but 
seemingly because the power of her 
jubilation blew apart formal structure 
and ran happily amok. 

Few debut recordings in recent 
memory were as pleasantly surprising 
as Melford’s 1991 Jump (Enemy). 
She seemed to have come out of 
nowhere fully developed. Of course 
that wasn’t at all the case. Classically 
trained, she had also studied with 
Henry Threadgill and Leroy Jenkins. 
Her only recordings were a hard-to- 
find cassette of duets with flutist 
Marion Brandis and one short solo 
track on Live at the Knitting Factory, 
Vol. 2. But neither gave any indica- 
tion of her full range and depth. Her 
second Enemy release, last year’s 
Now and Now, proved that the debut 
was no fluke. 

The future holds further good 
things for Melford. Her third trio 
recording, Alive in the House of 
Saints (hatArt), is due in the fall. 
Right now she is on her way to Eu- 
rope with a quintet that hatArt also 
plans to record (featuring Marty 
Ehrlich on reeds and Dave Douglas 
on trumpet). And she will appear on 
a forthcoming Black Saint album of 
compositions by Threadgill. Mel- 
ford’s postmodern structures may 
be up to the minute, but the joie de 
vivre at their heart is as old as jazz 
itself.

Poetic justice 


The Paper Squares ride a 
moodswing to nirvana

rom the current batch of 
Demo Derby submissions, at 
least three could have been 
winners in a slow month. 
But one band stood out as 
unique: the Paper Squares, one of the few 
truly psychedelic (as in mind-expanding) 
groups currently working in town. 

Take a mysterious punk poet, throw on 
a few layers of nasty guitars, add an acidy 
organ sound out of “In-a-Gadda-Da- 
Vida,” and catch them all at the peak end 
of a manic-depressive moodswing, and 
you’ve got the two songs on the Paper 
Squares’ demo (which will be released as a 
single sometime in the fall). It’s fun, but 
it’s twisted. 

“Getting Ugly (on Lithium)” is some- 
thing of a groovy nightmare, with singer/ 
keyboardist Laurie Kramer spitting out 
streams of images against some grisly gui- 
tars, saving the nastiest sentiments for the 
almost-poppish chorus (“I miss the people 
then I think/Well I'll go do something 
else/I never liked them anyway”). “The 
Donner Party” turns surf music on its ear, 
with that gnarly organ sound and more of 
Kramer’s manic interjections (“What’s go- 
ing on inside my head!”). It’s the kind of 
’60s-inspired music that few ’60s bands 
were shaken-up enough to make. 

First formed in late ’90, the Paper 
Squares came about because Kramer was 
getting sick of doing readings on her own. 
“I was doing poetry with sound-effects 
tapes and that got boring. I saw an ad for 
a really cheap keyboard, so that’s how I 
got the Farfisa. The earlier [version of the] 
band was more positive lyrically, but that’s 
been changing — partly for personal rea- 
sons, but also because we wanted to make 





Clark’s band, the 360’s. “They got me in- 
terested in modern music again. For a 
while I didn’t listen to anything but old 
Ventures albums.” 

Kramer is frank about the inspiration 
for some of her lyrics. “ ‘Getting Ugly’ is 
about my experiences taking lithium. My 
mother’s gonna read this and her hair will 
fall out, but for a while I was taking lots of 
medications for manic depression, and 
that’s why our music has gotten so dis- 
jointed and fragmented. I don’t think I’ve 
written a clear sentence in about three 
years. A lot of what I write is very inward- 
looking, but it’s not so diehard serious that 
other people can’t relate to it.” 

On stage recently at Axis, the Paper 
Squares opened for the Stranglers and 
displayed the psychedelic menace of the 
headliners in their prime, with Kramer’s 
magnetism as a plus. “I’m usually suffer- 
ing from severe stage fright. When I get 
off stage, people say things like “Wow, you 
looked so serious, fixing people with that 
intense stare.’ And I’ll be saying, ‘Really? I 
was just trying not to pass out.’ ”

RUNNERS-UP. Even though you can 
barely cross the street on Central Square 
without running into another good noise- 
rock band, the Dirt Merchants stand out 
as one of the best. On their five-song 
tape, you can tell that the guitar outbursts 
are there because the emotional tangles in 
the lyrics call for it, not because somebody 
just got off on the new Smashing Pump- 
kins album. 

The tape’s high point, “Mindfuck,” has 
already gotten some local airplay as a sin- 
gle, and it’s a killer, from the one-note 
guitar intro to the lurching rhythm to the 
scary/erotic, breathy vocal and jagged 
feedback riff that serves as a chorus. 
Creepy songs about sex appear to be their 
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more noise.” Kramer has written lyrics _ specialty. When singer Maria Christopher 
and sung back-up for her sister Audrey _—_ sighs “Cover my flesh/Cover my face” in 
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PAPER SQUARES: take a punk poet, throw on a few layers of nasty | 
guitars, and add an acidy organ sound out of “In-a-Gadda-Da-Vida.”

| “Toybox,” I’m not sure whether she’s 
| about to succumb in the poetic or the liter- 
| al sense. But if the fire-siren guitar break 
| that follows ain’t a cheap thrill, I don’t 
know what is. 
Green Factory’s tape arrived with a rec- 
ommendation from one of the Gigolo 
| Aunts, so it’s no surprise that the band 
| serve up hooky and exuberant pop — 
| though they’re closer to the pop purism of 
| a Tommy Keene or Shoes than to the loud- 
| er kick of closet Kiss fans like the Cave- 
| dogs/Merang or the Aunts. It takes clever- 
| ness and heart to do this sort of thing well, 
| and Green Factory have both, balancing 
the innocent feel of their twangs and har- 
monies with a knowing wink in the lyrics. 

I’m especially charmed by “Smoky 
Room,” the title track of their five-song 
tape, an ultra-melodic number about play- 
ing a rock dive and wishing you were 
home with your girlfriend instead. And I 
can’t resist the outright Beatle-isms on 
“Paper Back.” They are, however, docked 
half a point for rhyming “sushi” with “who 
she” in the opening tune. 

Rag Iron are a rough-edged country 
band fronted by the amazing pipes of 
singer Lynette Estes. To say she belts ’em 
out would be an understatement, but she 
stops short of overdoing it. The more 
rocking songs that bookend their tape are 
the immediate hook, but it was the slower, 
sweeter “Wanda Desperada” (sort of a fe- 
male version of one of those Clint East- 
wood, gunslinger-and-the-kid stories) that 
grabbed me in the long run. In any case, 
the band write well. “Down Again” has a

Debbie Harry has a voice 
tough enough to hang onto

n Deborah Harry’s voice, fearless- 
ness and vulnerability tango and 
trade places before melting into 
each other. But even shivery and 
frail, it’s a voice with all the inno- 





| cence bled out of it — the voice of a wom- 


an who'd be less likely to leave a whiff of 
floral perfume on her lover’s pillow than a 
smudge of yesterday’s eyeshadow. 

Ever since Blondie called it quits, it’s 
been hard not to feel that Harry could be 
doing more with that voice than her string 
of appealing-but-not-astounding solo re- 
leases have let her. How hard can it be to 
find good pop songs out there? But as un- 
even as some of Harry’s solo albums are, 
it’s not hard to find something to love 
about them, even if it’s just the pleasure of 
basking in the sun and shade of her voice. 

That’s the pleasure to be had on Debra- 
vation (Sire), Harry’s first release since 
1989’s Def Dumb and Blonde. She’s still 
as captivating as ever, and if this isn’t the 
perfect Debbie Harry record, it’s not a bad 
thing to have around while we’re waiting. 
Actually, the largely dance-pop Debrava- 
tion gets you to wondering whether what 
keeps Harry from making the perfect 
record isn’t exactly the thing that makes 
many of her songs so enjoyable: more of- 
ten that not, she sounds as if she were just 
having too much of a blast to worry about 
making a lasting achievement. Much of 
Debravation — particularly the first single, 
the effervescent “I Can See Clearly” — re- 
captures the feel of exuberant early ’80s 
dance music; she reminds you why the 
young Madonna was so thrilling (though 
Harry’s possessed of a bigger natural tal- 


| ent). On “I Can See Clearly,” she dips and 
| slides along with rushes of synthesizer 


that, for all their slick drama, don’t sound 
strained. She has the music under her 
control: she could be a fairy-tale character 
riding waves on the back of a dolphin. 
Perhaps Debravation’s biggest delight 
— and a very naughty one — is “Commu- 
nion,” a nod to Madonna’that pokes gen- 
tle, affectionate fun at the material girl’s 
appropriation of religious imagery, then 
leaps still farther over the boundary of 
tastefulness. “I have my own revelations, 


ideas about faith/But for communion, let’s 
go to my place,” Harry sings with a 
Madonna-like wink, even as she makes 
you believe her kinky home-altar set-up 
has been around much longer than 
Madonna’s. But the chorus is what really 
swings. “Take! Eat! This is my body, I give 
it to you/Take! Drink! This is my 
blood/Do it in remembrance of me,” she 
sings with only a trace of a smirk. She 
doesn’t seem to be kidding, and it makes 
the song that much more wicked. She lets 
the words themselves, along with the 
song’s big, bright, dance-floor sound 
(cushioned by a chorus of brassy yet an- 
gelic backing vocals), be the most obvious 
parts of the joke. 

Harry’s obviously kicking back and en- 
joying the ride on much of Debravation: 
you hear it in the Caribbean-flavored rap 
on “Stability” (one of five tracks produced 
by her longtime collaborator and fellow 
Blondie alum Chris Stein) and in the take- 
charge rocker “Standing in My Way.” 
“Standing” would have sounded at home 
on an early Blondie record, and even if it 
summons a few smoke tendrils of nostal- 
gia, it seems more fresh than retro. It re- 
minds you, too, how amazing Harry’s 
voice is when she rocks out. She can sound 
both crystalline and soft (as on the pretty, 
synth-driven ballad “Strike Me Pink”), but 
when she turns on the juice, she never 
sounds brittle or sharp-edged. Her sound 
is tensile; it seems to be heat-forged. 

Debravation does hit a sloggy patch 
about halfway through: the colorless synth 
arrangement and oozy saxophone of 
“Mood Ring” don’t do justice to Harry’s 
clear vocals, and “Keep On Going” is too 
sweet-spirited and motivational (“And al- 
though it’s been said before, there is al- 
ways someone worse off than you”) for a 
singer as subtly tough and tender as she is. 
But even if Debravation isn’t the Debbie 
Harry record you dream of, its imperfec- 
tions remind you how much there is to 
love about her, and in the end what she 
sings isn’t so important. The music can be 
cheap and throwaway, like a pair of flimsy 
summer shoes. It’s the memory of the 
voice you hang onto. Q

Neil’s back, playing loud 
and dirty electric rock

hey were a rock-and-roll 
wild bunch, gray-haired, 
pot-bellied, and blue-jeaned: 
Booker T. Jones, Steve 
Cropper, Neil Young, and 
Duck Dunn playing four across the stage, 
with Jim Keltner — a moustache, ban- 
dana, and pair of black sunglasses — 
peering around his sprawling drum kit like 
Animal. And they played like Sam Peckin- 
pah’s over-the-hill gang, firing off number 
after number with deadly efficiency and 
last-gasp determination. Except these mu- 
sicians weren’t looking down a mountain; 
they were atop its crest, performing with 
the kind of velocity and power one could 
have expected of opening youngsters 
Soundgarden or Blind Melon. 

Both of whom were disappointing in last 
Tuesday’s Great Woods concert. Blind 
Melon’s interchangeable songs all melted 
into an odorless, colorless, tasteless blur of 
jamming made no easier to bear by 
singer/frontman Shannon Hoon’s moon- 
faced hippie persona. And though it’s been 
said before, Soundgarden live do sound 
like early Black Sabbath — but without 
any memorable tunes or riffs save for the 
repeating two-note figure lead guitarist 
Kim Thayil and singer/guitarist Chris Cor- 
nell passed back and forth on the hypnotic 
“Black Days.” 

As one of the first big, loud rock bands 
from Seattle signed in the recent major-la- 
bel grunge sweepstakes, Soundgarden 
promised much. But their set, led by a re- 
cently buzz-cut Cornell, may have been 
undermined by a terrible sound mix that 
left Thayil largely unheard through the 
first two songs. Even pumped up through 
the PA, however, Soundgarden’s twin gui- 
tar attack offered pedestrian sludge-metal 
chord changes; it lacked the energetic pac- 
ing, labyrinthine structures, and quick 
stop-and-goes that make the best neo- 
metal traditionalists, like Boston’s Mala- 
chite, so much more interesting. 

Soundgarden ended with what’s become 
their standard finale: Cornell ripping the 
strings off his Gibson Firebird as it howled 
feedback, Thayil drilling his guitar into his 
amp until it also wailed, and bassist Ben 
Shepard and drummer Matt Cameron 
pounding out a rumbling wall of noise. 
Kind of fun, but nobody on stage really 
seemed very excited by the band’s context- 
less rude outburst. 

Young, on the other hand, plays with 
feedback like a wound-up pup charging 
around with a bone. And unlike Sound- 
garden, he doesn’t need to stop playing a 
song to do it. From the opening “Mr. 
Soul,” in which he elbowed room for three 
of his string-strangling forays, it was obvi-

ous why he’s been pegged as the godfather 
of grunge. Dirty peals of noise reeled from 
his amp as he scraped ol’ Blackie’s strings 
and palmed its old-fashioned Bigsby 
whammy bar until the damned thing 
threatened to turn into a molten lump in 
his arms. 

Dunn and Cropper, who along with 
Jones are the remaining members of the 
great Stax-label house rhythm section 
Booker T. & the MG’s (original drummer 
Al Jackson Jr. was shot to death in Mem- 
phis in 1975), watched Young with what 
seemed to alternate between amusement at 
his swan dives into noise-guitar heroics 
and weariness over his repeated indul- 
gence in big rock endings — strum-and- 
howl finales that often found Dunn repeat- 
edly thumbing his bass’s open E string and 
guitarist Cropper sliding back and forth on 
that chord, biding their time until Young 
dropped the final hammering note. 

For most of the night, Young was raw 
as road rash, pounding the hell out of his 
trademark black Les Paul and a beautiful 
old goldtop, making them shriek a vocabu- 
lary of guitar profanity. To some fans, 
pairing the visceral, electrified Young with 
the most tasteful, economical, perfect band 
ever to record soul music seemed wrong. 
And in truth, organist Jones, Dunn, and 
Cropper had their initial doubts. But what 
perhaps not even T. & the MG’s realized 
is that they are soul’s answer to Young’s 
on-again/off-again posse Crazy Horse. 
The difference is that with this trio plus 
Jim Keltner, a session legend who may be 
rock’s greatest drummer, the inspired 
sloppiness of Crazy Horse is swapped for 
an utter command of rhythm and a feel for 
interpreting songs that seems telepathic. 

And what songs. Young’s catalogue — 
“Southern Man,” “Like a Hurricane,” 
“Powderfinger,” “Rockin’ in the Free 
World” — still sounded like one of rock’s 
most fertile. Even when he wasn’t roaring, 
the results were sublime. On the acoustic 
“Helpless,” with Young singing behind an 
upright piano, Keltner and Dunn were as 
riveting as their employer, their seamlessly 
locked bass-and-kick-drum defining an 
open space for the music as wide as the 
prairie-sized lonesomeness of Young’s 
lyrics. 

Cropper also proved an able sparring 
partner for Young, giving fleet, clean-toned 
answers to Young’s dirty exhortations. But 
deep in his heart, Young is every bit as 
tasteful a technician as his tour mates. No 
matter how far outside he take his soloing, 
he never veers wholly from melodies that 
reflect his songs’ vocal lines. It’s a trick the 
great old country and blues musicians used 
to keep their playing in context for listen- 
ers, and Young mined it for paydirt all 
night long. Let’s hope Soundgarden and 
Blind Melon were listening. QO

Country cousins a world 
apart invade New England

WYNONNA: her taste in music runs almost entirely to soul, funk, Stax-based R&B, blues, and gospel. 







he Stetson-hatted, cowboy- 
booted, jeans-wearing crowd 
came to Great Woods to see 
two idols of country & West- 
ern music, Wynonna Judd 
and Clint Black, invade New England — 
Judd for the first time ever. Did I say coun- 
try & Western? Judd’s taste in music, espe- 
cially on her new CD, Tell Me Why (Curb), 
runs almost entirely to soul, funk, Stax- 
based R&B, blues, and gospel. And her per- 
formances are so loving and effective that 
she all but repopulates country America 
with voices of African descent. Bold as her 
revisionist history seems, the Mansfield 
shed crowd of 12,500 accepted it, adored 


| it, leapt on stage to dance with Judd as she 


| sang six of her new CD’s 10 numbers. 








Ideally, those songs have now committed 
Judd’s audience to a grand adventure into 
music of the black Midwest and South. 
Square-shouldered, ample-hipped, and 
big-haired, Judd moved mountainously, 
like a Big Maybelle or a Shirley Caesar 
getting the feeling, and getting the feeling 
was her greatest strength. Her wailing so- 
prano erupted from the plaintive verses of 
“Why Not Me” like a Mississippi blues- 
man’s cry of pain; she pumped the happy 
rolling funk of “Tell Me Why” up from her 
hips, strong and lush and full of youthful 
muscle. Whether dark and bluesy or rock- 
ing the beat (singing “Rock Bottom” and 
“Girls with Guitars” and “Baby King”), 
she borrowed freely from Tina Turner’s 
howl and Etta James’s feral screams — 


and made them her own. She mixed soul- 
ful get-downs and funky explosive flashes 
with the smoothness of her Appalachian 
upper register, to express being at peace 
with her life and passionately frustrated at 
the same time. 

Country’s sad laughs at life turn on ver- 
bal paradox, but Judd inhabits moods other 
than sad laughter, and she sings paradox 
better than she verbalizes it. When she ap- 
plied only her upper register to solemn pop 
soul like “Only Love,” she sounded impa- 
tient and unfulfilled, as if she had much 
more to tell than the song allows for. And 
though she stated the small clashes of will 
that generate “Mama” and “My Strongest 
Weakness” sensitively, it was her body-toss-

that did the most talking. You’d have to re- 
visit the golden era of holiness shouts to 
hear a gospel song as fierce and crying as 
“Live with Jesus,” which was screamed to 
frenzy by an African-American choir of Bob 
Bailey, Kim Fleming, and Suzy Wills and 
sustained from below by Judd wrestling in 
her hoarsest lower register while guitarist 
Marc Thompson played Roebuck 
Stapleslike guitar lines. Last came “No 
One Else on Earth,” in which she sang in 
fits and starts as she choked and caught her 
breath in what’s the most personal piece of 
troubled sexual desire in her repertoire. 

Judd’s I-have-the-fever performance 
would have driven Clint Black off the stage 
had he ventured even a toenail onto her 
soul, blues, and gospel turf. He didn’t. Just 
the opposite — Black performs traditional 
country and only that. He and his fiddle-, 
guitar-, and pedal-steel-centered band 
(Judd doesn’t use a pedal-steel player) of- 
fered Hank Williams melodies in an ampli- 
fied style of Texas swing: an inspirational 
song called “A Better Man” (on which he 
sounds like the country- and gospel- 
singing former governor of Louisiana, 
Jimmie Davis, a segregated universe away 
from Judd’s holiness gospel), several blue- 
collar-worker’s blues, and a whole lot of 
shoulder-shruggingly sad laments and 
beer-drinker’s crying songs. 

Since Black comes from Houston, he 
makes a credible witness, and on stage he 
has the look: Stetson hat, boots, black T- 
shirt and black jeans, and a jaw as square 
as Gary Cooper’s. His voice, however, 
sounds a bit whiny and flimsily textured, in 
the manner of James Taylor. When he 
used his full band, the voice was hard to 
locate, even though guitarist and co-song- 
writer Hayden Nicholas played along with 
his vocal melodies. Still, his ballads’ lyrics 
got the details and the bigger picture of 
lovers’ predicaments like “Nobody’s 
Home,” barroom sulks like “Loving 
Blind,” and common-man’s economics 
(“One More Payment”) absolutely right. 
When Black turned to solo love laments 
like “A Bad Goodbye” and ““Alone,” his 
filmy baritone sounded sensuous and inti- 
mate, as if he were inviting the entire 
Great Woods audience into his backyard 
for a heart-to-heart talk. They loved every 
tearful minute.

Reunited Becker and Fagen 
rock softly at Great Woods

ock fans of a certain age, 
and a certain pretension to 
world-weariness, cut their 
teeth on Steely Dan back 
in high school and college. 
They'd have late-night bull sessions in the 
dorm, talking about how after the Beatles 
broke up there was absolutely no band you 
could count on for consistently well-craft- 
ed, killer songs, album after album. 

Except, they agreed, for Steely Dan. 

Bandleaders Donald Fagen and Walter 
Becker — who have reunited for a tour 
that stopped at Great Woods last week — 
were never mistaken for Lennon and Mc- 
Cartney, of course. These New Yorkers- 
gone-to-LA were famous for not playing 
live since ’74, instead turning out meticu- 
lously crafted, enigmatically worded jazz 
pop — sophisticated song-stories from a 
lounge lizard’s point of view. Their songs 
were witty, urbane, semi-opaque of lyric, 
often with mini-plots. They explored the 
seamier sides of life yet kept their distance 
with brittle irony and stylistic artifice. They 
were polished without being self-indul- 
gent, shrouded‘in their studio-only mys- 
tique. Fagen and Becker seemed to be 
making the point that the music was ev- 
erything, and they almost made listening 
to the radio in 1975 worthwhile. 

Steely Dan were the last important rock 
group of the pre-punk intelligentsia; after 
them, musicians with similar minds would 
operate from a quite different frame of ref- 
erence. Certain critics have argued that 
punk made Steely Dan obsolete; more 
likely it just preserved their style in amber 







for a couple of decades. 

So when last Friday Don and Walt, with 
an 11-piece back-up, stepped out into the 
public glare at Great Woods for the first of 
two sold-out, hyped-up, hot-ticket shows, 
shaking hands at stage center to a stand- 
ing O from the teeming throng, they had a 
lot to live up to (except memories of past 
concerts). They didn’t live up to most of it, 
but the show wasn’t all that bad. 

Earlier rains had soaked the lawn, and a 
cool mist prevailed during the show, ap- 
propriate enough for a band risen from the 
ether. Singer/keyboardist Fagen, in dark 
suit and shades, looked very cool indeed; 
guitarist Becker was casually dressed, 
talkative and wry between songs. For a 
moment, it seemed like Graham Parker 
jamming with Martin Mull. 

Given the duo’s reputation for micro- 
management — and what other act would 
include the sound engineer in the band in- 
tros? — a certain slickness of presentation 
was inevitable. If anything, the group, in- 
cluding three back-up singers and a three- 
saxophone section, seemed a bit too large. 
If the pace was lively, the sound was ho- 
mogenized. Still, the Dan fans got what 
they came for, and early: by the end of the 
second song, a propulsive “Bodhisattva,” a 
few overeager patrons were holding their 
lighters to the sky. And love or hate the 
show-stealing antics of guitarist Drew 
Zingg, a beret-wearing New York hipster 
whose runs were short, sharp, and to the 
point. 

Fagen’s current solo album, Kamakiriad 
(his first in a dozen years), got a good air- 
ing; since Becker produced and plays on 
it, nO one was surprised that it blended 
seamlessly with the Dan oeuvre. And they 
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TASTEFUL DINOSAURS: their enigmatically worded jazz pop 


wasn’t made obsolete by punk so much as preserved in amber. 


made a significant denial of the oldies-act 
tag by ending the regular set with an ex- 
tended jam on “Teahouse on the Tracks” 
(the closing number from Kamakiriad), on 
which Zingg dominated. 

Becker has a solo album in the works 
himself, due next year, but in retrospect he 
should have waited until then to introduce 
the material. There was a heavy rush to the 
bathrooms and concession stands during 
the first selection, a decidedly low-energy 
offering. Becker did get some cheers for a 
verse in another new song, “Fall of ’92,” 
which ended, “I guess we'll never know, 
thanks to George Bush and those Nazis 
down in Washington.” Stuff like this needs 
time to be digested by listeners. The curv- 





ing patterns of “Black Friday, 
heavy backbeat, proved the antidote. 

After intermission and a laid-back “Dea- 
con Blues” and lively “Peg,”

over-30 concertgoer stood up and boogied, | 


and pot wafted in the breeze. A funked-up, 
jagged “Reeling In the Years” was the least 
recognizable of the old songs, and the least 
satisfying. The encore, “My Old School,” 
was a delight, with Fagen pumping his fist 
into the air more than once. The crowd 
booed lustily when the lights came up right 
afterward — hey, we thought you guys 
were enjoying this — but aside from that, 
the Dan fans left glad. If this was a ’70s di- 
nosaur, it was of a different sort: tasteful.O

unabashedly romantic, the mega- 
hit musical by the creators of Les 
Misérables, Claude-Michel Schén- 
berg (music) and Alain Boubiil 
(lyrics, with an assist from Richard 
Maltby Jr.), is an overwhelming 
experience. A retelling of Madama 
Butterfly with the politics and guilt 
of Vietnam as a sort of handmaid- 
en, it’s also an extraordinary mar- 
riage of melodrama and machin- 
ery, what with the musical’s thwart- 
ed lovers, departing American GI 
Chris and his Vietnamese inamo- 
rata Kim, struggling to find each 
other through the fog, glare, and 
fwip-fwip of whirring blades as the 
fall of Saigon is re-enacted, com- 
plete with landing and takeoff of a 
lifesize, computer-operated heli- 
copter. There is something trou- 
bling, if eerily cathartic, about this 
razzle-dazzile re-enactment of 
such a painful moment in our col- 
lective consciousness as backdrop 
to a love story. But that’s not to 
say that the musical — superbly 
staged, from the shimmery shards 
of Saigon to the blinking fleshpots 
of Bangkok — does not accom- 
plish what it sets out to do.

Maybe the 
research for songs like “Legalize 
It,” “Hits from the Bong,” and

ize that much of this material is 
just simple, blunted one-liners. No 
Problem that pot’s still a CH signa- 
ture, but these don’t have the 
beats or the humor of great earlier 
tracks like “Stoned Is the Way of 
the Walk.” The hardcore “When 
the Shit Goes Down” and “Cock 
the Hammer” re-use beats from 
the debut’s wicked “How | Could 
Just Kill a Man.” Even “A to the K” 
and “Hand on the Pump” have 
been recycled to no good effect.

GOODBYE (MCA). Chesnutt 
stands his big-hearted baritone 
almost as tall next to a melody as 
did the late Conway Twitty, a 
singer who could soar. Except that 
Chesnutt a/most soars. Just as 
throughout the album he almost 
stretches an emotional point or a 
beat. 

Holding back a bit serves his 
slave-of-passion persona well. He 
drops his voice as if he were 
kneeling to a lover, and he ex- 
hausts himself crying for what he 
can’t have. When he sings like 
this, if it weren't for the twang in 
his voice, you'd call it soul — the 
not-quite-weary pleas and not- 
quite-heavy breathing satisfy any- 
one’s idea of I’m-so-tired. 

Soulful, too, are the solid keen- 
ing guitar crescendos and splashy 
drummer’s backbeats that support 
him when he looks downward and 
send him higher when he reaches 
for someone to touch. His interpre- 
tation of “Il Just Wanted You To 
Know” and “Woman, Sensuous 
Woman” define passionate frustra- 
tion. And he loosens up consider- 
ably when the music turns, in 
“Texas Is Bigger” and “My Heart’s 
Too Broke,” to hard-driving honky- 
tonk.

**1/2 ROBIN ZANDER (inter- 
scope). It’s been a long time since 
Cheap Trick have recorded any- 
thing worth caring about — Live at 
Budokan was almost 15 years 
ago. So it’s a minor miracle that 
singer Robin Zander still has it in 
him to put together a solo debut 
that, despite some severe mis- 
steps, is a rockin’ good time. 

With guitarist Mike Campbell 
and producer Jimmy lovine on 
board, Zander does a pretty con- 
vincing Tom Petty impersonation 
on the disc’s opening tracks. Maria 
McKee plays Stevie Nicks to

hooky, oh-so Pettyish “Reaction- 
ary Girl,” which even sports some 
beefy Heartbreakers-style Ham- 
mond organ. Zander has Tom's 
wry inflections down to a T on “I’ve 
Always Got You,” and Petty lead 
guitarist Campbell reciprocates 
with some chiming Byrdsy guitar 
strumming. 

A watered-down techno (think 
Big Audio Dynamite) version of 
Harry Nilsson’s “Jump into the 
Fire,” replete with Public Image 
Limited and Buzzcocks samples, 
is an embarrassment. But Zander 
recovers with a Beatles-esque 
cover of Neil Young’s “I Believe in 
You” and, with the help of Divinyis 
vocalist Christina Amphlett, even 
pulls off a modern dance ballad 
(i.e., it has a slick programmed 
drum groove) that’s not embar- 
rassing — a triumph of sorts.

60's follow-up to their 1992 debut 
meanders among alternative, pop, 
and folk, offering occasional gems 
in its 13 varied tracks. 

The album opens with “Mary 
Xmess,” a slick pop tune that 
makes its theme of self-deprecia- 
tion and doubt sound at once 
flighty and emotive. Joan Jones's 
vocal allure, akin to the waifish- 
ness of Juliana Hatfield or Tanya 
Donelly, drives the relaxed “Tuff To 
Say” and makes the country-fla- 
vored “Adam's Tree” the most irre- 
sistible track in the bunch.

** 1/2 Ozric Tentacles, JURAS- 
SIC SHIFT (I.R.S.). This is space 
music, and it all revolves around 
synthesizers. Old-fashioned ana- 
log synthesizers, no less, sweep- 
ing filters like cascades of auroras, 
or building the geometry 
of sequencer and echo repeat. 
Sharing the melodic orbit is a flute, 
an instrument revered by the 
German electronic pioneers for its 
purity of tone. The fusiony bass 
and drums pinpoint the music’s 
center of gravity; main composer 
Ed Wynne’s guitars describe its 
primary vectors. 

Unlike a lot of retro exercises, 
Ozric can’t be tied to a specific 
year, or genre. They recall ’70s 
European progressive rock in the 
ambitious structures and lush tex- 
tures of tracks like the meditative 
“Sunhair” and the frenetic 
“Stretchy”; then they elbow that 
stuff out of the way with the 
Ramones-ish power-chording of 
“Feng Shui.” They extrapolate dub 
reggae like the Orb and obsess 
over raga motifs like moonstruck 
hippies. The wah-wah pedal al- 
ludes to Manchester and the 
Fillmore East, and every point in 
between. Maybe Ozric Tentacles 
are simply what Pink Floyd could 
have become if only Syd Barrett 
hadn't flipped out.

**x* Jerry Gonzalez and the 
Fort Apache Band, MOLIENDO 
CAFE (Sunnyside). Although 
they’re the most conceptually dar- 
ing of the new generation of Latin 
jazz groups, the Fort Apache Band 
sound cool and understated on 
this primarily ballad program. 
Nonetheless, whether they ap- 
proach a jazz standard like 
“Stardust” from an Afro-Cuban 
angle or a popular Latin tune like 
“Verdad Amarga” from a jazz per- 
spective, this sextet invariably 
transform their material. The 
rhythm section of drummer Steve 
Berrios, conga player Jerry Gon- 
zalez (when he’s not on trumpet or 
fligelhorn), bassist Andy Gonza- 





serves 
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lez, and pianist Larry Willis play 
with time in the same elastic give- 
and-take of the great Hancock- 
Carter-Williams combination of the 
60s Miles Davis quintet while still 
respecting Latin rhythms. 

On this album, for instance, a 
6/8 quiro rhythm adds tension and 
darkness to “Stardust,” and alter- 
nating secular rumba and sacred 
abakwa patterns bring earthiness 
to saxophonist Joe Ford’s soul 
jazz “Interior Motive.” Perhaps the 
most audacious performance of 
the session is a duet reading of 
Jobim’s bossa nova classic “Cor- 
covado” on which Gonzalez only 
hints at the written melody and 
pianist Willis never once explicitly 
states the bossa nova beat in his 
rubato musings. A subdued but 
still fascinating release.

**x Dave Brubeck, TRIO BRU- 
BECK (MusicMasters). This 1988 
session finds Brubeck, 68, reunit- 
ed with two sons (Dan on drums 
and Chris on bass or trombone) in 
a low-key studio setting. His 1953 
beauty “One Moment Worth 
Years” is pretty enough on the out- 
of-tempo intro chorus but mines 
pure lead with rhythm; the catchy 
modal “Calcutta Blues” benefits 
from sparse treatment. Indeed, 
brevity and lack of clutter allow 
Brubeck pére to expound lucid 
ideas on “Waltz Limp” and “Jazz- 
anians” (until he pounds teeth-set- 
ting cross-rhythms). 

Dreaded boom-chick looms with 
trombone a-blare on “King for a 
Day” and “Over the Rainbow.” 
Perverse tendencies to play against 
the grain also mar the closing 
“Some Day My Prince Will Come.” 
Next year may find these three 
reunited with missing brothers 
Matthew and Darius for the Bru- 
beck Quintet. Could get rather busy.

CLASSICAL 


*x*x* WES YORK (New World). 
York’s music is so plainspoken 
that it might sound artless, but it 
isn’t. It angles off in surprising 
directions, with suggestions of 
Asia, of pop, and of Satie, all unit- 
ed by York’s pared-down, sweet, 
non-rhetorical style. There are no 
cheap effects. 

York's Songs from the Levertov 
Scores floats in some musical land 
that picks up vibrations from India 
(in the marimba rhythms), Europe 
(in the violin writing), and jazz (in 
soprano Susan Botti’s tasteful 
alternation of straight tone and fast 
vibrato). The chamber trio Remi- 
niscence 2 sounds like a combina- 
tion of Arthur Berger and Morton 
Feldman. Elsewhere, there are 
hints of John Adams and Joni 
Mitchell — York’s eclecticism is as 
American as can be. 

This disc includes fine work 
from a number of prominent 
Boston musicians, including tenor 
Bruce Lancaster, bass David 
Ripley, pianist Henry Weinberger, 
flutist Julie Darling Fredericks, 
clarinettist lan Greitzer, pianist 
Kathleen Supové, and Marimolin 
(violinist Sharan Leventhal and 
marimbist Nancy Zeltsman). In 
York’s Three Native Songs, 
Charles Fussell conducts an 
ensemble of top Boston free- 
lancers, accompanying soprano 
Nancy Armstrong and baritone 
Sanford Sylvan. Where else can 
you hear these classical-music 
deities hock-hock-hocketing in the 
style of Meredith Monk?

THE PALACE OF DREAMS, by Ismail 
Kadare.

Ibania, formerly one of 
communism’s hottest in- 
fernos, has its Dante in Is- 
mail Kadare, a novelist 
whose prose reeks of fire 
and brimstone. With narrative deftness 
and lyrical economy, Kadare’s historical 
novels embrace the courage and pain root- 
ed in his country’s torturous politics. His- 
tory is reduced to a continual flutter of old 
feuds and fresh slogans. Competing waves 
of authority are seen, like spells of weath- 
er, in terms of their provincial effect. 

Kadare’s latest novel to be translated 
into English, The Palace of Dreams, raises 
the metaphorical ante from the local to the 
allegorical. It’s the writer’s most graphic 
portrait of a dehumanizing underworld, a 
sophisticated vision of a barbaric past 
whose bloody rites evoke the terrors of a 
totalitarian present. 

After subjection to Rome, Albania en- 
dured conquest at the hands of the Goths, 
Serbs, Bulgarians, Normans, Venetians, 
Ottoman Turks, Italians, and Germans. 
The only predominantly Muslim country in 
Eastern Europe, Albania was taken over by 
the Communists at the end of World War 








| II. President Enver Hoxha shut the coun- 


try’s borders, banished religion, forbade 
beards and foreign credits, and made com- 


| plaints about food shortages punishable by 


prison terms. Hoxha condemned both 
post-Stalin Russia and Maoist China as 
Marxist slackers: he cut all ties with them, 
condemning his populace to a life of 
chronic poverty in a police state. 

Kadare, born in 1936, published the 
first of his nine novels in the early ’60s. 
He first won international attention with 
The General of the Dead Army, a macabre 
book about a pair of generals, German 
and Italian, who return to Albania 20 
years after World War II to scour its 
gravesites for the remains of their troops. 


| The book’s vision of Albania as the land of 
| the dead — its rulers and populace ob- 
| sessed with revenge and memory — un- 


derlies much of Kadare’s work. Hoxha 
used and abused the writer’s celebrity — 
often allowing him to travel abroad as a 
“cultural ambassador” — until his own

death, in 1985. Kadare, fearful for his life 
during the ensuing political changes (he 
unsuccessfully attempted to influence 
Hoxha’s hand-picked successor, Ramiz 
Alia), left for Paris in 1990, just before 
the country’s faltering steps toward 
democracy. 

Kadare’s work has won growing esteem 
in Europe, particularly in France, where 
his books are bestsellers. Chronicle in 
Stone (1987) received critical hosannas 
when it was published in America, but his 
succeeding novels haven’t gotten the at- 
tention they deserve, perhaps because of

their uncompromising darkness. Attempts 
by Albania to transform Kadare into a new 
version of Vaclav Havel have also floun- 
dered, given his deep-grained melancholy. 

Often compared to Gabriel Garcia 
Marquez because of the flickers of magic 
realism in the autobiographical Chronicle, 
Kadare is actually closer to Kafka, both in

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his hallucinogenic alienation and his ob- 
session with the surreal nature of society, 
its barbaric fetish for control. Kadare’s 
frequently uses images of mist, rain, and 
snow to evoke his country’s collective dis- 
orientation. 

Unlike other Eastern European writers, 
who saw themselves Europeans oppressed 
by Slavs, Kadare writes as if he is isolated 
from both camps. Even though his work 
makes little use of Albania’s Near Eastern 
exoticism — the mosques, the fezzes — 
Kadare returns, again and again, to the 
primal rites of his country’s mountain re- 
gions, particularly the blood feud and the 
bessa (a promise that admits no excuses, 
even death). The convoluted laws and 
rules governing the medieval administra- 
tion of death turn out to be no less con- 
fining, or crazed, than the red tape wind- 
ing through the contemporary bureaucrat- 
ic state. 

In Kadare’s novel Broken April (1988), 
the man in charge of the country’s ritual 
murders makes this ironic realization 
while meditating on the decay of the an- 
cient order: “the bessa, the blood feud, 
. . . having been at one time elements of 
sublimity and grandeur in Albanian life, 
had become denatured in the course of 
time, changing gradually into an inhuman 
machine, to the point of being reduced at 
last . . . to a capitalist enterprise carried 
on for the sake of profit.” Each ritual 
murder was traditionally paid for with a 
“blood tax” to the local authority. 

An acute sense of schizophrenia runs 
though Kadare’s artful versions of Albanian 
folklore, a sense of Albanian tradition as 





both beauty and butchery. In filtering his 
view of the past through a perception of 
modern tyranny, Kadare recognizes the 
courage but condemns the absurdity of pri- 
mal blood-letting in a culture lost in the 
backwaters of time. He even distrusts his 
own art: “Your books, your art, they all 
smell of murder,” says a doctor to a writer 
in Broken April, “. . . you help death, you 
look for exalted themes, you look here for 
beauty to feed your art.” Kadare admires 
the epic poetry of the past, yet his novels, 
like his verse, struggle to demystify the ro- 
manticization of death in both old and new 
worlds. 

The Palace of Dreams, banned after it 
was published in Albania in the early ’80s, 
dissects the dream at the heart of his 
country’s machinery of death. A young 
man, Mark-Alem, obeys the wishes of his 
powerful aristocratic family and agrees to 
work in the enigmatic Palace of Dreams. 
Fearful of what the country’s thinking 
while it sleeps, the authorities have built a 
labyrinthine castle that serves as a store- 
house for the nation’s oneiric material, 
which horsemen deliver from all corners of 
the empire at all times of the day and 
night. The countless dreams are examined; 
some are deemed worthy of interpretation, 
others are simply stuffed onto the over- 
flowing shelves of the palace’s archives. 

At the end of each week, one of the 
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dreams is picked to be the “Master- 
Dream,” which is given to the monarch as 
a usually violent portent of the future. 
“For the interpretation of that dream,” ex- 
plains.a co-worker to Mark-Alem, “fallen 
like a stray spark into the brain of one out | 
of millions of sleepers, may help to save | 
the country or its Sovereign from disaster; 
may help to avert war or plague or to cre- 
ate new ideas.” Not content with subduing 
its citizens’ conscious lives, the state wants 
to.rule-their unconscious. as well.~Kadare 
expands on this notion of absolute rule; ul- 
timately seeing Albania as drifting in 
“some fluid intermediate state between 
sleeping and waking.” The dictator’s fan- 
tasy of an obedient society is the most irra- 
tional — and lethal — dream of them all. 
Unlike Kafka’s impenetrable castle, 
Kadare’s edifice can be entered, its long 
circular halls and dusty offices a mundane 
facade for a life-and-death application of 
Freudian dream analysis. Mark-Alem’s ini- 
tial fascination with the palace gives way to 
boredom, fright, panic, and despair — he’s 
rapidly promoted, eventually becoming one 
of the men responsible for selecting the 
Master-Dream. His climb to the top is en- 
gineered by his family, which is afraid that 
recent Master-Dreams — they are always 
chosen for their politics rather than their 
prophecy — threaten its existence. 
Predictably, Mark-Alem discovers that 
the work of the Palace of Dreams is capri- 
cious to the point of madness — there’s an 
infinite number of interpretations for al- 
most every dream. “To all intents and pur- 
poses [his job] covered the sleep of the en- 
tire planet — terrible and infinite shadows, 
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a bottomless abyss from which Mark-Alem 
was trying to dredge up a few fragments of 
truth.” His sense of helplessness, though, is 
deadened by a growing infatuation with 
political and cultural power — the palace’s 
dreams have become more real, more vital, 
than life outside its walls. Like the men and 
women who innocently hand in the Mas- 
ter-Dream (they are interrogated and even- 
tually murdered), Mark-Alem becomes a 
walking phantom, a zombie-like sacrifice 
to the state’s delusions of mind control. 
The Palace of Dreams hasn’t what John 
Updike, in reviewing Chronicle in Stone, 
called Kadare’s “superb balance and un- 
forced amplitude.” The writer’s anger keeps 
the tale schematic, tightly focused on the 
rotten innards of the palace. Mark-Alem, 
perhaps because of his pampered back- 
ground, is a disturbingly passive witness to 
the palace’s horrors. Yet this a brilliant fable 
about an attempt to imprison the uncon- 
scious mind, a depiction of a hell that melts 
Kadare’s merciful waves of snow: “The 
flakes eddied wildly in the morning light, 
now distant too — so far away it seemed to 
belong to another life, another world from 
which perhaps that ultimate signal had been 
sent out to him.” The Palace of Dreams it- 
self is a kind of “ultimate signal,” a warning 
that — even in these heady days of political 
liberation — our dreams must never be our 
masters. Q

The diamond trade is the setting 
for a thriller about Hasidim

ZADDIK: A NOVEL OF SUSPENSE, 
by David Rosenbaum. Mysterious Press,

ournalist David Rosenbaum 
was used to having hundreds 
of thousands of readers — as 
Boston Herald film critic and 
then arts-and-features editor, 
and later as the long-time editor of Boston 
magazine. 

So when the 43-year-old Cambridge 
resident began his first novel, Zaddik, a 
couple of years ago, he had a wide audi- 
ence in mind. “I just wanted to write a 
potboiler — a book I could sell,” he told 
the Phoenix recently. “The idea of writing 
some kind of ‘soul cry’ I couldn’t see.” 

Eight or 10 years ago, while visiting his 
native Brooklyn, Rosenbaum bumped into 
Phil, a high-school classmate he remem- 
bered as a leather-jacketed biker. Now 
Phil wore the beard, sidelocks, and dark 
clothing of a Lubavitcher Hasid. 

What, Rosenbaum asked his friend, did 
this new version of Phil do for a living? 
Phil grinned and opened his black over- 
coat, revealing an impressive handgun i ina 
holster. “I’m a diamond courier,” Phil told 
Rosenbaum gleefully. 

Diamonds, guns, the resonant but 
closed world of the Hasidim (the im end- 
ing denotes a plural in Hebrew) — Rosen- 
baum had hit on the subject for his “novel 
of suspense.” After leaving Boston maga- 
zine in 1990, he did three months of back- 
ground reading, made a rough outline of 
the novel’s intricate plot, and began the 
book by creating its main character, a Jew- 
ish, down-and-out New York Police De- 
partment detective named Dov Taylor. 

Taylor’s weakness for the bottle and pills 
gets him canned from the police force, 
costs him his wife and children and subur- 
ban home, and makes AA meetings the 
rickety bridge he uses to cross life’s river.

The novel starts fast, with the gruesome 
murder by two imperturbable villains of 
the Hasid secretly entrusted to hold the 
world’s largest unidentified diamond, and 
it keeps up the pace, looping around the 
world and across centuries. 

Taylor, working listlessly as a bank secu- 
rity guard, finds to his surprise that he 
agrees to investigate the murder when asked 
by the rabbi at his night-school course. In- 
exorably he’s drawn into the international 
diamond trade, the societies of spies and 
counterspies that grew like weeds out of the 
wreckage of Nazism, and the clash between 
two Brooklyn-based Hasidic sects. 

The author’s doorway into the 
secretive world of the Hasidim and 
Dov Taylor’s gradual spiritual 
awakening add depth to Zaddik 
(the word means “a righteous man” 
in Hebrew, according to the glos- 
sary Rosenbaum provides) and ele- 
vate the novel above the run-of-the- 
mill thriller: 


To the goyishe, non- Hasidic 
world, the Satmarers and 
Lubavitchers looked the same, 
Indeed, to outsiders, Jews and 
non-Jews alike, all the scores of 
different Hasidic sects and 

=elans seemed identically fanati- 

cal — Jewish fundamentalists 
who swore by the magical pow- 
ers of their respective rebbes, 
their spiritual leaders. But to 
the Hasids themselves, the dif- 
ferences were of earth-and- 
heaven-shaking import. And 
anyway, who cared what the 
goyim (and to a Hasid, anyone 
who wasn’t a Hasid, Jewish or 
not, was an ignorant goy) 
thought? 


“The book, as it goes on, be- 
comes more and more about how 
my character feels about himself as 
a Jew,” Rosenbaum says. Writing 
the book, and delving into the 
meaning of Jewishness in the mod- 
ern world, animated Rosenbaum’s 
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own dormant spiritual life. “It made me 
feel more comfortable with myself. I didn’t 
expect that, and that was kind of pleas- 
ant.” 

Rosenbaum had grown up in a house- 
hold “indifferent to Judaism,” in Brook- 
lyn’s Bensonhurst and Flatbush neighbor- 
hoods — heavily Jewish areas at the time 
— and attended Erasmus Hall High 
School (alma mater of Barbara Streisand, 
Eli Wallach and Bobby Fischer, among 
others) and the City College of New York 
before coming to Boston to earn an MA in 
English at Boston University. 


The spirituality in the novel, Rosenbaum - 


says, came “accidentally.” 

“The indifference to Judaism of my 
youth was allowable because I lived in 
Brooklyn — it was imbued with yid- 
dishkeit. In Brooklyn, you feel part of the 
majority — every black kid playing basket- 
ball in the schoolyard knew what Yom 
Kippur is. You leave, and you become part 
of a tiny, despised minority. In Boston, I 
felt like a yid. No Boston WASP knows 
what Yom Kippur is.” 

“Most assimilated Jews I talk to have a 
violently negative image of the Hasidim,“ 
Rosenbaum says. The assimilated Jew, 
seeing a Hasid, shudders to think that this 
is how he is seen by the average American. 
“Yet the religion practiced by the Hasids is 
the same religion practiced by any Jew in 
America — the Hasids just actually prac- 
tice it.” 

As he talks about the Hasidim and 
American Jewry, Rosenbaum becomes 
more blunt. 

“The truth is, most people in America

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have very little use for Jews,” 
says. 

“I don’t mean to get up on a soapbox 
here, but one of the great mistakes Ameri- 
can Judaism makes is to consider itself 
‘white’ instead of allying itself with the mi- 
norities, like the blacks. That could be very 
profitable, spiritually and in daily life. Jews 
have allowed themselves to be self-identi- 
fied with the oppressors.” 

He adds: “I’ve never considered myself 
a white guy.” 

Otherness — not necessarily ethnic — 
is at the heart of the diamond trade, which 
begins with the South African monopoly 
De Beers — “a world, and a law, unto it- 
self — Rosenbaum writes, and ends up 
among the Hasidim in Manhattan’s 47th- 
Street-and-Sixth-Avenue diamond district: 

Men sat at these tables with dia- 
mond loupes held up to their eyes, 
picking through glittering mountains 
of diamonds. Their deft fingers 
wrapped and unwrapped parcels of 
gems in double-sheeted papers — the 
outside white, waxy, and strong; the 
inside sheet a pale blue tissue. 

Visiting dealers with name tags af- 
fixed to their lapels bargained, rushing 
from table to table. Diamonds bought 
by one man were sold five minutes lat- 
er to another for a profit of 1 or 2 per- 
cent, then sold again and again. 
Loudspeakers called the names of 
dealers in English, Hebrew, and Yid- 
dish, summoning them to telephones 
or to the foyer for meetings. It was 
bedlam. 


To this secretive and dangerous 
world, Rosenbaum adds former 
Nazis working with Israelis: “In 
the world of espionage, old ene- 
mies could become new friends at 
any moment. What did the Arabs 
say? ‘The enemy of my enemy is 
my friend.’ How true.” And, sur- 
prisingly and effectively, a middle 
section of the book tells the story 
of the diamond, Napoleon, and the 
Polish pogroms against Hasidim in 
the early 19th century. 

Rosenbaum uses the novel’s mid- 
dle section to weave past and pre- 
sent, ancestors and descendants, 
into what an exasperated Dov Tay- 
lor calls a “cosmic conspiracy.” 

“I never thought I was writing a 
mystery — I was writing a 
thriller,” Rosenbaum says. “I had 
read a lot of them. It seemed to 
me what made the best thrillers 
work was the backstory — each 
character came complete with a 
past. The satisfaction of reading 
them was watching the character 
work out his life. That’s very satis- 
fying to human beings in general. 
People like to think their lives have 
meaning.” 

That depth of humanity in 
Rosenbaum’s novel, added to his 
deft handling of the ever-building 
suspense and the scope of the plot, 
puts Zaddik in a class with the best 
thrillers being published today. QO

our years ago, California 
novelist Anne Lamott be- 
came a single mother when 
she gave birth to Sam.

Q: Had you kept journals before Sam 
came along? 

A: Not ever. You know how they always 
say that it takes three weeks to develop a 
new habit, like flossing or jogging or any- 
thing heinous? Well, I never lasted three 
weeks with journals. I always have taken 
copious notes on my life, and on my ob- 
servations, and I scribble things on index 
cards. And images will float unbidden into 
my head like little goldfish, and I'll scribble 
them down, because my memory is shot 
— I think it’s from all those “social” drugs 
and “social” alcohol I consumed all those 
years. But I was temperamentally unable 
to sit down every day and write in a jour- 
nal. This was the very first time. 

Q: So what changed? What made you 
keep the journal of Sam’s first year? 

A: A friend encouraged me to write 


down one sentence a day about our experi- 
ences. For six weeks after Sam’s birth, I 
was unable to do a lot physically because I 
had had such a difficult delivery, and for a 
long time afterward I was so hormonally

Sam, who was so recently larval and incompetent, is almost crawling. He moved 
backwards half a foot tonight. I feel that these are his first steps out of the present. 
He used to trip out only on whatever was within his narrow vision and grasp, but 
now he sees something a few feet away and he gets this glinty Donald Trump look in 
his eyes, like in the old cartoons where someone gets a greedy brainstorm, blinks, 
and we hear the sound of a cash register and see the dollar signs in his eyes. 

He’s crawling inexorably away from the now. He’s crawling toward anticipated 
pleasures. Soon there will be scheming and manipulation, a dedication to certain 
outcomes, to attaining certain things and storing them for later. I’m trying so hard to 
learn to live in the now, to bring my mind back to the present, while Sam is learning 
to anticipate and plan, to want things that are far away. 

It’s funny to watch a baby crawl backwards because it’s something you grow out 
of — after a while you’re only supposed to go forward. I think this is a part of the 
voice that says constantly, Fix, fix, fix; do, do, do — the part of us that believes there 
is always something to fix or to do. It is so fucking bizarre and excruciating just to 
be. Just to be still. | mean, except when I’m in church or nursing Sam, nothing can 
make me more frantic than sitting and trying to just be. Have you ever tried meditat- 
ing? For me it’s about as pleasant as coming down off cocaine. My mind becomes 
like this badly abused lab rat, turning in on itself after one too many bouts with 
Methedrine and electroshock and immersions into ice water, and I can’t get into 
some fantasizing and mind-fucking fast enough.

challenged and so overwhelmed with single 


motherhood that I wasn’t able to get any- 
thing done — except that every single day, 
no matter what, I wrote a little bit in the 
journal. And I’m a woman of many words; 
I’m not Evan Connell. So I'd sit down to 
write one sentence and I’d write a lot. And 
sometimes I’d just scribble down some 
phrases and details and images. Then, after 
a year, I started to reconstruct from con- 
centrate. This journal, as published, is not 
verbatim. There are long verbatim passages, 
but there are other pages where I just had 
notes to go on for putting it together.

Q: And what impact do you hope your 
book will have? 

A: When I had Sam, there were virtually 
no books that I knew of that were about the 
darker and funnier and less sentimental 
side of having children. There are wonder- 
ful books, but they are about rational and 
mentally sound approaches. And I think the 
only gift we have to give one another is to 
tell the truth as we’ve each experienced it.

A: There’s a passage toward the end of 
the book where Sam and | are sitting in 
Pammy’s garden with her, and they’re 
playfully growling at each other. And she 
says, “Today, I don’t really care what 
happens; I’m just so glad to be here for 
this.” That changed me permanently. Be- 
cause I could see that that’s the only way 
to live. That’s the ultimate operating in- 
struction.

ary Gordon’s essay on 
anger for this summer’s 
New York Times Book 
Review, “The Fascina- 
tion Begins in the 
Mouth,” reminded readers of what makes 
her work so engrossing: the crisp prose at 
once esoteric and digestible, the reconcili- 





| ation of religious dogma with our imper- 





fect world, and, best of all, the lyrical de- 
pictions of the most complicated and com- 
monplace human emotions. 

Her latest fiction, the three novellas col- 
lected in The Rest of Life, confirms Gor- 
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don’s mastery of the personal revelation. 
Like previous works such as Men and An- 
gels and The Other Side, these novellas 
demonstrate her keen sense of the ambi- 
guity of everyday life and her ability to 
lend almost epic proportions to the inter- 
nal struggles of her characters. 

Each novella focuses on love beyond so- 
cietal approval, a true affaire de coeur. The 
married protagonists all have children who 
play minor roles within the narratives, but 
the stories principally depict women trying 
to sculpt their lives through choices beyond 
their maternal and uxorial identities. 

They are to some degree assertive, inde- 
pendent women, but, as Gordon knows, 
an integral part of love is dependence. The 
unnamed narrator of “Immaculate Man” 
is a 48-year-old counselor at a battered 
women’s shelter at a monastery; her lover,

Clement, is the priest at the monastery 
there. Although she’s the only woman 
Clement has ever been intimate with, she 
is wracked by jealousy and anxiety about 
their future. 

To a large extent she feels powerless to 
influence the events of her life: “I try to 
make things better, or at least not worse, 
but the worst always seems bound to hap- 
pen.” She recalls an incident in which she 
and her daughter were sucked into the sea 
in a riptide. In the “extreme moment,” she 
froze: “I’ve always said I would die for 
her... . I don’t say that anymore.” 

Clement is ideal because he has no sexual 
history to which she could compare herself 
unfavorably. Pornography and the concept 
of sex for its own sake are foreign to him: 
“He has always been very far from the ob- 
jects of degradation. It makes an enormous 
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difference. It makes him different from all 
men.” More than satisfaction with her pre- 
sent situation, the observation conveys a 
temporary alleviation of eternal self-doubt. 

The ‘English narrator of “Living at 
Home” is a successful doctor specializing 
in the treatment of autistic children. Thrice- 
married, she,now lives with her Italian 
lover, Lauro, 4 -war.cortespondent. Al- 
though the most autoromeus of the protag- 
onists, she is plagued by a persistent urge to 
leave men and homes, and by the residue of 
a painful love/hate relationship with her 
mother: “Lying in his arms after sex, I say, 
‘Everything I’ve just done is the part of me 
that’s not my mother. As if I were a nega- 
tive number whose name is Not My Moth- 
er.’ He says, “Your mother has some very 
wonderful qualities.’ ” 

The story soars because its characters are 
alluringly multifaceted, perhaps Gordon’s 
most convincing yet. The narrator cannot 
envision life without Lauro, but knows that 
she could survive the loss. Like the self- 
contained existence of the children she 
treats, their love creates an enclave separate 
from their professional worlds — “as good 
as [the world’s] way, simply another way.” 

The last tale, which gives the book its ti- 
tle, is a third-person narrative of one 
woman’s attempt to make peace with her 
past and mitigate the anguish of her first 
love. At 15, Paola broke a suicide pact 
with her young lover, Leo; he kept it, and 
the scandal forced her from her native 
Italy to America. 

Sixty years and one loveless marriage lat- 
er, she returns to Turin with her son and 
his fiancée to find words for a girlhood that 
implored her not to speak. In the darkness 
that prevails, she traces “a suggestion of a 
face to whom she will tell her story.” But 
the comfort she finds is unsettling to the 
reader: her reconciliation with the dead is 
also a retreat ftom agency in this world. 

If “life,” for Gordon, consists of mar- 
riage, family, and pedestrian responsibili- 
ties, then “the rest of life” should be vivid 
and empowering. Unfortunately, however, 
her women are at once afraid of life and 
afraid of not living. Their positive qualities 
are too often overshadowed by fears of 
abandonment and shame. As the narrator of 
“Living at Home” eloquently states, “Fate 
always hangs over the body ofa girl.” QO

Three men in a tub rub fate the 
wrong way and have a bad day

THE GLASSBLOWER’S BREATH, by 
Sunetra Gupta. Grove Press, 266 pages, 
$20. 


he central plot of Sunetra 
Gupta’s exquisite second 
novel could hardly be more 
banal: a married woman has 
sex with a stranger in a 
cheap hotel, and there’s hell to pay when 
she comes home. But the book has very 
little to do with sex, and even less to do 
with adultery. Ultimately, The Glassblow- 
er’s Breath is about chance, fate, pain, and 
death, and its power derives not from the 
plot but from the accretion of mutating 
memories, dreams, and images: charred 
butterfly wings, a handful of salt, the nine 
of spades, rancid fish, a corpse on ice. 
Gupta, a 28-year-old Bengali scientist 
who studies AIDS and other infectious 
diseases at London’s Imperial College, 
takes on themes that might seem oppres- 
sively morbid. But her book isn’t at all 
bleak. In fact, it’s wildly funny in places, in 
part because her three main characters are 
hopelessly addicted to the absurd. The un- 
named heroine, a fledgling Indian writer 





who is addressed directly as “you” by the 
enigmatic narrator, surrounds herself with 
kitsch; her cousin Avishek, a baker, makes 
marzipan Taj Mahals, sugared Mobius 
strips, and other bizarre confections; and 
her friend Jon Sparrow, a rootless poet 
turned candlemaker, molds wax into 
wicked replicas of bodily organs. 

Guided by chance, fate, or instinct, the 
three of them turn up in the same part of 
London on the afternoon of the heroine’s 
tryst. Avishek, who has loved her desper- 
ately since they were children, jealously 
spies on her as she seduces an awkward, 
unwashed butcher who is out on the town 
with his sick young son. As Avishek trails 
them, they are all shadowed by a tall, mys- 
terious woman carrying a stuffed otter. 

Meanwhile, Jon Sparrow finishes off a 
last vial of lithium and has a couple of odd 
encounters. The first is with a surrealist 
epicure who is about to sit down to a 26- 
course alphabetical meal that begins with 
artichokes and ends with zarzuela. The 
second is with a gaunt man named Jo- 
vanovich, a glass merchant with a face like 
the Grim Reaper who is losing his sight to 
disease and most of his friends to what he 
obliquely calls “the scourge . . . this holo- 
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caust.” At the Museum of Natural History, 
in a corridor lined with bright fish, he pro- 
claims, “I am no longer afraid of pain, that 
is my only freedom” and insists that “if 
man wanted to avoid pain, he should never 
have evolved, never struggled out from 
within the cool ocean depths. . . .” Then, 
in a room full of stuffed mastodons, he 
confronts Sparrow: “You have run from 
pain,” he says, “run long and far . . . and 
yet its prison-stripes run the length of your 
face.” After telling an uplifting story about 
a misfit stork and reciting bits of Rilke’s 
Tenth Duino Elegy — “his paean to pain, 
my Lord’s prayer” — Jovanovich looks at 
his watch, kisses Sparrow square on the 
lips, and dashes away like Lewis Carroll’s 
tardy hare. 

Was he a madman? An angel? A halluci- 
nation? A sage? In this episode, as in much 
of the book, the line between fantasy and 
reality is indistinct: his identity remains a 
mystery. But after his appearance, if not 
before, it’s clear that Sparrow, Avishek, 
and the heroine can no longer resort to the 
hedonism, nihilism, and other prefab 
mindsets with which they’d tried to protect 
themselves from the chaos and anguish of 
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an authentic existence. They come to real- 
ize that such stratagems breed an empti- 
ness that is harder to bear than pain itself. 

So, one fall afternoon, each of them 
goes out looking for pain, and each finds 
it, unexpectedly, in the kitschy home of the 
heroine. There, they meet up with her hus- 
band, an Iranian hematologist who keeps a 
gun in a broom closet. In the gruesome 
conclusion, the heroine gets more than she 
bargained for, and the butcher, the baker, 
and the candlemaker end up in her bath- 
tub, sharing a fate as pointless as a nursery 
rhyme. Rub-a-dub-dub. 

After last year’s release of her fine first 
novel, Memories of Rain — which is now 
out in paper — one critic rashly declared 
Gupta to be the “true heir to Virginia 
Woolf.” To argue that Gupta can claim no 
such legacy is not to denigrate her superb 
prose, which is too original to brook any 
pat comparisons. Indeed, if Gupta is any- 
thing at all ‘to Virginia Woolf, she’s her 
lovechild, fathered by Albert Camus and 
sold at birth to Monty Python’s Flying Cir- 
cus. Lyrical, incisive, and compelling, 
Memories of Rain is an extremely impres- 
sive first book, but it lacks the wit and am- 
bition that make her second such a tri- 
umph. With The Glassblower’s Breath, 
Gupta gives the Grim Reaper himself a 
good run for his money. Q

How Second Empire France 
built its theater of law

IN THE THEATER OF CRIMINAL 
JUSTICE, THE PALAIS DE JUSTICE 
IN SECOND EMPIRE PARIS, by 
Katherine Fischer Taylor. Princeton 
University Press, 161 pages, $35. 


id-19th-century Paris 
was a city in turmoil. 
The grand boulevards 
that still give pedestri- 
ans such pleasure 
were designed in part to allow room for 
military maneuvers, should insurrections 
re-occur. Roughly 60 percent of the 
buildings that constituted Paris in 1970 
were built during the Second Empire 
(1852-1870), following the city’s explo- 
sive growth in the first half of the century. 
Especially problematic at that time was 
the design for a new criminal courthouse 
for the Palais de Justice, which was origi- 
nally a royal residence. 

How should an architect render the 
concept of justice when it no longer paid 
homage to either mob rule or monarchi- 
cal whim? 

Katherine Fischer Taylor addresses 
this question in her extended essay In the 
Theater of Criminal Justice, The Palais 
de Justice in Second Empire Paris, and 








she has found a superb way to do it — 
through the sensational 1869 trial of 
Jean-Baptiste Troppmann, a 20-year-old 
mechanic who allegedly poisoned, stran- 
gled, and stabbed a family of six. 

In a study that comes close to being a 
sophisticated, art-historical thriller, she 
follows the defendant and an assorted 
cast of characters through the criminal 
proceedings, describing aspects of the 
new courthouse and the complex mix of 
proceedings along the way. She con- 
cludes her study with the critical recep- 
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tion Louis Duc’s courthouse received 
when it opened in October 1868. 
Certainly, the liveliest parts of this 
book concern the trial. At the time, a 
criminal trial was a spectacle, and in 
Paris, spectacle was all. As Michel Fou- 
cault notes in Discipline and Punish: The 
Birth of the Prison, punishment in 19th- 
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mixture of male and female symbolism re- 
sulted in androgynous imagery. That, she 
writes, contradicted traditional notions of 
the masculine authority of Force. Only in 
the mural inside the courtroom, where a 
gentle Justice represses a male criminal 
and protects a female innocent, do tradi- 
tional assumptions of gender obtain. 

Of some concern was the decoration 
of the criminal courtroom, which a num- 
ber of critics found too sumptuous. 
Charles Blanc, who later became director 
of the Ecole des Beaux-Arts, wrote, “I 
myself have some difficulty with a crimi- 
nal courtroom so grandiosely decorated. 
I conjure up a poor man... brought 
there. . . . What will that poor man think 
of a society that spends so much money 
to condemn him and so little to instruct 
him... ?” 

Enhancing Taylor’s rich synthesis of 
facts are reproductions of prints, news-

tainment: the pillory, flog- 
ging, and even the conspic- 
uous chain gang had disap- 
peared. What remained 
open to the general public 
was the spectacle of crimi- 
nal proceedings. 

At Troppmann’s trial, 
representatives of all sec- 
tors of society put in an ap- 
pearance. Some brought 
picnic baskets and cham- 
pagne to the trial so that 
they would not have to 
leave their seats. For those 
who were not as well pre- 
pared, commercial vendors 
hawked refreshments from 
the courtroom floor. 

Throughout the proceed- 
ings, more than 200 mili- 
tary and civil police guard- 
ed the crowds of those 
who, unable to gain tickets 
to the trial, remained out- 
side the courtroom door. 

It is Taylor’s achieve- 
ment that she can combine 
what is essentially an archi- 
tectural study with a history 














of jurisprudence — and 
present societal notions of 
gender and class as well. 
Her discussions of gen- 
dered authority, especially, 
are excellent. According to 
Taylor, the exterior of the 
courthouse confounded 
some critics because its 
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paper illustrations, and photographs. 
One of the works is Une cause célébre, 
by Honoré Daumier, France’s most pop- 
ular 19th-century artist, and there’s even 
a sketch of the cadavers of the six victims 
on display at the morgue. 

It’s Taylor’s style, often plodding and 
academic, that becomes the essay’s 
greatest liability. Fhere’s some relief, 
though. When Taylor desgribes the jury 
coming back to the courtr8ertmat night to 
pronounce its verdict, she includes a re- 
porter’s laconic account: “The gold high- 
lights of the ceiling turned to red; the 
oak panelling blackened. . . . The public 
was enveloped in shadow.” And Tropp- 
mann stood in the dock, waiting to hear 
his fate. 

Shortly after he went to the guillotine 
in 1870, the Second Empire, with its at- 
tendant artistic and political tumult, 
came to a close. Q

Selling out — 


Americans quickly learned to want 
what they never knew they needed

LAND OF DESIRE: MERCHANTS, 
POWER AND THE RISE OF A NEW 
AMERICAN CULTURE, by William

he seductions of consumer 
culture have proven almost 
as irresistible to academics 
as they have to the rest of 
us. Though radical urban- 
ists still rail at the “malling of America” 
and feminists decry the beauty myths 
promulgated by the glamor of advertis- 
ing, the ritual denunciations of commer- 
cialism that were once an integral part of 
radical politics and academic criticism 
have faded away into a sometimes un- 
easy, sometimes downright enthusiastic, 
acceptance of consumer society. 

As William Leach notes in the intro- 
duction to Land of Desire, his sprawling, 
intermittently brilliant history of the ori- 
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ture, “even people who purport to be so- 
cialists or radical cultural critics have em- 
braced the idea that consumer capitalism 
has been (and is) basically and positively 
liberatory.” In many cases the new aca- 
demic celebrants of consumerism still see

themselves as critics. But their writing, 
one could argue, in its relentless focus on 
style over substance, has often proven as 
distracting as the ads themselves. Gradu- 
ate students may gain a certain smug sat- 
isfaction from reading vaguely subversive 
deconstructions of Nike commercials to 
each other, but their postmodern radical- 
ism makes not a whit of difference to the 
workers in Indonesia toiling away for a 
dollar a day, making the 
shoes. 

Leach’s massive volume, 
more than a decade in the 
making, offers a bracingly 
acerbic account of the 
transformation of Ameri- 
can culture that occurred 
when mass production and 
distribution made available 
“a multitude of goods .. . 
to satisfy needs that no 
one knew they had.” 

At the heart of the book 
is Leach’s account of the 
development of modern 
department stores in the 
early years of this century 
— grand and glamorous 
temples of consumer fan- 
tasy, filled with bright 
lights and extravagant dis- 
plays of artificial opulence. 
As the stores grew larger 
and more luxurious, adver- 








tisers, who once were content simply to 
list the products available, turned to 
elaborate and often fanciful strategies to 
create and nurture new desires, to pro- 
mote the planned obsolescence of fash- 
ion. “The way out of overproduction,” 
one fashion expert commented in 1909, 
“must lie in finding out what the woman 
at the counter is going to want; make it; 
then promptly drop it and go on to 
something else to which fickle fashion is 
turning her attention.” 

Not everyone was so enamored of the 
new consumerism. Novelist Edna Ferber 
looked with some horror on one depart- 
ment-store show window in 1911, de- 
scribing the display as “a breeder of an- 
archism, a destroyer of contentment, a 
second feast of Tantalus.” 

Land of Desire presents less a coherent 
narrative than a set of essays on related 
themes. Leach’s penchant for digression 
is in many ways a strength: in the course 
of a few pages he can range from con-

ventional economic history to unconven- 
tional cultural critique — writing with 
acumen about topics as varied as Herbert 
Hoover’s Commerce Department and the 
proliferation of department-store Santas, 
detailing the lives of personalities as dis- 
tinct as department-store giant John 
Wanamaker and writer (and sometime- 
window-dresser) L. Frank Baum. Leach 
shows how the new glorification of desire 
found its way not only into advertising 
but into philosophy and religion as well. 

But if Leach’s digressive style leads in 
many cases to unexpected and illuminat- 
ing insights, its overall effect is to make 
the book evasive and incomplete. If oth- 
ers have presented a too-sanguine vision 
of consumer society, Leach is so sweep- 
ing in his indictment that he comes off at 
times as something of a crank. 

What’s worse, though, is that Leach is so 
concerned with the machinations of elites 
— merchants, advertisers, and the like — 
that he ignores the complex and nuanced

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M. de Sade Is 
still unsolved 








Daring, depraved: We know 
more, but we don’t know why

SADE: A BIOGRAPHY, by Maurice 
Lever, translated by Arthur Goldham- 
mer.

apoleon denounced the 
Marquis de Sade’s porno- 
graphic masterpiece Justine 
as “the most abominable 
book ever engendered by 
the most depraved imagination.” A century 
later, the poet Apollinaire rechristened Sade 
“the freest man that ever was.” The Darth 
Vader of French literature, Sade wrote nov- 
els extolling the virtues of vice. His bizarre 
descriptions of orgies are more shocking to- 
day than that gallery of tableaux vivants, 
Sex, published last year by Madonna. 

The marquis was inspired by his own 
adventures in Sodom, as we learn from 
Maurice Lever’s fascinating biography. 
The courageous Lever leads us, dumb- 
founded, through the marquis’s extraordi- 
nary life, from debauchery to debauchery 
and prison to prison, where he wrote most 
of his scarlet masterpieces. In this 10- 
pound tome, there is little analysis of the 
origins of the violent, ill-humored charac- 
ter that has made Sade, both the man and 
the writer, a legend. However, Lever suc- 
ceeds in laying down the astounding facts 
of a complicated life in entertaining prose. 
He is the first-biographer to have access to 
the Sade family archives, which he makes 
lively, if overly liberal, use of. 

From the very beginning, Sade’s life 
sounds like a plot of his own devising. 
Louis Alphonse Donatien de Sade was born 
on June 2, 1740, to the Comte de Sade, 
“one of the most illustrious libertines of 
Louis XV’s reign,” and the “remote, absent 
and indifferent” Marie-Eleonore de Maille, 
who spent most of her marriage behind 
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convent walls. Lever attaches great impor- 
tance to the effects of the father’s libidinous 
tastes on the son’s, and so we are given lists 
of ladies who set the count’s heart 
beating, as well as young = 
men, since he took 
pleasure in “So- 
craticlove.” To , 
be closer to 
a princess 


wished to 
seduce, the 
count, with a 
cynicism later 
personified for all 
eternity by his son, married 
one of her ladies-in-waiting. 

The titillating minutiae about the father 
stand in marked contrast to Lever’s near 
silence on the subject of the mother. Para- 
doxically, Lever claims Eleonore “had little 
importance in Donatien’s life,” and yet 
goes on to explain “Sadeian ideology,” — 
which includes the behavior that bears his 
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name, sadism — as a symptom of a “neg- 
ative oedipus complex” or hatred of the 
mother. It may be that there is simply not 
much information to be found about 
Eleonore; however, the gap is felt even 
more strongly for being unexplained. 
Between the ages of 10 and 14, the mar- 
quis attended a Jesuit school in Paris where, 
Lever suggests without evidence, he may 
have learned the pleasures of flagellation 
and even sodomy. By the time he was 19, 
the marquis had developed a scandalous 
reputation, causing his father constant anxi- 
ety, an irony duly noted by his biographer. 
In a desperate attempt to bridle his son, the 
Comte de Sade arranged his marriage to 
Renée-Pélagie de Montreuil, daughter of a 
wealthy bourgeois family headed by the re- 
doubtable Mme. de Montreuil, known to all 
as la Présidente. Both women were to play 
leading roles in the Sadeian epic, the first as 
constant advocate, the other as nemesis. 
The marriage did not begin auspiciously. 
Sade was diagnosed with a venereal disease 
a month before the wedding. Caught up in 
some romantic intrigue, the groom was ab- 
sent when the king signed the marriage 
contract before both families, and ap- 
peared on the day of the 
nae civil wedding. Five

cate on it. This was the first of several scan- 
dals that lead him to spend, cumulatively, 
almost 30 years of his life in prison. 

Of all the mysteries in Sade’s life, per- 
haps the hardest to fathom is his relation- 
ship with his wife, who apparently took the 
notion “for better, for worse” to heart. She 
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fought tirelessly for his freedom whenever 
he was jailed for his adulterous liaisons. 
When he was free, she accommodated his 
most perverse desires, allowing him, for 
instance, to keep a retinue of adolescents 
for his sexual amusements at the chateau 
in Provence. Of her daughter’s strange de- 
votion, la Présidente once wrote: “Does 
she act out of an invincible infatuation? An 
excessive sense of duty? Or the fear the 
she may one day be punished for the ef- 
forts she might be suspected of not having 
made? In this respect she is impenetrable 
for everyone.” 

No less so for Lever, whose own analy- 
sis of Mme. de Sade’s motives often 
comesclose to resembling the “noveliza- 
tion” techniques so popular in today’s bi- 
ographies. “Having jettisoned pride and 
jealousy, she loved Donatien for what he 
was in his innermost self, which she alone 
knew,” he writes. 

When Sade was released after 12 years 
in the Bastille, in 1789, Mme. de Sade re- 
fused to see him and, soon after, asked for 
a formal separation. Lever explains very 
briefly that la Présidente was able finally to 
persuade her exhausted daughter to leave 
the scoundrel Sade. The change of heart 
comes too abruptly in the narrative for the 
explanation to satisfy. 

Once the Revolution began, Sade made 
desperate attempts to appeal to the new 
regime in order to save, quite literally, his 
noble head. He drafted pious political 
speeches on the merits of equality and oth- 
er virtues dear to the Republic. No longer 
the Marquis de Sade, he insisted that he 
be called “Citizen Sade.” In one amazing 
instance, Sade vowed “with a straight 
face” to father more-patriotic children af- 
ter he was held accountable for the deser- 
tion of his two noble sons. 

In 1801, Sade was discovered to be the 
author of Justine, among other works pub- 
lished anonymously years earlier. Diag- 
nosed with “libertine dementia,” he was 
sent to Charenton, a mental hospital, 
where he died of natural causes in 1814, 
at the age of 74. 

Sade’s best-known biographer to date is 
Gilbert Lely, whose two-volume Vie du 
Marquis de Sade (Gallimard, 1952-57) 
was never translated into English. In many 
asides throughout the book, Lever accuses 
Lely of having been too infatuated with his 
subject. However, Lever’s own descrip- 
tions of Sade’s more brutal sexual exploits 
belie admiration, or at least a literary ap- 
preciation of the events. For instance, the 
so-called Marseilles affair — Sade sub- 
jected five girls to whippings and possibly 
sodomy, poisoning them with Spanish fly, 
an aphrodisiac — is recounted in the for- 
mat of a play, an allusion, one presumes, 
to Sade’s notorious work Philosophy in the 
Bedroom. Still, at its best, Lever’s biogra- 
phy reads like one of Sade’s novels, in 
which every detail becomes exciting and 
the intrigue is dizzying. 
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From the author of Stop-Time and 
Midair comes the story of a young 
man whose life is transformed by the 
gift of music. The gift is not without 
a price, but the reward is a journey 
that takes him to the drawing rooms 
of the rich and powerful, a gilt-edged 
marriage, and Carnegie Hall. Body

Beast goes East 
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savage or sociopath? 


An American animal survives World War II in Japan

| TO THE WHITE SEA, by James Dickey. 
Houghton Mifflin, 275 pages, $22.95. 


ames Dickey, the reigning 
Big Daddy of Southern lit, 
turned 70 this year, and my 
guess is that he’s not taking it 
too well. After all, Dickey — 
| a big, lumbering outdoorsman who could 
have played Buford Pusser in Walking Tall 
— complained in his essay collection titled 
Sorties (1984) that “the sadness of middle 
age [italics mine] is absolutely unfath- 
| omable: there is no bottom to it. Every- 
thing you do is sad. If you look at a foot- 
ball game, you are only a middle-aged man 
looking at a football game.” So he’s prob- 
ably not whipping out his AARP card 
down at the lodge. 

But age hasn’t slowed Dickey’s mighty 
stride. He told an interviewer not long ago 
that he has five typewriters in his study, 
with different half-punched-out projects 
in each one. “I'll just pass by a typewriter 
| in the course of the day,” he said, “and 
look at it and see what’s in it, and if I get 
interested .. .” 

Dickey gets interested a lot. He’s pro- 
duced more than 30 collections of poetry, 
a handful of essay collections, three nov- 
els, and two screenplays — including one 
' for his bestselling novel Deliverance 

(1970).

And over the years, Dickey has no doubt 
been sorely tempted to put one of those 
five typewriters to use returning fire at his 
pesky legion of critics. Dickey has never 
been anyone’s idea of a sensitive New Age 
guy. During the Vietnam era, peaceniks 
loathed him for his controversial poem 
“The Firebombing” and for his war 
record. Dickey flew more than 100 mis- 
sions with the 418th Night Fighters in the 
South Pacific. 

One of Dickey’s more ardent enemies, 
as the critic James Wolcott has noted, was 
poet Robert Bly, who called Dickey “a 
huge blubbery poet, pulling out Southern 
language in long strings, like taffy, a toady 
to the government, supporting all move- 
ments toward Empire, a sort of Georgia

goat with the arrow and started cutting him, stripping away the pelt, trying 

to keep it as whole as I could. I meant to try to make an outfit out of it. But 
when I got that meat bared-off I forgot about the hide.

cracker Kipling.” Worse, Dickey was the 
subject of a book-length debunking by 
Neal Bowers called James Dickey: The 
Poet as Pitchman, which accused Dickey 
of being a fraud, a drunk, and a grand- 
stander. 

Big whoop. Anybody who’s read Dick- 
ey’s poetry or prose knows that his work 
has the grain and timbre of the genuine ar- 
ticle; he’s written some guff, but he rarely 
makes a false move. His sentences are 
earthy, onrushing, ardent. Even better, his 
gifts haven’t failed him late in life. His last 
novel, Alnilam (1987), was a crazy dream 
of a narrative — an uprooted slab of fact 
and feeling that pushed out fiction’s 
finicky boundaries. (Dickey’s tricks in- 
cluded laying down dueling narratives on 
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the same page, creating a dizzying split- 
screen effect.) 

Dickey’s new novel, To the White Sea, 
isn’t as ambitious as Alnilam, nor as taut 
as Deliverance. But it’s a strange and stir- 
ring narrative in its own fashion, the 
work of a great artist exploring his reach. 
The story of a gunner shot down over 
Tokyo during a World War II bombing 
mission, To the White Sea relates in 
Dickey’s galloping prose the harrowing 
and almost nihilistic tale of-the gunner’s 
long march to what he hopes will be a 
sort of freedom. 

To the White Sea covers a lot of ground, 
metaphorically and otherwise. When Dick- 
ey’s hero/narrator, the gunner Muldrow, 
tumbles from his crashing bomber, readers 
will be reminded of both Dickey’s famous 
poem “Falling” — about a stewardess 
sucked out of an emergency door at 
30,000 feet — and Alnilam, which deals 
with a father investigating the mysterious 
crash death of his son. In Dickey’s world, 
gravity’s steep pull provides the ultimate 
bad trip. 

But resemblances to Dickey’s earlier 
work end there. Muldrow is easily the 
ugliest character Dickey has sunk his 
meaty paws into, and the ugliest I’ve en- 
countered in a novel in some time. A man 
of his historical moment, Muldrow is a 
stone racist — in his eyes, the Japanese 
are “Nips” and “little people,” and even 
the country’s loveliest architectural flour- 
ishes remind him of “a postcard from a 
place you didn’t particularly want to go 
to.” We witness him move his way north, 
alternatively hiding from the enemy, hunt- 
ing his dinner, and killing (in the blink of 
an eye) civilians who might threaten him. 

There’s an enormous amount of blood- 
shed in To the White Sea, bloodshed 
caused largely by Muldrow bumping into 
unfortunate innocents. (He kills one man 
for his shoes, and decapitates a woman be- 
cause of her silence.) In other words, this 
isn’t a character who will appease the PC 
police who’ve been on Dickey’s tail. 

Dickey doesn’t excuse Muldrow’s ac- 
tions, or hold him up as any sort of Ram- 
bo-esque ideal. Instead, Muldrow is felt as 
an almost animal presence — a predatory 
stalker, bent on little more than survival. 
In fact, Muldrow is less frightened than 
exhilarated by his plight. As his kills mount 
and he moves toward the safety of Japan’s 
northern islands, he feels his “strength 
grow until it was better than any sensation 
I or anyone else has ever had — a million 
times better than fucking or being drunk.” 

Society means little to Muldrow. He has 
no attachment back in the States that 
we’re made privy to — no wife, no chil- 
dren, only hints about his childhood in the 
remotest regions of Alaska with a father 
who was the “loner of all loners.” That fa- 
ther, who fled to Alaska after some un- 
known crime, taught his son how to fish 
and trap. In some sense Muldrow’s entire 
life seems to have been led in preparation 
for his trek through enemy territory. He 
doesn’t even long to be rescued: he merely 
wants to lead the kind of solitary life he’s 
always known. 

Dickey cracks open Muldrow’s predato- 
ry mind with extraordinary skill. There are 
several lovely dream sequences, and flash- 
backs to Muldrow’s life in Alaska — 
stolen memories of awe-inspiring icebergs, 
herds of caribou, and a kind of pure, blank 
quality of whiteness that he can’t shake. 
You feel you’re inside the mind of some 
cool, terribly brutal beast; there’s no cruel- 
ty involved, only instinct. The “most satis- 
fying thing that ever happened to me in my 
life,” Muldrow says, was falling upon from 
above and killing a Japanese soldier be- 
cause “if I hadn’t been as close to being a 
fisher marten as a human being can get, 
there was nobody else who could: the fish- 
er, which is the best animal ever made.” 

It may be unnecessary to mention at this 
point that To the White Sea makes for 
some difficult, unsettling reading. Dickey 
tosses up — and refuses to answer — 
some terrible questions. You’re never quite 
sure if Dickey is holding up Muldrow as 
some kind of noble savage, or if he’s mere- 
ly a brutal sociopath. Similarly, you don’t 
know whether Dickey is playing all of this 
for High Metaphorical Purpose (which he 
surely is, to a greater or lesser degree) or 
if this isn’t just an-episode of The Fugitive 
that got a little*bent. 

It’s to Dickey’s credit that these ques- 
tions burn in your brain at To the White 
Sea’s close. He’s given this demented tale 
a firm spin, and brought this off-kilter 
landscape alive. Muldrow may be a cipher, 
but the book feels fully inhabited. The 
force you feel is Dickey’s hoary old genius, 
pushing you forward through one last dark 
mystery ride. Q 
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ONCE AROUND THE BLOCH: AN 
UNAUTHORIZED AUTOBIOGRAPHY, 
by Robert Bloch. Tor Books, 406 pages, 
$22.95. 

Everybody knows that Robert Bloch 
wrote Psycho — the novel, not the screen- 
play — because virtually every book he has 
published since has the words BY THE AU- 
THOR OF PsycHo emblazoned on it. Many 
are also aware of the author’s frequently 
quoted claim: “Deep down underneath it all 
I have the heart of a small boy. I keep it in a 
jar on my desk.” 

Bloch, born in 1917, has been one of the 
leading writers in horror and suspense for 
the better part of a century. While in high 
school he became a correspondent (and in 
effect, student) of the horror master H.P. 
Lovecraft. He sold stories to the legendary 
horror pulp magazine Weird Tales when he 
was in his teens. 

In the early ’40s, he and another starving 
scrivener ghosted speeches, organized a 
campaign, and got a virtual unknown elect- 
ed mayor of Milwaukee. But politics did not 
beckon. Bloch moved on to radio (Stay 
Tuned for Terror), novels (The Scarf, pub- 
lished in 1946, was a pioneering example of 
what is now called “dark suspense,” a study 
of psychopathology from the viewpoint of 
the murderer), and ultimately, a wide vari- 
ety of work for films and television. 

Psycho, incidentally, did not launch his 
Hollywood career. Bloch was already 





writing for a show called Lock Up before 
the Hitchcock film was produced. Hitch- 
cock later acknowledged that “Psycho all 
came from Robert Bloch’s book,” and 
Bloch just as candidly admits in retro- 
spect that it was just as well he wasn’t 
asked to do the screenplay. What isn’t 
just as well is that he got ripped off for 
the rights — a low, flat fee, with the buy- 
er’s name concealed. 

Still, Once Around the Bloch tells more 
pleasant stories than unpleasant ones. Bloch 
isn’t quite intimate — some things, he says, 
are just not to be shared — but the effect of 
the book is that of a long, often hilarious 
public talk. 

It’s the story of a boy growing up in the 
Roaring ’20s without noticing the roar. 
His first real brush with terror came when 
Lon Chaney loomed unmasked on a huge 
movie screen in the silent version of The 
Phantom of the Opera, and his life was 
changed forever at age 10, when his in- 
dulgent aunt bought him a copy of Weird 
Tales. We see Bloch the writer and Bloch 
the movie-fan-come-to-Hollywood meet- 
ing his long-time idols. There are anec- 
dotes about Boris Karloff, Buster Keaton, 
Joan Crawford, Christopher Lee, and oth- 
ers. Bloch is not above ribbing lifelong 
friends, as when he tells of a first meeting 
with a young, loud, and not-yet-famous 
science-fiction fan named Ray Bradbury, 
then muses, “I wonder what ever became 
of him.” 

There’s an occasional delving into aes- 
thetics, the art of story construction, the

MAD BOYS, by Ernest Hebert. Universi- 
ty Press of New England, 208 pages, $22. 
Hebert, acclaimed for The Dogs of 
March, his 1979 novel about the throes of 
adolescence, takes a walk on the wild side 
in his latest book, an overly self-conscious 
attempt to bring Huckleberry Finn into the 
youth culture and technology of today. 
Hebert’s 13-year-old narrator, Web 
Clements, is the victim of kidnapping and 
rape: his captor tries to murder him, but the 
traumatized Web survives, his memory 
gone except for fleeting visions of mother 
ships and alien worlds, demons and alterna- 
tive identities. Like Huck, Web takes to the 
road. While searching for his mother he 
runs into his father, a 60s burn-out; the 
Autodidact, an ex-con who cruses the 
country in a van filled with books; and Roy- 
al Durocher, a charismatic kid whose vari- 


evil, Hebert takes potshots at tired targets 
(down with McDonald’s) while wrapping 
his portrait of adolescence in sentimentality. 
His stab at an urban landscape is anemic; 
his vision includes the now-obligatory 
scenes of a civilization connected by sub- 
way tunnels. 

Mad Boys spends much too much time 
in bucolic climes; Web’s asexuality 
throughout much of story also gives the 
book an air of wistful, rather than hard-hit- 
ting, thinking. Moments of incisive writing, 
such as Web’s voyeuristic perusal of a dead 
body, are overwhelmed by self-referential 
tricks (characters have names like 
Clements, Hitchcock, and Wilder) and an 
ending that probably won’t please anybody 
but the Pope. A dystopia has to have more 
than a touch of the dyspeptic. Hebert is the 
Father Flannagan of surreal soothsayers — 
his Mad Boys is too close to Boys Town for 


comfort.

self-described maggot, who, when we meet him, is leading a 
life that makes just about anyone else’s seem exciting and 
successful by comparison. But then he encounters Lady 
Henrietta — a painter of nude men. She tells Jeremy that 
her name is taken from Oscar Wilde’s character Lord Henry 
in The Picture of Dorian Gray — another fin de siécle novel 
— and, like the original, she teaches those around her how 
to detect a soul from the infinitely changeable body. 

Jeremy, like Dorian Gray, has the experience of recogniz- 
ing himself as never before in a portrait. In the language of 
the novel, what Jeremy has learned is that he is an O.I.M., 
an Optical Illusion Man — a phrase coined by Henrietta to 
describe someone who has the quality of being “almost 
something but not quite.” 

The uneasy connections between visibility, knowledge, 
and change become crucial when we get to the event at the 
center of the novel: a 29-year-old man (Jeremy) having sex 
with a mature-looking and precocious 11-year-old girl 
(Henrietta’s daughter Sarah). The scenes of their love-mak- 
ing contain some of the best writing in the book. They are 
real and absurd, touching and horrifying: 


She comes back to me, straddles me, and takes off my 
blindfold. I scream. Mickey Mouse is sitting on me. No, 
it’s just a mask. Sarah is so ingenious. Now I don’t have 
to stare at her face, I can stare at Mickey Mouse. She 
puts me into herself. The mouse is grinning at me ob- 
scenely; he looks as if he’s having fun, but I imagine that 
under the mask, Sarah must be squinting with pain, 
clenching her teeth. I do not take my eyes off the glim- 
mering black eyes inside the mouse’s eyes, and they are 
fixed on me as well. 


Filipacchi leads the reader into asking all the old questions 
about identity and morality (is it okay to have sex with an 
11-year-old?) while making a farce out of the entire project 
(is it okay to have sex with Mickey Mouse?). 

In the end, it is impossible to tell whether Filipacchi’s nov- 
el is or is not a moral tale. Morality is everywhere and com- 
pletely irrelevant. But as Wilde writes in the preface to Dori- 
an Gray: “There is no such thing as a moral or an amoral 
book. Books are well written or poorly written. That is all.” 

Filipacchi’s first novel may have some rough edges, but it 
is pleasingly complex and it is well written. Finally, what is 
most interesting about Nude Men is not the idea of human 
unknowability making a case for suspended judgment, but 
the way in which unknowability is made manifest here.

NOT WHERE I STARTED FROM, by Kate Wheeler. 
Houghton Mifflin, 293 pages, $19.95. 

There’s a globe and a suitcase on the jacket of this won- 
derful debut short-story collection, and inside, Wheeler’s 
women narrators move about in exotic worlds that throw 
their Western preoccupations into relief. 

Her characters are much more than dislocated Eurorail- 
pass wanderers. They have a reverence for the local cul- 
ture, a desire to shake their American roots, and some- 
times even a spiritual mission: they track down gurus, go 
bald, and join Buddhist monasteries, seeking enlighten- 
ment, “cessation,” the “great and misunderstood Nirvana.” 

You’re tempted to turn a jaded eye to such self-imposed 
exile, to see it as a grander version of a three-week stay at 
the Betty Ford clinic or a kibbutz, but Wheeler is deeply in 
touch with the source material, and your cynicism lifts and 
burns off, like early-morning fog. 

Part of the fascination with Far Eastern religion in this 
book (four of these stories are about Buddhist monks and 
gurus) has to do with Wheeler’s own background; for a 
time she was a Buddhist nun in Rangoon. “Ringworm,” 
the most satisfying of those four, gives us a vivid look at 
the politics and social structure within a monastery, and a 
kind of diary of monastic life: “Breakfast was at five and 
lunch at ten-fifteen. There was no solid food until the next 
breakfast. The monks said eating at night causes lust. We 
woke at three to the clanking of an iron pipe . . .. Tooth- 
paste tube still hot at 9 p.m.” 

The protagonist of “Manarkika” isn’t as spiritually in- 
volved as the nun in “Ringworm.” Her name is Martina, 
she is a graduate student in computer studies at NYU, and 
in India, she’s along for the ride. But when she gets a tele- 
gram from the States bearing the news that her father has 
died of a heart attack, she throws herself into what she sees 
and hears around her — the ritual cremations that seem to 
take place daily in the village of Manarkika, the teachings 
of the kindly guru to whom she is taken. 

But Wheeler lets us know, in “Snow Leopard, Night 
Bird,” that gurus are an iffy proposition. Here the sage is a 
fraud, an Iranian from Houston named Edward Hussan 
whose “scene” takes place in a kindergarten classroom in 
Mill Valley. “You do get tired of all the great teachers being 
little brown men in diapers, or else long dead,” remarks Car- 
ol, who has been through yoga, therapy, and Zen, but still 
has some believing left in her: “This was part of Edward’s 
appeal, the idea that it could be happening again, among us.” 

In “Urbino,” a coming-of-age story, Wheeler uses 
teenage protagonists to show how being on foreign soil can 
circumvent the self-discovery process. It’s about the sexual 
awakening of Claire, the daughter of a US ambassador to 
Argentina living in a brick mansion peopled with servants 
of various political stripes and ethnicities. Claire’s world is 
one big mixed message: golf lessons and ponies and diplo- 
matic barbecues on the one hand, the strained social con- 
ditions of the servants on the other. Her stab at sexual mat- 
uration triggers a chain reaction of violence, then flight. 
The idea of “home” is illusory at best. “I noticed that the 
Residence was built for a siege,” Claire says. “You could 
lock a single door upstairs and isolate half the rooms.” 

Several stories in this collection can be discussed simply 
as stylistic achievements, stories whose energy derives from 
imagery, voice, a staccato prose rhythm. Wheeler’s nérve 
and visceral wisdom fill her characters with brio and wit; 
you'll want to follow them to the ends of the earth.
